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PROLOGUE. The Old Gowdy Homesteads in Connecticut The compiler of 
this book, wishing to preserve a comprehensive description of the lands and home- 
steads of his ancestors, has instituted an excursional survey of that part of the 
beautiful Connecticut Valley where these territorial possessions were located and 
a kind of birds-eye view of the scenery taken. The morning fixed upon for the 
visit was one of September's best. The start was made from Springfield, Mass., 
not distant from where the state boundary between that principality and Connecti- 
cut was crossed. The chief objective point was the original homestead where 
James Gowdy laid his hearthstone after leaving Boston about the year 1752, and 
the intermediate farms owned by his descendants. The thoroughfare over which 
the party was conveyed was broad, smooth and bordered for several miles with 
ancient trees that cast their beneficent shade for a long distance over the road; 
while back of these arborial attractions, retired and stately, were many old Colonial 
mansions, broad-gabled and significant of solidity and endurance, that were the 
architectural witnesses of the opulence and dignity of their owners; all surrounded by 
ornamental grounds, shrubbery and flowers that diffused their shade and fragrance 
on the vibrant morning air, lending a pleasing variety to the general landscape. 
The birds were singing their merry carols upon many a verdant bough and all 
Nature seemed to unite in enriching the brilliant Autumn scene. The route 
led through one of the most fertile and beautiful sections of the famous Connecticut 
Valley and the extensive farms and homes of the resident proprietors indicated 
general agricultural prosperity and happiness. Almost interminable tobacco- fields 
stretched away over the undulating lands nearly to the horizon, under the white 
screens with which they were covered. Certainly the pioneers manifested sound 
judgment when they "pitched" in this locality and their posterity is reaping 
the benefits of their fathers' choice. 

One of the first objects associated with the history of the Gowdy family that 
appeared along the way was an old obsolete gin-still where some member of the 
" clan- valiant " carried on the business quite extensively in former years, but the 
plant has long been closed and the tall chimney-stack rises above the surrounding 
woodlands as one of the conspicuous local landmarks. Passing forward up the 
hill the house of the proprietor of the gin-still, a large, old-styled mansion, was 
seen. While en-route to the original homestead of the ancestor of the Gowdy 
families the ancient cemetery was visited; the silent resting-place where the "Fa- 
thers of the hamlet sleep." Here were seen the long tiers of tall brown stones, 
known as "Portland freestone," and many of the quaint inscriptions deciphered. 
On one monument were the following words: 

"God is just, supreme His power. 
Mortals be silent and adore." 

On another stone were the following: — 

"When e'er you walk this hallowed ground 
Can you forgetful be 
That soon you must lie clown 
And mingle dust with me." 
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Another tablet bears the words: — 

"Death is a debt to Nature due 
That I have paid and so must you." 

While passing over the splendidly graded "Broad Brook Road," between 
the villages of Somers and Broad Brook, the stately residence of the late 
Theodore Gowdy was seen; then, following the same course, the residence of 
the late Tudor Gowdy was passed and after that the residence where the late 
Myron F. Gowdy and three generations of the family had lived. Here a longer 
stop was made, for here had been situated an older residence of the family. Upon 
this extensive farm only a few rods from the present mansion stood the old-fashioned 
homestead owned and occupied by the grandparents of the author. This old 
house and low connecting buildings, long ago dismantled, were constructed upon 
the peculiar plan seen only in the New England states. The main part of the 
residence was large on its foundation with low posts and broad gables. The central 
chimney stack was very large, comprising several flues. The windows were small 
and lighted with "eight-by-ten" glass. There was a long, low woodshed connected 
with the house extending nearly to the barn. Across the road and nearly in front 
of this venerable homestead there is an enormous white oak tree that has stood 
a sentinel and landmark in the neighborhood for more than two centuries, the 
chronology of its years securely preserved within its trunk. The branches of 
this remarkable tree stretch away at right angles with its enormous body more than 
a hundred feet, and the circumference of the trunk at the base is 17 feet, 4 inches, 
3 feet, 6 inches above the ground. While we are considering trees it seems pertinent 
to mention the fact that this section of the state is notable for the great number 
of such oaks that were the kings of trees a hundred years ago and now lift their 
heads above the cleared fields and diffuse their gracious shade far and wide over 
the acres of fragrant clover and billows of gilded grain. For the beauty of the rural 
landscape the pioneers wisely spared these monarchs of the forest when they 
hewed down the surrounding trees, and they stand in their stately grandeur to 
remind the traveller of the past and guard the territorial expanse around them. 

The modern Gowdy residence is large and imposing, being seated on a moderate 
elevation and surrounded with a broad lawn and shaded with a row of thrifty maple 
trees. Here lived and prospered the late Myron F. Gowdy and here his family 
was raised, and received their education in the cosy school-house in the neighbor- 
hood. The farm is now owned by Louis A. Gowdy. 

After taking a survey of this beautiful homestead and making note of the 
objects of interest, the journey was resumed and the "Mixter Place," once the 
homestead of Robert Gowdy, erected more than a hundred years ago, was passed. 
This house was a type of the well-to-do farmers' homes of the last century and 
stands as a monument of the substantial structures built by the practical settlers 
when large families were the fashion. Passing forward on the journey through 
highly cultivated fields and the well-kept homesteads of the proprietors, the most 
protracted visit was made at "Twin Oak Farm," now the estate of Willard H. 
Gowdy and near the old homestead of the pioneer, James Gowdy. The name 
was derived from two giant oaks that stand side by side near the house. The 
original house w r as not situated on the present highway but sat some thirty rods 
back upon an elevation now in the field and near the spring of pure water known 
as "Buckhorn Spring," from which, more than a hundred years ago, Mary 
(Hutchinson) Gowdy filled her bucket, and from which the family living in the 
mere modern mansion now derive their supply of water. 
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In the early days there was a road passing near the old house where James Gow- 
dy and family lived, in a diagonal course from the present highway; but this was 
long ago discontinued. The old farm-buildings were torn down before the recollection 
of the present generation and there is nothing remaining to mark the site save 
the bubbling, unfailing spring from whose limpid waters five generations of the 
Gowdy family have drank, and which was at the end of a well-worn path that led 
down to the vale. At the roadside stands still the old Gowdy Hat Shop with 
its small and latticed windows in which Hill Gowdy turned out the headgear for 
the yeomen of his day. 

The present mansion at "Twin Oak Farm" was built for the occupancy of two 
families. The house is very large and flanked by a long two-storied wing. It 
faces the hill where the old James Gowdy farmhouse stood and is itself situated 
upon a moderate elevation commanding a wide and pleasing outlook. The stately 
seat is surrounded with a grove of wide-spreading maples and is supplied with 
the adjunct of capacious farm offices. The residence was built when the best 
lumber could be obtained and finished without and within with elaborate care 
and workmanship. The wainscotting around the walls is of single boards more 
than two feet in width. The ceilings are high and moulded. The mantles are 
expansive and ornamental. The chimneys were enormous, containing six fireplaces; 
four below and two on the second floor. Here we saw specimens of the antiquated 
furniture handed down in the Gowdy family and heirlooms of the Colonial days 
such as muskets and swords that had seen service in the early wars of the country. 
Here also are numerous portraits representing the early generations of this branch 
of the family, some in frames upon the walls and others preserved in albums of more 
modern production; these all showing the typical features of the old Scotch- 
Irish stock from which they had sprung. Upon the broad green that surrounds 
the house at "Twin Oaks Farm" the Family Reunion was held in the Summer 
of 1916 when many of the name and blood assembled to exchange greetings, renew 
acquaintance and strengthen the ties of kinship; to enliven the occasion with 
conversation reminiscent, and listen to papers comprising incidents in the family 
history; to participate in the festivities and separate with warmer fraternal feelings 
and a higher estimation of the ancestral race from which they derived their 
existence. 

When the survey of these historic scenes had been made and copious notes 
taken for this thesis the faces of the party were turned homeward, and after passing 
through a rich agricultural district and many thrifty hamlets the city of Spring- 
field was reached and a bountiful repast partaken of; then away to the pillows, 
where "nature's sweet restorer, balmy sleep," was enriched with dreams of "other 
days and olden" when the country was new and the rough-handed pioneers cleared 
away the " forest primeval " and established the homes where the present generations 
are sharing in the blessings secured by their fathers. 

Simon Gowdy 1 (1) was in Boston, Mass., as early as 1710. He married in 
Boston, Mass., the ceremony being performed by Rev. Cotton Mather, Oct. 6, 
1712, Martha Cox. He was supposed to have been a Presbyterian in faith 
as he applied to a minister of that denomination to solemnize his marriage. As 
the Scotch-Irish families of Goudy and Gowdy were descended from the extreme 
branch of the Presbyterian Church of which their Covenanting ancestors were 
communicants, this Boston affiliation with the same people furnishes a hint, at 
least, of this man's place of nativity. He was probably a close relative to the other 
persons bearing the name in Boston and adjacent towns about the same time. 
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From the suitable dates and with no other documentary evidence I assume that 
this Simon Gowdy was the ancestor of this branch of the New England family. 
There may exist records of the births of his children and of his death and that of 
his wife, but diligent search has failed to find such record. We must leave this 
question for future genealogists to settle.

CHILDREN OF SIMON AND MARTHA OOX GOWDY. 

1. Hill Gowdy 2 (1), son of Simon 1 (1) and Martha (Cox) Gowdy, was born as 
early as 1720. He was married to Sarah Swain of an old Medford, Mass., family, 
the intention being recorded July 20, 1743, by Rev. John Morehead, Presbyterian 
minister. He was an early inhabitant of Boston, Medford and Newton, as the 
following copy of the extant records prove. In a record of the Commissioners 
of Boston containing the Minutes of the Selectmen from dates 1742 and 1743, 
the following appears: "Mr. Hill Gowdy appeared and informed us that he and 
his wife came into Boston from Medford the 14th of March (sic) & entered then 
into Mr. Decoster's service by the month & sometimes lived in town and sometimes 
on Mr. Decoster's farm in Newton till July last when he came to this town and hath 
lived here ever since. But he did not long survive, for in 1747 letters of adminis- 
tration were taken out by his widow, as the following from the Probate records 
show: "Edward Hutchinson, Esq., Commissioner, to Sarah Gowdy of Boston, 
Greeting: Whereas your husband, Hill Gowdy, late of Boston, Gardner, deceased, 
having while he lived and at the time of his decease Goods, Chattels, Rights, 
and Credits in the County aforesaid, lately died intestate, and you are required 
to render a full inventory of said estate before the eleventh day of November, 
Year of our Lord 1747." The following Inventory was submitted: — 

"An inventory of Sundry Household Goods belonging to the Estate of Mr. Hill 
Gowdy of Boston, Gardner, as appraised by the subscribers, —

Sarah Goudy Admin 'trix presented the abovewrittcn and made Oath that it con- 
tains a true and perfect Inventory of the Estate of her late husband, Hill Gowdy, 
deceased, so far as hath come to her knowledge, and if more hereafter appears she 

will cause the same to be added, She subscribing Boston Jan'y 22, 1746. 

Edward Hutchinson." 
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The following document was also found in the Probate Court Records for 
Suffolk county, in Boston:— 

"Know all men by these Presents That I John Gowdy a minor above the age of 
fourteen years, son of Hill Gowdy late of Boston in ye county of Soffolk, and Province 
of Massachusetts Bay, Gardner, des'd have named, ordained and made & by these 
Presents do put, & constitute Oliver Wiswell of Dorchester in ye county aforesaid 
Yeoman to be my Guardian with full power and authority for me and my name & to 
my use to ask, demand, sue for recovery, receive and take into his Possession and 
Custody all and Singular such part and portion of the Estate as accrues to me in 
Right of my Hon'd Father afores'd or which may by any other way or means what- 
soever doth of Right, appertain or belong to me & to manage, Employ and Improve 
ye same for my best advantage and Profit during my minority & to do all and what- 
soever may be necessary in & about ye Premises as fully & Effectually to all Intents 
and Purposes as I myself might or could do personally being of full age, praying that 
he may be accordingly accepted in ye same power & trust. In Testimony whereof 
I have hereunto Set my Hand and Seal this 3d day of August A.D. 1759 & in ye 
thirty-third year of ye Reign of our Sovering Lord King George ye Second over 
Britain etc. 

In presence of Jno Cotton. (Signed) John Gowdy. 

The above named minor personally appeared before me and acknowledged this 
Instrument or Letters of Guardianship to be his free act and deed which I allow and 
approve of — J. Hutchinson. 

Boston, Aug. 3, 1759." 

This name Hill Gowdy is very significant. It was doubtless derived from 
the Hill family so prominently identified with the Plantation of Ulster in the North 
of Ireland, between 1608 and 1620. There is another title in the Boston records 
that is of interest as pointing to the land of this man's nativity. Both in the Com- 
missioner's Report quoted and in the settlement of his personal estate he was 
styled "Gardner," that being the employment for which he had been trained. 
The expression, "He was a gardner bred," is peculiar to Scotland and Ireland, 
and this ap Delation connected with this man's personal name would afford strong 
presumptive evidence pointing to his place of birth. But his peculiar personal 
name was not isolated, for there was another Hill Gowdy, probably a nephew, 
among the Connecticut Gowdys, and these names associated must be accepted 
as strong proof of consanguinity between the two men. The exact degree of rela- 
tionship that existed between these Hill Gowdys has not been ascertained, but the 
link was certainly there and may yet be discovered. 

2. James Gowdy 2 (1), son of Simon 1 (1) and Mary (Cox) Gowdy, appeared in 
Boston before 1730. He was a brother of Hill Gowdy and his grandson was named 
for that brother. He was married by the pastor of the First Presbyterian church 
in Boston (organized in 1727) Jan. 21, 1730-1, to Mary Hutchinson, a member 
of the early settled family of Hutchinson whose names appear in the annals of 
Boston and adjacent towns. The records show that this man had charge of a 
sawmill in Med ford, Mass., in 1744. His children were baptized in Boston and 
Medford by a Presbyterian minister, Rev. John Morehead, who performed the 
marriage ceremony. How long he remained in Medford we do not know, but he 
removed to what is now Enfield, Connecticut, as early as 1752. Here he became 
possessed of an extensive and valuable tract of land and erected a suitable plant 
of farm buildings near a never-failing spring of pure water. Here he died before 
1765 as the settlement of his estate that year proves. The records of this Adminis- 
tration and the Inventory appears in the Probate Records of Hartford County, 
Connecticut, and the documents are now in the State Library in the city of Hartford. 
There was no proof of relationship between this James Gowdy of Boston and Med- 
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ford and the Connecticut families till the christening of his children in the records 
of the Presbyterian Church and the records of the settlement of his estate were 
found; these records settled that question beyond dispute. The legal documents 
copied were as follows: 

"Samuel Gowdy of Enfield and John Ford Jr. of Somers are holden and stand 
firmly bound and obliged unto Daniel Edwards Esq. Judge of the Court of Probate 
for the District of Hartford in the penal sum of three hundred pounds of said Colony; 
to be paid to the said Daniel Edwards Esq., Judge, or to his certain attorney or suc- 
cessor, in Hartford — To the which payment well and truly made, and done, we 
the said Samuel Gowdy and John Ford — do bind ourselves, and such of us, our 
Heirs, Executors and Administrators and each and every one of them, for and in the 
whole, Firmly by these Presents, signed by our hands and sealed with our Seals, dated 
at Hartford, Conn., the 5th Day of August, in the 5th Year of the Reign of our 
Sovereign George the Third, by the Grace of God King of Great Britain, France and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith etc. Annoque Domini One Thousand, Seven Hundred 
and 65. The Condition of this Obligation is such that if the above Samuel Gowdy 
Administrator of all and singular the Goods, Chattels, Credits and Estates of James 
Gowdy" legal repetition omitted. 
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"We the Subscribers being appointed and under oath to appraise the Goods, 
Chattels and Credits of James Gowdy late of Enfield, Deceased, as they are pre- 
sented or shewn to us by Samuel Gowdy Administrator to the said James Gowdy. 
Persuant thereto we Praise & Value as followeth (Viz) :

No record of the deaths of James Gowdy and his wife has been found. There 
were no public cemeteries at the time of their demise and they Were probably 
buried somewhere on their farms; but there is no tradition held by the descendants 
that points to the spot where they were interred. 

From the beginning of this investigation it has been desirable to find authentic 
documents that would establish beyond question the location and boundaries of 
the original homestead of James Gowdy the pioneer of this numerous branch of the 
family; as well as to fix the date of his settlement in the town of Enfield; and after 
what had seemed an exhaustive search through the archives of several towns and 
counties without attaining the wished for result, a more discriminating examination 
of the local records now preserved in the safe at the Clerk's office in the town 
disclosed certain names and landmarks as evidence that clearly established the 
title and geographical position of the old farm. 

In a deed from William Dunn of Enfield, Conn., to James Gowdy of the town 
of Windham, Conn., bearing date March 28, 1752 and the consideration of £1450, 
there were conveyed 147 acres of land, part in Enfield and part in Somers, on 
the north side of a place called "Job's Hill," bounded on the south by land laid 
out to Nathaniel Collins; on the north by land of Joseph Jones; on the east by the 
common and undivided land of the town of Enfield and north-east by a "Straddle" 
(small tree) with stones about it. 

On August 30, 1760, eight years after the foregoing transaction, James Gowdy 
of Windham, Conn., in consideration of £50 paid by Nathaniel Chapin of Enfield, 
Conn., conveyed lands in said town "lying a little northerly of ye head of Buck- 
horn Brook;" east on James Gowdy's farm to land of Samuel Gowdy on the line 
between Enfield and Somers; 36 and one half acres. Also another tract comprising 
25 and a half acres between Enfield and Somers; south, on land of James Gowdy. 

Of date January 5, 1762, James Gowdy of Enfield, Conn., for the consideration 
of £120, conveyed to Samuel Gowdy in said town "All of my farm situate on 
Job's Hill, near the head of Buckhorn Brook," partly in Enfield and part in Somers, 
consisting of 113 acres, partly on land of James Gowdy and partly on land of Samuel 
Gowdy. This deed was signed by an X mark. In 1759 Samuel Gowdy had 
conveyed to Joseph Jones three and a half acres on Buckhorn Brook "including 
the house I, Samuel Gowdy, now live in." Also on January 5, 1762, Samuel 
Gowdy conveyed to James Gowdy a farm on Buckhorn Brook. As the name 
of Mary Gowdy, wife of James Gowdy the pioneer, does not appear on any of 
the documents quoted from, she was evidently deceased. 

The preceding abstracts from the public records comprise sufficient proof of 
the location of the original homestead of James Gowdy, but he did not long survive 
to enjoy it, as the administration on the estate by his son Samuel Gowdy and John 
Ford in 1765 proves. Many subsequent sales of the lands in various small parcels 
makes it impossible to trace with any claim to accuracy the definite boundaries of 
the original tract conveyed by William Dunn to James Gowdy, but the frequent 
mention of "Job's Hill" and the head of "Buckhorn Brook" when considered in 
connection with the family tradition and a knowledge of the neighborhood is, per- 
haps, sufficient for our purpose. Job's Hill is an extensive wooded elevation of 
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indefinite area and boundary, but some of the before- mentioned farms embraced its 
lower altitudes with their cultivated fields and pastures, while its loftier terraced and 
forest-crowned shoulders threw their shadows across the fertile valleys below. How- 
ever, the mention of the "Head of Buckhorn Brook" leads our retrospective survey 
to a more definite locality. Various titles were applied to this stream, such as 
"Buckhorn Brook," "Buckhorn Spring Brook," "Buckhorn Meadow Brook" and 
"Buckhorn Marsh Brook." The facts in the case are as follows: The head or 
source of the small stream that emanates from the great Spring and is expanded 
by numerous affluent streams as it musically meanders through the valley below, 
was the pure and unfailing fountain from which the Gowdy families were supplied 
with water, and it still supplies the Gowdy family living on the "Twin- Oak Farm" 
with "Nature's wholesome nectar." This remarkable spring with its ceaseless 
uppouring from some subterranean fountain sent down the hillside a considerable 
stream which, before the forest was hewed down, was copiously augmented to a 
sufficient size to afford a hiding-place for the wary speckled trout and was a frequent 
resort for the sportsmen who roamed along its unctuous banks; and is alleged to 
be the same stream that, after "older growth," the Gowdy Ginstill was erected on. 

This spring must have been well known and frequently resorted to by the 
Indians whose tawny images were reflected upon its crystal surface as they stooped 
to drink and whose moccasin- print was indented upon its receptive margin. After 
the coming of the white man the hunter and woodman came here to quench their 
thirst from the rude receptacles formed from the bark of the birch-tree; and after 
the farms had been cleared, the sweating mowers from the sultry fields stretched 
themselves upon its mossy borders and cooled their lips and assuaged their inward 
fever with its reviving waters. 

It is a well known fact that the first objective of the pioneers when prospecting 
for lands upon which to establish their homes was some never-failing spring of pure 
water, and when such had been found, there they laid their hearthstones and hanged 
their cranes; and it has not required any elasticity of the imagination to find 
rising across our mental horizon pictures of the early Gowdys as they assembled 
about the " Buckhorn Spring" to estimate the value of its waters as an indispensable 
adjunct to their settlement. 

As we stood amid the little coterie of representatives of the Gowdy family 
and descendants of the pioneer on that crisp September morning in the valley 
below the site of the old Gowdy homestead and gazed upon the convoluting outline 
of "Job's Hill" uplifted against the clear background of azure sky, and fertile 
fields that thrust their extensive acres far up the sloping sides of the rugged land- 
mark like green aprons of verdure, we pictured the great masses of sombre clouds 
like the mighty black hulls of ships of war hurled against each other in the conflicts 
of the storm with the red lances of the lightning cleaving the billows that were 
rolling before the inverted sea of blue and the downpour of torrential rain descending 
upon the thirsty field; all of this passed in panoramic tumult before the mental 
camera while hurrying field hands were seeking shelter and protection from the 
convulsive display of the aerial elements and beheld from their lowly doors the 
approaching tempest. Such ideals of fancy were readily supplied to fill the rural 
setting comprised within the attractive domain once, and still, possessed by the 
Gowdy family; but the local scenery furnished another evidence of the inscrutable 
dealings of Fate in the absolute obliteration of every object that would point the 
visitor to the exact spot where the foundation of the old Gowdy house had been 
laid. It was the space of many years before the depression in the soil made by 
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the path that led to the great spring was levelled and overgrown by the rehabili- 
tating verdure and since the last echoes of the falling feet of the early dwellers 
in the old house had died away, but to the individual possessed with a love for 
antiquity and a picturesque fancy the events and scenes here enacted nearly two 
centuries ago are reconstructed and the homestead invested with living and mov- 
ing beings. The atmosphere of inquisitiveness and comparative uncertainty that 
pervades the scene makes it fascinating to those whose ancestors have roamed 
over these hills and drank from the pellucid waters of the great Gowdy spring. 

3. Martha Gowdy 2 (1), probably daughter of Simon 1 (1) and Martha (Cox) 
Gowdy, was married in Boston, Mass., March 30, 1719, to Berton Denison, by 
the Rev. John Webb, Presbyterian minister. No other information. 

4. Jane Gowdy 2 (1), supposed daughter of Simon 1 (1) and Martha (Cox) Gowdy, 
was married in Boston, Mass., March 5, 1723, by Rev. Samuel Checkley, Pres- 
byterian minister. No other information.

CHILD OF HIli AND SARAH SWAIN GOWDY. 

1. John Gowdy* (1), a son of Hill 2 (1) and Sarah (Swain) Gowdy, born in Boston, 
Mass., in 1745, was a posthumous child. He had a guardian appointed as was 
proved by the following document: 

41 Know all men by these Presents that I John Gowdy a minor above fourteen 
years, son of Hill Gowdy late of Boston in ye County of Suffolk, and Province of 
Massachusetts Bay, Gardner, dec'd, have named, ordained and made & by these Pres- 
ents do put & constitute Oliver Wiswell of Dorchester in ye county aforesaid Yeoman 
to be my Guardian with full power and authority for me and my name & to, my use 
to ask, demand, sue for Recovery, Receive and take into his possession & Custody all 
and singular such part and portion of Estate as accrues to me in Right of my Honored 
father aforesaid or which by any other way or means whatsoever doth Rightly apper- 
tain or belong to me & to manage, employ and improve ye same for my best advant- 
age and Profit during my minority & to do all and whatsoever may be necessary in 
and about ye Premisses & Effectually to all Intents and Purposes as I myself might 
or could do personally being of full age, Praying that he may be accordingly accepted 
In ye same power and trust, In Testamony whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and Seal this 3d day of August A.D. 1759 & ye thirty-third year of ye Reign of 
our Sovereign Lord King George ye Second over Britain & Co.

The above named minor personally appeared before me and acknowledged this 
Instrument or Letters of Guardianship to be his free act and deed which I allow 
and approve of —

This was probably the John Gowdy who June 29, 1753, was a student in 
the Public School for Writing and Arithmetic under the care and education of 
Samuel Holyoke, Master. 

Protracted search has been fruitless when seeking more information regarding 
this John Gowdy. 

CHILDREN OF JAKES AND MART HT7TCHIN80N GOWDY. 

1. James Gowdy* (2), a son of James 2 (1) and Mary (Hutchinson) Gowdy, 
was probably the oldest son and, as was the custom among the Scotch and Scotch- 
Irish families, was named in honor of his father. As he was married Oct. 10, 1 754, 
and had no doubt reached his majority, he must have been born before 1734, the 
date of his brother Samuel's birth; probably as early as 1732-3. He went west 
with the family, being then a mature man, and lived in Enfield and Somers in 
Connecticut. He married in Somers, Conn., of date as above, Ann Collins, by 
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whom issue born in both Enfield and Somers as the records of their births indicate. 
From what has been disclosed in the public documents the history of this branch 
of the family is little known and the only names and statistics are given below. 
James Gowdy second was the owner of a farm evidently a part of the tract purchased 
by his father on the boundary between Enfield and Somers and under the shadow 
of "Job's Hill." On Jan. 5, 1762, James Gowdy, Sr., conveyed to Samuel Gowdy 
in Enfield "all of my farms situate on Job's Hill near the head of Buckhorn Brook, 
partly on land of James Gowdy Junior and partly on land of Samuel Gowdy.'" 
On May 21, 1769, this James Gowdy deeded land to Joseph Jones. His father's 
estate had been administered on in 1765; and this is documentary proof of the 
identity of this James as his son surviving. He may have disposed of his lands 
and died in some other town. Additional records page 372. 

2. John Gowdy* (2), second son of James 2 (1) and Mary (Hutchinson) Gowdy, 
was baptized by the Presbyterian minister in Boston, Mass., July 20, 1734. This 
boy was killed at the sawmill where his father was employed, May 14, 1744, by 
a log that rolled over him, he being ten years of age. 

3. Samuel Gowdy* (1), third son of James* (1) and Mary (Hutchinson) Gowdy, 
was baptized by the Presbyterian minister of the First Church in Boston, Mass., 
Aug. 18, 1737. His early years were spent in Medford where his father lived, 
but removed with his parents to Enfield, Conn., about 1752. He married in En- 
field, Conn., Oct. 23, 1759, Abiah Pease, born there Aug. 11, 1736, and died 
there March 10, 1818, aged 81 years. The Enfield church records give her death 
as having occurred March 11, 1818, aged 82 years. He died in Enfield or Somers, 
Conn., Nov. 1 7, 181 1, aged 74 years. The church records give his death as occurring 
Nov. 16, 1811. This pair were buried in the West Cemetery, Somers, Conn., 
where their headstones were standing in 1917. This Samuel Gowdy was appointed 
administrator of his father's estate in 1765 as appears by the records found in the 
Library at Hartford, Conn. He seems to have succeeded his father on the home- 
stead farm in Enfield, Conn., and was a farmer by occupation. His name fre- 
quently appears in the Enfield records in connection with the minor municipal 
offices such as surveyor of the highways, fence-viewer, school-committeeman, etc. 
He was a soldier of the Revolution and in the Colonial wars. He served as private 
in the Third Company of the Third Regiment, Connecticut Militia, from March 
9, 1757 to Dec. 1, 1757. He was in the battle of Ticonderoga. In the Muster 
Roll of the Revolutionary soldiers his name appears as private, Captain Parson's 
company, Col. Zebulon Butler, in the Second Regiment Connecticut line, 1777-1781. 
One enlistment was from July 10, 1780 to his discharge Dec. 9, 1780. Also, in the 
first list of "Levies," enlisted in Second Regiment, 1778 and 1780 for short terms. 
His children's births were recorded in the records of Enfield and they were evidently 
all born in that town. Their names were as follows: Samuel, Hill, Robert, Abiah, 
Mettitable, Daniel, Mary, Mehitable 2d, and Levi. For personal notices see for- 
ward to fourth generation. 

4. AlexanderGowdy 3 (l), third son of James 2 (1) and Mary (Hutchinson) Gowdy, 
was baptized in Medfield, Mass., by a Presbyterian minister, Dec. 14, 1741. The 
record of his birth is said to be recorded in Mansfield, Mass., the date being Oct. 
14, 1741. These records seem somewhat mysterious, as his father is not known 
to have resided in Mansfield. He married Abi Collins, daughter of William 
and Ann (Jones) Collins, and her birth was recorded in Enfield as May 21, 1742; 
her baptism the 25th of May, 1742. Mr. Abel Tuttle Barnes, of Sharon, Mass., 
assumes that the wife of Alexander Gowdy was Abi Collins, daughter of William 
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and Ann (Jones) Collins; that her grandparents, Rev. Nathaniel Jr. and Alice 
(Adams) Collins, and her great-grandfather and great-grandmother were Rev. 
Nathaniel and Mary (Whiting) Collins. The record of Somers, Conn., contains 
the dates of births of two children of Alexander Gowdy, and his first wife seems to 
have been named "Melris" and his second wife "Abi." The Editor of this work 
inclines to the belief that this was a misread consequent upon the illegible char- 
acter of the writing. The period between the births of these children was but a 
few days over twenty months. In the records of Somers, Conn., appears the 
following: "Among the soldiers that went from this town in the Expedition to 
Havannah in the year 1763 and who died there or upon their return home 
appears the name of Alexander Gowdy March 2, 1763." The printed records of 
Enfield, Conn., mention Alexander Gowdy as a member of the 1st regiment and 
12th company April 7th to Nov. 16, 1758, in the expedition taking Ticonderoga 
and Crown Point; in 1759 as mustered April 5th in the First Regiment, 9th 
Company, in the expedition engaged in the reduction of Fort Louis, at Oswego, 
N. Y. f and the capture of Montreal; in 1760, April 5th to Nov. 25th in the 
expedition engaged in the reduction of Canada; in 1761, April 10th to Dec. 1st, in 
Maj. Gen. Phinehas Lyman's 1st regiment, 7th company; in 1762, March 15th to 
Dec. 1st, as Sergeant in the Havannah Expedition; and repeats the Somers mili- 
tary record as given above. See Revolutionary Soldiers' records in this work. 
The estate of "Alexander Gowdy, late of Somers, Conn.," was administered, 
March 10. 1764 by William Collins. He had goods in said town and in other 
towns. The names of only two children have been found; these were named 
Alexander and Abi. See forward to fourth generation.

Alexander Gowdy. Sur. File No. 10750. Certificate No. 6014. Issued Feb. 22, 
1833. Act of June 7, 1832. Connecticut Agency. Connecticut service. $40.00 per 
annum from March 4, 1831. Applied for pension Nov. 16, 1832. Age, born in Somers, 
Connecticut, Feb. 3, 1761. Residence at time of application, Enfield, Conn. Residence 
at time of enlistment, Stafford, Conn., where he was apprenticed to Jonathan Burroughs, 
a cloth-dresser. His home Somers, Conn. In 1777 he went out as a substitute for 
Jonathan Burroughs, under Captain Wales of Union, Conn., Lieut. John Prentice of 
Somers, ensign Abner Wood of Stafford. Regiment commanded by Colonel Chapman 
of Tolland, stationed at New London near Fort Trumball, and served three months. 
Immediately acted as a substitute three months for a man named Alden in a company 
commanded by Lieut. Wood and Colonel Jones of Hebron. In 1778, while at Somers, 
Conn., his native town, he enlisted and served three months at New London under 
Captain Felt and Colonel Porter, of Hadley, Mass. In 1780 acted as substitute for 
a man named Wallace of Ellington, and served three months as Guard at the State 
Prison; served one year as private. Lived in Somers many years following the Revolu- 
tionary war. Removed to Russell. Hampton Co., Mass., where he lived until the fall 
of 1832 when he returned to Enfield to live with his daughter, name not given. Zere 
Kibbe of Somers, Conn., testified Nov. 16, 1832, that he served with Alexander Gowdy 
in the Company of Captain Wales. Alexander Gowdy died Sept. 2, 1838, and on May 
18, 1839, his children were paid by the U. S. Treasury balance of money due their 
father on unpaid pension. In 1838 his children were living in Russell and Granville, 
Hampton Co., Mass., and in Enfield and Lebanon, Conn. He lived with his children 
alternately. 

The above pension records should have been printed under the biography of 
Alexander Gowdy, Jr. 4 (2), page 361. 

5. MaryGowdy 8 (l), only daughter of James 2 (1) and Mary (Hutchinson) Gowdy, 
born in Medford, Mass., Dec. 15, 1744; probably married John Ford or John 
Ford, Jr., who lived in the same neighborhood in Enfield, Connecticut, and went 
to New York. No more information. 
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CHILDREN OF JAKES AND ANNE COLLINS GOWDY. 

1. Mary Gowdy 4 (2), eldest daughter of James 8 (2) and Anne (Collins) Gowdy, 
born in Enfield, Conn., June 30, 1755. No other information to record. 

2. William Gowdy 4 (1), eldest son of James 3 (2) and Anne (Collins) Gowdy, 
born in Enfield, Conn., April 18, 1757; married Fanny Ingraham (or Jucjram) 
of Suffield, Conn., who probably died Dec. 17, 1811. He was a farmer in Enfield, 
Conn. The land records of Springfield, Mass., show that Nathaniel Ely, Jr., of 
Longmeadow, Mass., for £60 conveyed to William Gowdy of Enfield, Conn., 
Yeoman, land and buildings in said town, July 12, 1790. Jacob Pratt of Long- 
meadow for $666.67 conveyed June 20, 1796, to William Gowdy of Longmeadow, 
Mass. t land in said town. The first three children in his family were born in 
Enfield, the other three mentioned in the history of Longmeadow, Mass. He died 
in said town Dec. 31, 1811, thirteen days after the death of his wife. For record 
of children see fifth generation. 

3. John Gowdy 4 (4), second son of James 3 (2) and Anne (Collins) Gowdy, born 
in Enfield, Conn., May 10, 1759; possibly the John Gowdy who married Feb. 14, 
1782, Susanna Ward; both of Somers. Here the reader must consider the evidence 
and draw his own conclusions. All that the records are known to disclose con- 
cerning this man will be herewith given. John Gowdy made application for pension 
when residing in Howard, Steuben Co., N. Y. Was born in Hartford County, 
Conn., May 10, 1759. His age was 73 years in 1832 as stated in his application. 
His residence at time of enlistment, Hartford Co., Conn. The date was June 12, 
1776. The periods of service as follows: 

About June 1776, seven months; about June 1777, six months; about Sept. 1778, 
two months, Col. E. Walcott's Regiment, Capt. A. Pease; Col. Ely's Regiment, 
Capt. Wolcott. Drafted, State of Illinois, County Kane. John Gowdy of said 
county, being first sworn, says that he is now a resident of the state of Illinois 
and intends to remain in said state; that he is the identical person who is en- 
rolled on the New York Agency of Revolutionary pensions and wishes to be 
transferred from New York to the Illinois Agency. 

Sept. 1832, John Ford of Vincennes in Oneida County, aged 69, testifies that 
he knew John Gowdy of Steuben county and did know him in the Revolutionary 
war, and he did serve as follows: 6 months under Abial Pease; going to Grafton 
a seven months term under Capt. Robinson; both times he enlisted. One Militia 
term of two months. Knew these facts by living in the same neighborhood, 
when he left home for the army service and when he returned. 

Jane Gowdy testified, — She knew John Gowdy of Howard, Steuben County; 
knew him in the Revolutionary war, and said John Gowdy served as follows: 
two seven months terms and one two months term. Declares she is a sister to 
the said John Gowdy. (Signed) "Jane Gowdy." 

About June 1st, 1776, he enlisted in a company of state troops of Connecticut 
where he served for seven months under Capt. Abial Pease and Col Erastus 
Walcott's Regiment. Marched to New London immediately after enlistment; he 
remained there seven months; kept guard and assisted in building Fort Trumbull; 
was discharged at New London. 

June 1777 enlisted at Somers, Conn., in the state troops commanded by Capt. 
Robinson. Belonged to the regiment commanded by Col. Ely. Marched from 
Somers to Groton, opposite New London. Was stationed at Fort Griswold until 
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1st of September. Marched to Providence. Joined the army under Col. Spencer; 
marched to Westchester Co., N. Y.; remained there 40 days, and his time having 
expired he was discharged. Had no written discharge. While the regiment was 
stationed at Fort Griswold, his father served in the applicant's place as a substitute 
one month. After the war he removed to Somers till 1784; then removed to 
Sandersfield, Mass., and remained there four years; then removed to Howard, 
Steuben Co., N. Y., where he resided when he made his application for pension. 

The compiler of this work has caused extended search to be made for more 
evidence concerning this member of the Connecticut branch of the family and 
application to the Adjutant General's Office in New York and at the Pension 
Office in Washington has revealed nothing additional. Letters of inquiry have 
been forwarded to several localities in Illinois, but there has been discovered no 
connection between this man and the Gowdy families in the Western States. 
Whether he was married or had issue, we have not learned. It will be observed 
that he served under Capt. Abial Pease of Connecticut. This lends another link 
to the chain of evidence, as that was an old Enfield name. Additional matter will 
be found on page 373. 

4. Gowdy 4 (2), third son of James 3 (2) and Anne (Collins) Gowdy, born 

in Somers, Conn., Sept. 22, 1766. No other information to record. 

5. Jeremiah Gowdy 4 (1), fourth son of James 3 (2) and Anne (Collins) Gowdy, 
born in Somers, Conn., May 3, 1774. No other information. 

6. Jabez Gowdy 4 (1), fifth son of James 3 (2) and Anne (Collins) Gowdy, born 
in Somers, Conn., March 3, 1776. No other information. 

CHILDREN OF 8AMXTKL AND ABIAH PEASE OOWDT. 

1. Samuel Gowdy 4 (2), eldest son of Samuel 3 (1) and Abiah (Pease) Gowdy, born 
in Enfield, Conn., June 10, 1760, was married there Jan. 29, 1784, to Alice Gleason. 
He died April 19, 1840. The Muster Rolls and Pension Records show that 
Samuel Gowdy, Jr., enlisted July 10, 1780, as a private in the Second Regiment 
of the Connecticut Line formation of 1777-1781. The Enfield Revolutionary 
army records show that on Feb. 13, 1783, an order was given to pay Samuel 
Gowdy, Jr. for his services in the "short levies'* in the year 1780 in bills of the 
state £11 7s. 4d. Also in hard money for said services £0. 19s. 6d.

Residence at 
date of application, Martinsburg, Lewis Co., N. Y. Residence at date of enlistment 
not given. Enlisted June 15, 1776, and served as private to Oct. 15, 1776, under Capt. 
Abial Pease in Col. Erastus Walcotts Regiment Connecticut Militia. Marched from 
Somers, Hartford Co., to New London, Connecticut. He was drafted in the Regiment 
commanded by Major Ripley, stationed at Bristol, R. I. Discharged in April 1777. 
Enlisted in September. 1777 under Capt. Joseph Booth, Connecticut Militia; marched 
to Fishkill on the Hudson, thence to Red Hook and returned to Fishkill where he was 
discharged in October of the same year Burgoyne was taken. In 1778 or 1779 he went 
out as a substitute for his father (no name given) who had been drafted, and served 
two months under Captain Cone and Col. Levi Welles in Connecticut Militia.

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to New London and was discharged about October 1st the same year. Enlisted about 
July 1780 in the Continental Line under Capt. David Parsons, in Colonel Hoyts 2d 
Connecticut Regiment. Discharged in December, 1780. Joined the army at West 
Point, N. Y.; marched to Tappan, N. J., where Major Andre was hung. Mr. Gowdy 
was ill at the time of his discharge and his brother who was with him took his discharge. 
At this time he was "Samuel Gowdy Junior." Enlisted in July 1781 and served eight 
months under Capt. Samuel Granger in Major Shipman's Battalion of the Connecticut 
State troops stationed at Horseneck and Stamford, Conn. John Ford of Vienna, 69 
years of age Aug. 18. 1832, testified that he served in Colonel Welles' Regiment with 
Gowdy in 1770 and that he was in Colonel Hoyt's Regiment in 1780. 

Soon after his return from the army and his marriage, he moved to Middle field, 
Conn., and from that town with an ox- team he took his family and household 
goods and traveled overland to Marti nsburgh, N. Y., where he arrived in the 
spring of 1802 together with one Martin, and settled where the town of Martins- 
burg now is. He had a family of nine children named as follows: Alice, Samuel, 
Betsey, Abial, Bennett, Calvin, Calvin 2d, Norman and Lucy. 

2. Hill Gowdy 4 (1), second son of Samuel* (1) and Abiah (Pease) Gowdy, 
born in Enfield, Conn., Feb. 13, 1763; married Roxana McGregory, daughter 
of Ebenezer and Penelope McGregory, Dec. 2, 1790; she was born in Enfield, 
Conn, (probably) Aug. 5, 1772, and died in that town Oct. 8, 1840, aged 68 years. 
He died in Enfield Dec. 15, 1837, aged 75 years. His occupation was hat-making 
and farming. Place of residence, Enfield, Conn. Enfield records contain the 
following:

Hill Gowdy whose name is now under notice was in the army of the Revolu- 
tion. He enlisted as a private Aug. 1, 1780, in the Second Regiment of the Con- 
necticut Line, and was discharged Dec. 9, 1780. His wife aged 68 years was of 
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Enfield, Conn., in 1840, being a pensioner of the Revolution. He was a witness 
to the execution of sentence upon Major Andre at West Point, N. Y.

She died Oct. 7, 1840, at Enfield, 
Conn. No reference to a father. Samuel Gowdy, his brother, of Jefferson Co., N. Y., 
in 1832, served with him in 1780. In 1838 Robert Gowdy and wife Content Gowdy of 
Enfield, Conn., testified to his marriage. 

He entered the service of the United States under the following-named officers: In 
Aug. 1779, he was drafted from a company of Militia in Enfield to serve at New London 
and went there immediately, serving three months under Captain Cone. Jonathan 
Wells was his Colonel. Ebenezer Prior, Alexander Prun, and Sorrell Chaffer, persons 
then living in Enfield, served with him in the same company and could testify to his 
service. 

In 1780 he substituted for a man named Holcomb living in Simsbury, Conn. In 
May he proceeded to Peekskill in North River and there entered service in the company 
commanded by Capt. David Parsons. The only field officer he recollected was Major 
Walbridge of Stafford, Conn. He crossed North River and was engaged in foraging 
in New Jersey. Was with the army when Arnold fled to the enemy. Was present 
at the execution of Major Andre. He did not remember the names of the officers, 
except Washington and Steuben. Served six months, the time for which he enlisted, 
and was discharged. Did not recollect having any written discharge papers. Knew 
no person living in this part of the country who served with him. Had a brother, 
Samuel Gowdy, whom he believes to be living in Jefferson Co., N. Y., who served with 
him in the same company. Declared his name was not on any pension roll in any state. 

Jacob Hill, a resident of Longmeadow, Mass., duly sworn, testified that before 
and during the Revolutionary war resided in Enfield, Conn. Was then and still is 
acquainted with Hill Gowdy, a resident of Enfield, Conn., and an applicant for pension. 
In 1780 he saw this Hill Gowdy in the service of the United States with the mam army 
under Gen. Washington at Peekskill, and that he belonged to Gen. Huntington's Brigade 
in which he also served. Did not know the company nor regiment Gowdy belonged 
to nor how long he served; but he served six months and believed Gowdy served the same 
length of time. 

Declaration of Roxana Gowdy. She is the widow of Hill Gowdy late of Enfield 
who was a private soldier in the Revolutionary war for which he received a pension 
under act of Congress of June 7, 1832. Was married to Hill Gowdy in Enfield by Rev. 
Nehemiah Pruden, pastor of the Congregational church of Enfield, Conn., Dec. 2, 
1790, and that her nusband, Hill Gowdy, died Dec. 14, 1837. She still remains his 
widow. Was not married to him prior to his leaving the service, but the marriage 
took place previous to the 1st of Jan. 1790 at the time above stated. 

William Discom testified. In the town of Enfield the record shows the marriage 
entry and evidently in the hand-writing of Eliphalet Terry who was town clerk in 1790, 
the following record: "Hill Gowdy and Roxy McGregory were joined together in 
marriage Dec. 2, 1790." 

The family record subjoined was found with the other papers in the Pension 
Office and, having been supplied by the applicant and authentic, are considered 
worthy of publication.

He and his wife were buried in the West Cemetery of Somers, Conn., where- 
their headstones may be seen, but the dates differ slightly from the records herein 
quoted. There is a record of the administration of the estate of Roxanna Gowdy, 
granted to son Henry Gowdy, of date March 2, 1844, in the Probate Office of 
Hartford Co., Conn. The children were named as follows: Roxana, Clarissa, 
Hill Jr., Clarissa, Abiah, Elam, Lorin, Lorin, Albert, Henry, Delana, Norton, 
Norton and Hill Jr. See forward for personal notices. 

3. Robert Gowdy 4 (1), third son of Samuel 8 (1) andAbiah (Pease) Gowdy, born in 
Enfield, Conn., July 24, 1765; married* Jan. 15, 1788, Content McGregor y, 
daughter of Ebenezer and Penelope McGregory, born as one of triplets in Enfield, 
Conn., March 27, 1770, and died in her native town June 20, 1850, aged 80 years. 
He was a farmer in Enfield and Somers, Conn., where he died June 21, 1845, after 
a long confinement with a paralytic disease. Robert and Content Gowdy were 
buried in the West Cemetery, Somers, Conn., where headstones were standing in 
1918. Robert Gowdy was a man of enormous physical proportions, tipping the 
scales at 380 pounds. He was long confined to his house by dropsy or partial 
paralysis and for his accommodation and convenience there was constructed a 
chair of commensurate capacity, the back and seat of which were woven with 
"splits" or "basket-stuff," so called, and mounted on iron wheels; and in this 
domestic semi-vehicle he moved about propelled by two staffs armed with spurs 
in their ends. He was for many years quite extensively engaged in land specula- 
tion as proven by the Registry of Deeds: sometimes holding titles to several 
farms and valuable timber lands. His original homestead was on the farm where 
the giant white oak casts its cooling shade, since owned by Hon. Myron F. Gowdy, 
in the town of Somers, but he built a stately mansion, now standing, in which 
he spent the summer months (in Enfield and since known as the "Mixter Place") 
but invariably returned to the hearthstone of his old-fashioned farmhouse for the 
winter. He made a will April 4, 1839, presented for probate July 22, 1845, in 
which he mentions his wife but not by name. His children mentioned were, 
Eli Gowdy, Tudor Gowdy, Content, wife of Daniel Grover, Melinda, wife of Gideon 
Gardner, Maria, wife of Harvey C. Abbe, and Sophronia Gowdy. The Executor 
was Eli Gowdy. Witnesses, William Dixon and Jabez Collins. Inventory 
$1450.36. Children of Robert and Content Gowdy, probably all born in Enfield, 
Conn., were named Polly, Content, Melinda, Robert, Jr., Eli, Tudor, Reuben, 

♦McGREGORY. Administration granted to Asaph Terry, Sept. 23, 1814. Order of distribution of 
estate to Ebenezer McGregory, Abel McGregory, Penelope, wife of Asaph Terry. Hannah, wife of 
Alexander Gowdy, Susanna, wife of Simeon Pease, Grace, wife of Samuel Spenrer, Submit, wife of 
Robert Gowdy, and Roxy. wife of Hill Gowdy. all children of John MeGregorj, deceased, who was an 
early settler in Somers, Conn. 

Fbcnezer McGregory and his wife Penelope wore the parents of triplets named Grace, Submit, and 
Content who was the wife of Robert Gowdy and a sister to Roxana, wife of Hill Gowdy. Tradition 
makes this family descended from the Clan MacDonald in the Scottish Highland**, but there is no 
authority given.

4. Abiah Gowdy 4 (1), eldest daughter of Samuel* (1) and Abiah (Pease) Gowdy, 
born in Enfield, Conn., Jan. 8, 1768; was married May 9, 1793, to Eli Bush Jr., 
probably in her native town. No record of children. 

5. Mehitable Gowdy 4 (1), second daughter of Samuel 8 (1) and Abiah (Pease) 
Gowdy, born in Enfield, Conn., June 17, 1770, and died Nov. 19, 1776, aged 6 
years, 5 months and 2 days. 

6. Daniel Gowdy 4 (1), third son of Samuel* (1) and Abiah (Pease) Gowdy, 
born in 1772 as estimated by the town records, where it is stated that his death 
occurred in 1854 aged 82-3 years. He appears to have been married three times; 
first in Enfield, Conn., Jan. 27, 1779 to Polly Pease, daughter of Aaron and Mary 
Pease, who died May 18, 1829. She signed a deed recorded in Springfield, Mass., 
Jan. 3, 1828, with Daniel Gowdy as "Mary Gowdy". He married 2nd, in Enfield, 
Conn., Dec. 22, 1831, ceremony performed by Rev. Francis L. Robbins, Mrs. 
Sarah Olmstead who deceased soon after, and he married 3d, March 26, 1836, 
Asenath Morgan of Somers, Conn. He was recorded " Daniel Gowdy of Somers, 
Conn., Yeoman, Sept. 21, 1801", and of Enfield, Conn., March 18, 1803. Places 
of burial unknown. Children named as follows: Daniel Jr., Polly, Abiah, Almira, 
Louise, and Leonard. See fifth generation for particulars. 

7. Mary Gowdy 4 (3), third daughter of Samuel 8 (1) and Abiah (Pease) Gowdy, 
born in the year 1774; died Nov. 1, 1776. 

8. Mehitable Gowdy 4 (1), fourth daughter of Samuel* (1) and Abiah (Pease) 
Gowdy, born May 7, 1778; was married to Ichabod Randall, descended from 
William Randall who settled in Enfield, Conn., as early as 1689 and was a grantee 
of land there; the date and place of marriage not known. This man and wife 
conveyed by Quit Claim deed April 9, 1814 (sic) consideration $400, a tract of land 
in Somers, Conn., two and one half acres, belonging to the estate of her honored 
father Samuel Gowdy late of Enfield, Conn., to her brothers Robert Gowdy and 
Daniel Gowdy; this deed being signed by Ichabod Randall and Mehitable Randall. 
She died when comparatively young and the following was copied from the slab at 
her grave: 

"In Memory of Mrs. Mehitable wife of Mr. Ichabod Randall who died June 
10, 1814, aged 36 years. 

"All you who read with little care, 
And walk away and leave me here. 
O don't forget that you must die 
And be entombed as well as I." 

The following quaint abstract taken from the Enfield records is proof of the 
residence of this family in the town. 

"Taken up by Ichabod Randall in Enfield this 21st day of Sept. 1811 a white 
Ram with horns, marked with a Crop off the End of each ear & a slit in the under 
side of each ear, which Ram was taken in the sd. Randalls Inclosure in Enfield and 
out of the Inclosure and possession of the owner of sd. Ram & Running at large 
contrary to Law." 

Mehitable Randall witnessed the will of John Pease of Enfield, Conn., Sept. 
29, 1810. Her sister, for whom she was named, the first Mehitable, died in child- 
hood and the inscription on her gravestone reads: "In memory of Mehitable, 
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daughter of Mr. Samuel & Mrs. Abiah Gowdy who died Nov. 19, 1776, aged 6 years 

5 months and 2 davs." 

i. Samuel Randall 5 , evidently named for his grandfather Gowdy, who 
purchased of Robert Gowdy a farm in Enfield known in the early days 
as "The Ramsey place," midway between the mansion on the hill and the 
"Mixter farm," so called, and the old Hill Gowdy homestead now 
styled "Twin Oak Farm," being a part of the Robert Gowdy original 
estate, and the old house in which he lived, remains. Samuel Randall 
was married and had two daughters, but the time and place of his death 
are unknown. 

9. Levi Gowdy 4 (1), believed to have been a son of Samuel* (1) and Abiah 
(Pease) Gowdy, has left his kindred in some obscurity concerning his history, . 
and all the compiler can assume relative to his connections with the others 
will follow. When his daughter Wealthy was on her death-bed her son, Wilber 
Smith, soap manufacturer, of South Hadley, Mass., asked her to what family 
of Gowdy her father belonged and she replied, "To the Wollop family." As 
there appears no other generation where his age would admit his name in 
the Connecticut branch of the family it must be assigned to that of the before- 
mentioned Samuel Gowdy; but as the date of his birth has not been found 
and his age is unknown, his name and biography has been placed at the end 
of the list of Samuel Gowdy's children. It is of interest to learn by the records 
that he was married to Ruth Belknap of East Windsor, Conn., Dec. 2, 1790, 
at the house of and by Rev. Nehemiah Prudden and that his brother (?) Hill 
Gowdy was married at the same time and place and by the same officiating 
minister. The compiler had been informed that this was a runaway match 
and bitterly opposed by her parents; and that after her father's return from 
his vain pursuit, he remarked, " Well, I kept her from the hawks but the owls 
got her." Levi Gowdy was a shoemaker by trade and was not a landowner 
in Windsor, Conn. The Belknaps had no use for him and he probably enter- 
tained similar feelings toward them. He died, presumably in East Windsor, 
Conn., March 21, 1804, and administration of his estate was granted to Ruth 
Gowdy. Chauncy Belknap of East Windsor was appointed guardian for 
Anna Gowdy aged 12 years, daughter of Levi Gowdy deceased, Aug. 31, 1808. 
There were at least three children accredited to him and his wife Ruth 
Belknap, and they will be taken more particular notice of presently. His 
widow was married, secondly, to Samuel King of Enfield, Conn., Nov. 3, 1812, 
and by him had a son named Julius King who was styled "of Windsor Locks, 
Conn., Sawyer." She died in 1858 in Enfield. In the inventory of his estate 
he was credited with a small field of unharvested wheat in Russell, Mass., 
where he may have resided. For record of his children see 5th generation.

He 
attended the district school and academy at Martinsburg, N. Y. Worked with 
his father on the homestead farm in his youth and continued with him afterwards, 
succeeding eventually to the estate. He was acknowledged to be one of the most 
progressive and successful farmers in the county. He was possessed of more than 
ordinary aiblity and many of his younger and less successful neighbors came to 
him for advice. He came to have a large and useful influence in his town and 
community. He was of dignified bearing but of kindly manners and won the res- 
pect and esteem of all who knew him. He was one of the founders of the 
Lewis County Agricultural Association and took a keen interest in politics and 
general public affairs, but declined to accept public office of any kind. During 
the civil war he retired from his farm and made his home in the village of Lowville, 
devoting his time to the management of his real estate and other investments. 
In politics he was an old-time Whig, but after the formation of the Republican 
party he supported its principles and candidates and wielded a large influence 
in its councils. He was a prominent member of the Presbyterian church, gave 
freely of his wealth and contributed to a variety of charitable organizations. He 
was certainly for many years one of the leading men of his county. His wife, 
a daughter of Rowland and Olive Buell, came with her parents to Lewis County 
when but three years of age. She died Jan. 16, 1890, in Lowville, N. Y. He died 
there Sept. 2, 1872. Children: Olive L., Norman D., Henry H. f Martha A. and 
Julia A. 

9. Lucy Gowdy 5 (1), third daughter of Samuel 4 (2) and Alice (Gleason) Gowdy, 
born in Martinsburg, N. Y., April 12, 1806; was married to Matthias Steeling 
and died without issue March 14, 1887. Another record July 29, 1891.

1. Roxana Gowdy 8 (2), eldest daughter of Hill 4 (2) and Roxana (McGregory) 
Gowdy, born in Enfield, Conn., Dec. 6, 1791; was married in that town July 
24, 1823, to Michael Hancock and settled in Springfield, Mass., where she is 
supposed to have died. By this union there was at least one child, viz: 

i. Clarissa E. Hancock 6 , born about 1825; was married Jan. 31, 1854, 
in Springfield, Mass., to Rev. Samuel Osgood, and made her home in 
that city.

Gowdy. She named J. M. B. Stevens of Springfield, Mass., executor. Her hus- 
band gave written consent to the provisions of the will. The executor chosen 
having declined to serve, Henry Gowdy of Enfield, Conn., was assigned to the 
trust of administrator with the will annexed June 6, 1865; and with Sylvester 
Day and Erastus Hayes, both of Springfield, Mass., gave bonds in $3500. Amaziah 
Mayo of Springfield was appointed guardian for Emma V. Gowdy and Corinna 
Gowdy, children of Miranda Gowdy, April 25, 1865. Albert Gowdy and his 
wife and three daughters were buried in the Springfield Cemetery and monuments 
were standing at their graves in 1914. The children in all were named : Albert 
V. f Ameretta A., Melvina M., Miranda M., Emma V., and Cora A. See forward 
for records. 

10. Henry Gowdy 6 (1), sixth son of Hill 4 (2) and Roxana (McGregory) Gowdy, 
born in Enfield, Conn., Feb. 6, 1809; married in said town April 18, 1833, Miss 
Charlotta-Augusta Allen, daughter of Solomon and Martha (Simmons) Allen, 
who was born in East Windsor, Conn., April 7, 1811, and died in Enfield, June 11, 
1895. His occupation was that of a farmer and his residence only a few rods 
from that of the original James Gowdy. This place is called "Twin-Oak Farm" 
in consequence of the two giant white oaks that stand side by side near the house. 
This mansion was erected to accommodate two families, is large, stately and situated 
upon a moderate elevation facing the field and hillside where the pioneer home 
of the ancestor of this branch of the family stood and the never-failing fountain 
where the family once drew their water with the "old oaken bucket" and that 
now supplies the large residence. Surrounding this imposing rural seat there is 
a thrifty grove of large maples and elms that afford abundant shade. The interior 
of the mansion is provided with six fireplaces for the old-fashioned times when 
wood was plentiful and the homes were warmed by roaring flames. The rooms 
are large and nicely finished and some ancient furniture handed down by the 
"Fathers" may here be seen. Old muskets and swords that saw service in the 
Old Militia Days are here preserved along with other family relics of interest. It 
was on this farm and lawn where the Gowdy Family Reunion was held in the 
summer of 1916 when a large number of the family and kindred gathered to renew 
their acquaintance and enjoy the festivities of the occasion. Henry Gowdy was 
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born on this farm and always lived here and here his son Allen Gowdy succeeded 
him. It is now the home of Willard Gowdy, a grandson of Henry Gowdy. Chil- 
dren named as follows: Emily F. t Alvah H., Augusta C, Mary D., and Allen.

The homestead farm of Tudor Gowdy 
reserved for himself and where he continued to reside till his death, was most 
beautifully situated, and he could stand at his door and scan nearly every foot 
of his lands. There was a long lane running through this farm its entire length, 
with fields bordering on each side of it, which made access to all parts convenient. 
This fine old homestead of Tudor Gowdy was half a mile south of the village of 
Somersville, Connecticut.

She was one of six victims of arsenic 
poisoning, the motive for which is obvious when the system by which this insti- 
tution was managed is known. These two old people, Lorin Gowdy and wife, 
paid one thousand dollars to the Home for their care during the remainder of their 
lives, the same as other of the inmates had done. Mr. Gowdy was also poisoned, 
but it did not prove fatal. He is now living in Hartford, Conn. He had by his

He represented the town of East Windsor in the House of 
Representatives for the years 1870 and 1871. He was one of the promoters and 
vice-president of the Connecticut Central Railroad, a line running from Hartford 
to Springfield by Melrose. He built a very fine and stately seat for his home in 
Melrose and had at the time of its burning a valuable library consisting of many 
rare volumes.

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He married 2nd, in Westfield, Mass., April 10, 1894, Mary E. (Clark) FowLER r 
daughter of Edward (or Edwin) and Elizabeth (Ramsdell) Clark, born in Lubec, 
Me., about 1846 and died in Westfield, Mass., April 10, 1896, aged 50 years and 
8 months. Buried in Hartford, Conn. His early years were spent on his father's 
farm and his primary education was such as could be secured in the common country 
schools of those days; but fortunately he was able to supplement this knowledge 
by a course of study at the Academy in Wilbraham, Mass. He took up teaching 
and after general work in that line he was appointed Principal of what now would 
be known as a Graded School, in Thompsonville, Conn., and it was here where 
he first met the lady who became his wife. About 1860, Mr. Gowdy moved to 
Westfield, Mass., the home of his wife, and engaged in business there. Here for 
a time he was a dealer in coal and shipped the first carload of this fuel that ever 
came into the town. He later went into the stove and tinware business in which 
he continued until he retired from active work in 1890. During his residence 
in Westfield, Mr. Gowdy was financially successful and built the business property 
that still bears his name. Here he took a deep interest in the town affairs and was 
frequently called upon to serve on important committees and to give the public 
interests the benefit of his business experience and good judgment. He did not 
covet any political preferment and accepted but one official position, that of Town 
Assessor. He was essentially a home man, being a member of no fraternal societies 
or secret orders. He died Nov. 18, 1899 at Westfield, and the most sincere token 
of esteem in which he was held by his fellow-citizens is the fact that for many 
years suggestions he had made were often referred to as good and wise, and regret 
was frequently expressed that the town had not followed the council he had given it.

They were buried in West 
cemetery where the family lot was selected and in this beautifully quiet resting 
place there is a stately sandstone monument bearing suitable inscriptions; the 
whole surrounded by substantial curbing and is shaded by a wide-spreading old oak. 

From the obituary notices that appeared in the local press about the time of 
his decease and information obtained from the family the following has been com- 
piled: "In the death of Myron Fifield Gowdy the town of Somers loses one of its 
most prominent citizens and its residents one of their highly esteemed friends. 
He was born on the old Captain Ford place and had but recently passed his 74th 
birthday. Educated in the Wesleyan Academy at Wilbraham, Mass., he naturally 
became a teacher in Enfield and Somers and during his whole life cherished an 
intense interest in the schools of his native place. Always considering the welfare 
of the youth in the community he promoted even' movement intended for improv- 
ing the efficiency of the school system and was one of the first men of the state 
to advocate the Normal training of teachers; and he lived to see the local schools 
supplied with such instructors as were thoroughly equipped to fill their positions 
as teachers. 

A lover of the best literature and a wide reader of the current publications, 
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he kept abreast of the times and was well posted in the public political and industrial 
movements of the great world from his early manhood till the close of his life. 

The subjoined list of his public services will comprise many of the particulars 
which will not be entered into in this treatment; however, it may be said that 
few men have been so widely honored with positions of trust involving issues of 
great responsibility as had Mr. Gowdy. He served on the School Board for 
more than thirty years and as the active school visitor for the greater part of that 
period. He was one of the selectmen for three years and chairman of the Board 
for two of these years. He was grand -jury man; was Captain of the first military 
company known as the Somers Light Infantry; was an active member and several 
times president of the Union Agricultural Society. He had filled all of the offices 
in the gift of the town, save as clerk and treasurer. During the civil war he 
served as constable and recruiting officer, and provided substitutes. Always a 
Democrat in his political affiliation, he only missed being sent as Representative 
to the lower branch of the legislature, though not of the dominant party. 

He purchased of his father, Tudor Gowdy, his uncle William Mudge and others 
the place on which he spent the greater part of his life. When he settled on this 
farm the old Gowdy homestead buildings were standing and when these had been 
removed the original small barn was preserved and after being newly sheathed 
was annexed to the larger barn and connecting sheds and tool-houses and still 
remains intact as a relic of the old Gowdy estate. The present large and stately 
mansion erected by Mr. Gowdy in 1866 was composed of the best materials and 
was of the old and substantial framed model, mortised, tenoned and trenailed to- 
gether to resist the assailing storms and rear its lofty chimneys in defiance of the 
tempests that have swept over the town. Without and within this residence 
was finished by the best workmen. The rooms are large and comfortable, and their 
furnishing if not elegant was substantial and beautiful. As might be expected in 
the home of an old teacher, there was a plentiful supply of good books and maga- 
zines, and the atmosphere was restful and purely domestic. These buildings are 
abundantly supplied with water from a never failing boiling spring on the farm, 
and from this limpid fountain the traveler may always be assured of a cooling 
draught. From the door of this modern farmstead, broad, smooth and fertile 
fields radiate in their robes of verdancy or adorned with their acres of golden grain; 
while here and there giant white oaks that were spared when their royal neighbors 
were slain by the invading woodman's axe, spread their extending shade far and 
wide across the sheared acreage to give diversity and add beauty to the landscape. 
One of these ancient oaks still standing near the site of the old Gowdy house has 
immense dimensions and its enormous and corrugated trunk supports a crown 
of foliage seldom seen upon one tree. Beneath its beneficent protection during 
the sultry days of summer the conventional grindstone was placed and there the 
implements used on the farm were sharpened and furbished. 

The new barn erected on this farm was built in the most substantial manner. 
The high beams, hewed by himself from chestnut timber that grew on the farm, 
were 10 x 12 inches square and 44 feet in length. The main posts sawed from solid 
white oak were 18 feet in height. The whole barn was built over a cellar upon a 
solid foundation and annexed to the old barn that had long stood upon the farm. 

Mr. Gowdy held extensive ideas of farming and kept a large herd of the best 
breeds of cows for his dairy department and distributed his butter and milk among 
the first families of Springfield. He also had some noble oxen with which he did 
much of his heavy farm work; and his agricultural activities were on such a large 
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scale that it was necessary to employ several hired hands. He cultivated broad 
fields of the "Indian weed," tobacco, which constitutes an important source of 
income to many farmers in the Connecticut Valley. 

He was systematic and practical in the conception and execution of all his 
plans and business undertakings, making the most of modern improvements as 
applied to farm- work and was, consequently, prosperous in a marked degree. 

His general aspect was thoughtful and serious, but he had a genial and generous 
nature that was manifest in many acts of kindness and benevolence, and when 
he died the influence of his pleasant and forceful personality survived and was 
felt by a wide circle of his neighbors and towns-people who lamented his removal 
from their midst. 

Myron Fifield Gowdy and his wife were buried in the family lot in the West 
cemetery which is nicely curbed and marked by a handsome and stately monument 
of sandstone suitably inscribed and shaded by the wide-spreading branches of 
an adjacent old oak. 

Recognizing the tributaries of blood that have conspired to make the foundation 
of his manly moral character, it may not be improper to say that Mr. Gowdy 
was descended from some of the oldest and most respectable families in Somers, 
Enfield and Windsor, including the surnames of McGregory, Henry, Pease, Osborn, 
Chandler and Eggleston. His wife also, a lady of amiability and great benevolence, 
was descended from the families of Allen, Curtis, Bancroft, Root, Phelps, Stiles, 
and also from the Pease, Osborn and Eggleston families; and is a direct descendant 
from the Indian woman known as Mary Hewitt. She was a real home-maker 
and created an element of restfulness and peace at her fireside and table that was 
royally appreciated by her family and guests. 

Myron F. and Harriet A. Gowdy had a family consisting of four children 
whose names and record will appear with the seventh generation.

He is constitutionally genial, companionable and popular in local 
society and identified with several fraternal organizations in the city of Provi- 
dence and has been a liberal supporter of local charitable enterprises. He 
has done much to build up the local clubs, being past president of the Sunset 
Club and is now president of the Eighth Ward Young Men's Republican Club. 
He was also elected to the Legislature as a representative of the Tenth Provi- 
dence Representative District in 1916-17.

ii. Austin Lucius Bishop 7 , born Sept. 28, 1847; married first, March 26, 
1873, Addie Johnson who died at the birth of their only child. He was 
a Mason in Chicopee, Mass., 1871 or earlier. Reported to have mar- 
ried again. His only son, 

(1) Lucius A. Bishop 8 , b. Jan. 24, 1874, is m. and resides at 57 
Sargent St., Springfield, Mass. Driver American Express. 
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A somewhat intricate problem was solved when additional records and 
genealogical particulars were recently discovered through new correspondence; 
and this important supplementary acquisition of important family history was 
attended with feelings of unusual satisfaction consequent upon the removal of 
the uncertainty that had existed concerning a branch of the Connecticut family. 

The second James Gowdy in this family was known to have settled on farm- 
lands lying on the slopes of "Job's Hill" bordering on the boundary between 
Enfield and Somers in Hartford County, Connecticut, and real estate transac- 
tions found recorded in the Registers of Probate and Deeds show that he was 
a resident there as late as 1769, and the births of his children were recorded 
there as late as 1773 and 1776. 

Soon after the close of the Revolution, in which several members of the 
Gowdy family had served, the rich lands in what is now the State of New York 
were opened for settlement, and such liberal inducements were held out by 
the proprietors that many hundreds of families whose farms had been cleared 
and made productive sold their possessions in what is now Connecticut and 
removed to the new colony. From such evidence as we have discovered, it 
appears that several of the Gowdy families were swept away by this tide of 
emigration and founded new homes in the counties of Orange, Oneida, and 
Oswego, and continued to reside there for many years. 

About the time when the names of the Gowdy families disappear from the 
Connecticut records they are now known to have been among the pioneers 
who had crossed what is the present boundary between the two states and had 
kindled their hearth-fires in New York. 

While considering this subject we must not overlook the historical fact that 
the lands now comprised within the states of New York and Connecticut were 
for many years debatable and after long disputes and litigation the boundaries 
were established by the Courts. 

Here, then, we find the incentives which induced the Gowdy families to sell 
their farms in Enfield and Somers, Connecticut, and remove to the rich alluvial 
lands in New York, where the meadows produced such abundant burdens of native 
grasses that enough could be harvested to feed and fatten large herds of cattle. 

1. James Gowdy 5 (1), a son of James 2 (2) and Mary (Hutchinson) Gowdy, 
born in Medford or Boston, Mass., married Ann Collins, daughter of 
William Collins, and settled first on lands adjoining the farms of his father 
and brother Samuel near the head of Buckhorn Brook, "at a place called Job's 
Hill." Here on the boundary between Enfield and Somers he lived for several 
years and here his children were supposed to have been born. Later, after the 
close of the Revolution, along with neighboring families, he removed to Orange 
or Oneida county in New York. Several of his sons went with him and settled 
in the same state. He and his wife died in the town of Constantia, Oswego 



NOTE. — There was an old trunk owned by John Gowdy the " Revolutioner " that contained many 
family papers, records and a large Bible with the names and vital statistics; but this was unfortunately 
destroyed in the house of bachelor Alanson Gowdy by fire and all of the valuable documents lost. 
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County, N. Y., and were probably buried on their homestead farm without 
monuments. See names of his children in the section of this work titled "The 
Gowdy Family in Connecticut."

OHUJHUEN 07 JAMES AND AHH OQE&XJTS GOWDY. 

1. James Gowdy 4 (3), a son of James 8 (2) and Ann (Collins) Gowdy, born 
in Enfield or Somers, Hartford County, Connecticut, as early as 1753, but his 
name does not appear in the Somers records with the other children and he 
may have been born before the settlement there. He married Deborah 
Luther by whom there were the children mentioned hereafter. See forward. 
These parents lived and died in the State of New York, but particulars concern- 
ing their history are wanting. He died at Delta, N. Y., in 1842. Deborah 
Gowdy died at Delta, N. Y., Feb. 25, 1846. Both buried in Rome, N. Y. 

2. John Gowdy 4 (2), a son of James* (2) and Ann (Collins) Gowdy, born in 
Enfield, Conn., May 10, 1759; married Susanna Ward of Somers, Conn., Feb. 
14, 1782. He enlisted in the Revolutionary army when sixteen years of age, 
in 1776. When returning from the army he called at a wayside farmhouse 
and asked for something to eat. The family had just dined, but there were 
the remains of a sparerib on the table and they invited him to sit down and 
help himself. When he had sufficed he asked a boy standing near how much 
he must pay for his dinner, and calling to his mother who had gone to another 
room, he asked, "Marm, how much was it worth to pick these bones" ? and 
she answered, "About a shilling". Then the boy fished a shilling from his 
pocket and passed it to John Gowdy. When an old man he was wont to tell 
of this adventure and would laugh heartily because he got his dinner for nothing 
and "a shilling to-boot". 

His wife Susanna, the mother of his children, died, and he married second, a 
widow Graves, whose maiden name is believed to have been Coffin. She was for 
some years disabled by paralysis. 

When he was eighty years of age his children saw him acting strangely in 
the yard and wondered what he could be doing. Presently he came in with 
a long stick in his hand and said he had been trying to see how far he could 
jump on his birthday; and on measuring the stick said he could jump more 
than four feet. 

He was a very religious man and a Baptist of the " hard-shelled" stamp. 
He was very strict about his observance of the Sabbath and spent the day in 
his room reading his Bible, Bunyan's Holy War and the singing of sacred songs. 
Burrell Adams tells the following: At one time he went to the Gowdy home on 
Sunday, hoping to see Sally who soon after became his wife. The family had 
all gone to " Meeting" with the exception of Alanson, Frank and "Granddad", 
who was in his room as usual attending to his devotions. The boys were full 
of mischief, and, to bother the old man, they began pouring gunshot from one 
flask to another, making it rattle as much as possible. Soon the singing ceased 
and the shot-flasks were hidden. Grandpa came out and looked about the 
room, but seeing nothing unusual went back without making any remark. 

NOTE. — While but little is now known concerning the family from which Susanna Ward, first wife 
of John Gowdy, was descended, her name has been perpetuated in the Gowdy family by Alanson Ward 
Gowdy, Herbert Ward Gowdy and Herbert Ward Gowdy Jr. The Ward family early settled in New 
England, has been of good repute and many descendants have been distinguished in the learned professions 
and the world of letters; among theBe Rev. Henry Ward Beecher and Julia Ward Howe. It would have been 
of interest if there was time to investigate this line of the Ward genealogy and learn what the antecedents 
of Susanna were in character and prestige. 
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Then the rattling of the shot began with the same result. The old man came 
out again, and seeing nothing wrong looked at the clock and wondered how long 
it would be before Elam and Lucy would be at home. Hardly had he returned 
to his room before his ears were saluted with the same discordant noise. Out 
he came, and pointing an accusing finger at the strange young man, said, 
"Who are you?" "My name is Burrell Adams." "What are you here for?" 
14 1 came to talk with the boys a little while." "Well, you would better be 
at home where you belong." Just then the family returned and relieved the 
situation. 

Old John was very active when far advanced in life and was very fond of 
fishing in Dyke's Creek, which at the time abounded with trout, and kept his 
son Elam's family well supplied with the speckled beauties. 

He served several terms in as many detachments during the Revolution. 
(See his pension record in the section of this work titled "The Gowdy Family 
in Connecticut"). After the close of the war he settled in Sandisfield, Mass., 
where he resided for several years, but later removed to Howard, Steuben 
Co., N. Y., where he continued till the year 1852, when he emigrated to Batavia, 
Kane Co., 111., where he died at the age of 96 years. For the names of his 
children see forward to fifth generation. 

3. Jabez Gowdy 4 (1), youngest son of James* (2) and Ann (Collins) Gowdy, 
born in Connecticut (probably) March 2, 1776; married in Rome, N. Y. f 
April 27, 1800, Esther Seldon, who was born there Oct. 19, 1778, and died 
in Mansfield, N. Y. f Jan. 5, 1854. He died April 6, 1840, aged 64 years. He 
went to New York State with his parents when a child and became a miller by 
occupation. There were five children as follows:

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CHILDREN OF JAMES AND DEBORAH LUTHER GOWDY. 

1. William C. Gowdy 5 (1), eldest son of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) 
Gowdy, born in Constantia, Oswego Co., N. Y.; died when 18 years of age. 

NOTE. — Dr. Augustus 8. Gowdy of Henderson, Iowa, who seems to be well-informed in the family 
history of this branch, says he understands that James, Levi L., Jonathan, Stephen and Jabez were unclea 
of his father, as ho remembers to have heard his father speak of them as "Uncle Jonathan", "Uncle 
Stephen" and "Uncle Jabez." The town records of Somers, Conn., show that a son was born to James 
and Ann (Collins) Gowdy whose name did not appear, and this may have been Jonathan or Stephen Gowdy. 
There may have been children born to these parent* after their removal to the State of New York. James 
Gowdy of Albany, N. Y., now rising 80 and a son of Levi L. Gowdy, does not remember any suoh uncles. 
The family record gives the year 1804 as the date of Jonathan Gowdy's birth; if this date is correct he could 
not have been a son of James and Ann (Collins) Gowdy. His descendants claim that he was a son of 
a John Gowdy. The records of the families of Jonathan Gowdy and Stephen Gowdy will follow these 
of the Connecticut branches. 
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2. James Gowdy 6 (3), second son of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) Gowdy, 
born about 1796, died at the age of 90 years. He was married and had three 
sons and a daughter. He was born and raised in Walden, Orange Co., N. Y. 
His wife died many years before his death and he went to live with his sister, 
Mrs. Collins Seymore, at Delta, N. Y. His sons' names were William, 
Eliphalet, James and George. 

3. Levi Luther Gowdy 6 (1), third son of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) 
Gowdy, born in Constantia (another says he was born in Pompey, N. Y.), in 
1802; married first, Margaret McComb; and 2nd, her half-sister, Elizabeth 
Henerette. When a boy about 13 years of age he was employed in a woolen 
mill at Oriskina, Oneida County, N. Y., probably the first factory of this kind 
in the state. When a young man he came to Walden and was employed in 
the woolen mills on Water Street. Here he exhibited great energy and enter- 
prise in his work, and showed a practical knowledge of the business; this 
attracted the attention of the proprietors of the mills, and as they did not under- 
stand all of the factors connected with the manufacturing business they offered 
Mr. Gowdy a third interest in the firm if he would accept the position of super- 
intendent. Having at this time no financial means he hesitated about taking 
the position, but after consulting his wife who advised the acceptance of the 
offer he became a member of the company and continued such till his death 
in the summer of 1870. He was a man of public spirit and took a general 
interest in all that pertained to the good of the village and the welfare of the 
population. 

He was an enthusiastic Odd Fellow and frequently advised young men to 
become members of Freeman's Lodge, I. O. O. F., not for any financial benefit 
but for the influence of character building; and this Lodge is largely indebted 
to his exertions for its success, and it is doubtful if it would have continued 
its existence without his efficient aid. 

Levi L. Gowdy also took great interest in the Fire Department and he 
purchased a second-hand fire engine in central New York for the company 
then organized. He was a man of few words, and when he spoke it was always 
to the point. He was more of a thinker than talker. He enjoyed congenial 
company, but cared little for the frivolous side of life. He was charitable 
and contributed liberally to the support of the church of which he was a vestry- 
man for many years, and to all meritorious objects. 

During all the years of his connection with the woolen manufacturing 
business there were no strikes and the mills were never closed. Showing his 
interest in the working people it may be stated that for a number of years 
succeeding the panic of 1857 and preceding the civil war the sale of goods was 
slow. The firm were then manufacturing woolen cloths and satinet goods. 
Their stock continued to increase until all of the available space for storage was 
used. They had reached the limit of their borrowing capacity with the New- 
burgh Banks and one of the partners advised closing the mills. Mr. Gowdy 
said, " No, we must keep our men at work." The bank at Poughkeepsie granted 
them a loan and the mills were kept running. The war soon broke out and 
prices of all kinds of goods rapidly advanced; they sold all of their accumulated 
stock and all they could manufacture at an advanced price, making Mr. Gowdy 
a wealthy man. But he was never a seeker after wealth for the sake of hoarding; 
it was an incident in his career and he continued the same plain, practical man 
during all the days of his life. He lived respected and was sincerely lamented 
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when he died. For the names and record of his children see forward to sixth 
generation. 

4. Collins Gowdy* (1), fourth son of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) Gowdy, 
born in Constantia, Oneida Co., N. Y., May 8, 1805; married Betsey Nichols 
Cook, a daughter of Samuel and Sarah Cook of Constantia, N. Y., who was 
born March 14, 1808, and died at the family residence in Kansas, August, 1879. 
Collins Gowdy moved to Waukegan, III., from Constantia, N. Y., in 1848; 
to Lawrence, Kan., in 1878, and died Feb. 19, 1898, aged 87 years, nine months 
and eleven days. He received an academic education, but was more thoroughly 
informed than the average college graduate. He was never afraid to say No. 
A polished gentleman and held in the highest esteem by all who were so fort- 
unate as to know him. To write down all of the virtues and accomplishments 
of this excellent and versatile man would outdo Hamlet's description of his 
father. He was engaged in various business pursuits and gave much to charity. 
He had dramatic gifts of a Curran; the vocabulary of a Choate; the earnestness 
of a Demosthenes; and as an after-dinner speaker would have excelled Chauncy 
M. Depew in his palmiest days. This eulogy from a son who loved and admired 
him. He died Feb. 19, 1893, at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Jennie B. 
Simons, in Lawrence, Kan. They were buried side by side in the public 
cemetery at Lawrence. 

5. Sally Gowdy 6 (1), a daughter of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) Gowdy, 
born in Constantia, Oneida Co., N. Y., in 1788; was married to Collins Sey- 
more, a farmer in the town of Western, Oneida Co., N. Y., who was a soldier 
in the war of 1812 and for whose services she drew a pension during her widow- 
hood. He was born in 1781 and died July 14, 1861. She continued to reside 
on the old homestead with her son Joseph until her death Sept. 22, 1884, at 
the great age of 96 years. They were buried in the old Delta cemetery, but 
their remains were removed with the entire cemetery (635 graves) on account 
of the building of the Delta Dam which flooded 3,072 acres, 1911, and is now 
called the Delta Lake. The new cemetery is on the north shore of the lake 
in a very attractive location furnished by the State of New York. The old 
Seymore homestead is now submerged and lost to view. She had eight chil- 
dren all born in Western, N. Y. Their names follow. 

I. James Seymore 6 , born in 1807; committed suicide by hanging 
March 7, 1885. He was a farmer living in the place next adjoining 
his father's home on the cast which is now submerged under Delta 
Lake. His wife was Lovina Hurlburt. Both were buried in the 
"Wright Settlement" in the town of Rome, N. Y. No issue. 

ii. Joseph Seymore 6 , born in 1809; married Irene Hinkley who left 
him and went west. He was a farmer and died on the old Seymore 
homestead, Oct. 21, 1886. There were three children, Clark, Har- 
rison and Carrie. 

in. Caroline Seymore 6 , born in 1811; was married to David White. 
She died Jan. 1, 1837, and was buried in the original Delta cemetery. 
No children. 

iv. Alice Seymore 6 , born in 1814; was married to Shubael Smith; 

died July 1, 1873, and was buried in the Old Delta cemetery, 
v. Angeline C. Seymore 6 , born in 1816; was married to William W. 
Heaton who, after her death Nov. 23, 1838, went west and became 
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a prominent lawyer and a Circuit Court judge in Indiana. No issue. 
She was buried in the Old Delta cemetery, 
vi. Levi Seymore 6 , born 1818? went west and his subsequent history 
is not known. He may have been married and left descendants. 
vii. Harvey Seymore 6 , born in 1820? of whom we have no other state- 
ment. 

viii. Jackson Seymore 6 , born in 1828; married Mallory and 

resided in Walden, N. Y., where he left a widow and a son at his 
death, Jan. 26, 1891. This son may still be living in Walden. 

6. Ann Gowdy* (1), second daughter of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) 
Gowdy, born in Constantia, Oswego Co., N. Y.; was married to Sereno 
Clark in said town and had four children, Melvin B., Lucien, Eliza A., and 
Deborah. Her daughter, Eliza Ann Clark, was married Aug. 11, 1840, to 
James Haynes at Cleveland, N. Y., and resided mostly in Constantia, N. Y. 
She had eight children. Her daughter, Annie Eliza Haynes, born Jan. 24, 1853, 
was married to Dudley D. N. Marvin, Dec. 19, 1872; he was born May 17, 
1840. Residence, Baldwinville, N. Y. and Albany, N. Y. Farmer and in the 
State Department Public Works. Served as quartermaster sergeant with rank 
of first lieutenant in civil war. Member Masonic Order. Both members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. He died at Rome, N. Y., Aug. 22, 1914. She 
died at Albany, N. Y., in May, 1913. Both buried in Baldwinville, N. Y. 
These had four children, Mabel Marvin, Grace Marvin, Anna Marvin, and 
Florence Marvin. 

Ann Gowdy evidently had other children, as a son, James Gowdy Clark, 
died somewhere in Minnesota, leaving a son of the same name. Another son, 
Lucian Clark, died in California. The foregoing is all that has been found 
concerning the Clark family. 

7. Lucy Gowdy 5 (1), fourth daughter of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) 

Gowdy, born in Constantia, Oswego Co., N. Y.; was married to Waite 

and lived in Madison Co., N. Y. 

8. Jane Gowdy 6 (2), fourth daughter of James 4 (2) and Deborah (Luther) 
Gowdy, was married to Smith and lived in Oneida Co., N. Y. 

CHILCREH OF JOHN AND SUSANNA WARS GOWDY. 

1. Elam Gowdy 8 (1), eldest son of John 4 (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, born 
in Sandisfield, Mass., Oct. 20, 1778; married Nov. 5, 1815, Lucy Stroud, who 
was born in Bennington, Vt., Aug. 19, 1798. He was a farmer in Canisteo and 
Wellsville, N. Y., until 1852, when with his father and others of the family 
he removed to Batavia, Kane County, Illinois. He subsequently went to Union 
Pier, Mich., where he died Dec. 27, 1870. Elam Gowdy was a strict Baptist 
and a leader in forming the Baptist church at Wellsville, N. Y. He was also 
one of the early deacons there. He was an admirer of the great London 
preacher, Charles Spurgeon, and had several volumes of his published sermons 
in his house. When he was an old man living with his son Frank at Union 
Pier, Mich., a young fellow came there to preach in the chapel. After the 
sermon, Deacon Elam shook hands with the upstart and said: "That was a 
splendid sermon you gave us." "Thank you, I am very glad if you liked it." 
"Yes, I liked it very much and think it was one of Spurgeon's best. I was 
reading it just before I came to church. You repeated it very well." Exit 
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the plagiarist. Elam Gowdy was a fine old gentleman. His wife died at 
Union Pier, Mich., March 21, 1875. There were eight children in this family, 
viz: Phebe A., John F., Alanson W., Nelson E., Polly L., Sally M., Franklin 
J., and William A. See sixth generation. 

Eliphalet Gowdy 6 (l), second son of John 4 (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, 
born (probably) in Sandisfield, Mass., Sept. 20, 1782; married July 3, 1809 
in Smithfield, N. Y., Hepsibah Maria Coger, who was born Feb. 18, 1783 
and died Dec. 8, 1877. Eliphalet Gowdy died Oct. 29, 1822. He was a farmer 
by occupation. He had issue five children whose names and records will 
presently appear. 

3. William Gowdy 6 (2), third son of John 4 (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, 
born in Sandisfield, Mass. No additional information. 

4. Elibius Gowdy 6 (1), fourth son of John 4 (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, 
born in Sandisfield, Mass. 

5. Polly Gowdy 6 (1), a daughter of John 4 (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, 
was married to a Mr. Gifford and had sons William Gifford and Alexander 
Gifford. 

6. Asenath Gowdy 6 (1), a daughter of John 4 (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, 
was married to a Mr. Miller and had issue.

Gowdy, born April 19, 1834; married Mary J. Bathroyd, Oct. 1, 1856, and 
died June 16, 1911. His wife died Oct. 17, 1880, in Kansas City, Mo. 

3. Henry Gowdy 6 (2), third son of Levi 6 (1) and Margaret (McComb) Gowdy, 
born Sept. 30, 1836, and died of wounds received in the battle of Chancellors-

John Gowdy (2), the soldier of the Revolution, was married the second time 
to a woman named Coffin or Graves; probably maiden-named Coffin and mar- 
ried first to a Mr. Graves. Certain jokes and puns upon these names are 
remembered by the Gowdy families. 

This John Gowdy was of medium stature and a compact and well developed 
frame. He was remarkably muscular and agile when advanced in life and was 
accustomed to some singular physical experiments when an aged man. His 
face was broad and his features of the rugged mould so typical of the Scotch- 
Irish race. His complexion was medium and his eyes blue-gray. 

While living in New York he drove twice a year to Howard for his pension 
and after removing to Illinois had his certificate transferred to that state. 
When, after moving from Howard to Allegany County, N. Y., to find a home 
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with his son Elam, he was given a room in the house by himself in which there 
was an enormous old-fashioned fireplace, and with wood from trees he felled 
and prepared with his own hands he kept the hearth-fires burning. In fact 
his death was caused by a fall when bringing wood to the house and thefracture 
of his hip; and who knows but if this accident had not occurred he might be 
still living and vieing with Methuselah for the "Cup", queries a great-grand- 
daughter facetiously. 

As stated elsewhere he was an ardent Baptist, having departed from the 
Covenanting Presbyterian faith so tenaciously held by his ancestors for cen- 
turies, and was a prominent member of the church of his choice. 



Elam Gowdy (1), a son of the Revolutionary soldier, was born in Connecticut 
and carried to New York when a child. Prompted by the same spirit of pa- 
triotism that animated his father in his allegiance to the colonies he enlisted 
in the war of 1812 and was always a loyal and progressive citizen. He removed 
from New York to Illinois and thence to Michigan, where he spent his last 
days with his son Franklin. Throughout his active life he was a farmer and 
like many of his family lived by the fruits of the soil and by dealing in the 
abundant timber that was produced in the great forests on his lands. He was 
an " Old-time Whig" and staunch member of the Baptist church in which he was 
long an office-bearer. Lucy Stroud his wife was a daughter of John Stroud 
and of English lineage; a family that became prominent and influential in 
New England. John Stroud had five sons, two of them members of the Ver- 
mont legislature; and one of these had a son, Stewart Stroud, who was Canal 
Commissioner for New York. A brother of Mrs. Gowdy, Charles Stroud, 
was a contractor and spent years on the construction of the Erie Canal. Mrs. 
Gowdy died at the home of her son Franklin. 



Franklin Gowdy (1), a son of Elam and Lucy (Stroud) Gowdy, is now de- 
voting his time to the development of summer homes and general farming and 
fruit growing at Union Pier, Berrien Co., Mich. A representative of the old 
Scotch-Irish stock early established in New England, he was about four years of 
age when his parents moved from Oneida to Allegany Co., N. Y., where he was 
reared on the farm till his majority. He then removed with his family and 
kindred to Kane Co., 111., where he continued to live from 1852 till 1856, when 
he returned to New York and was married to Mary Ann Millard, daughter 
of William and Polly (Ripenbark) Millard, natives of New Jersey and New 
York respectively. He and his bride returned to Kane Co., 111., by team, 
being about seventeen days on the road; and this was their wedding tour. 
He sold his farm in Kane County and removed to Henry County, where he 
purchased another agricultural estate, but in 1862 moved to Berrien Co., Mich., 
where he became interested in land and lumber speculation; building piers on 
the lake and operating mills. When the timber was exhausted and the mills 
closed the land became of great value as fruit soil and its beautiful location 
on the shores of Lake Michigan makes it popular for summer residences as 
well. 

Franklin Gowdy is an earnest Republican who cast his first presidential 
vote for John C. Fremont in 1856. As a promoter of interests in Berrien 
County he has done much for its substantial improvement and progress and is

now one of the successful business men in that part of the state. He has pros- 
pered in his material ventures and has acquired a handsome competency — 
the merited reward of good judgment and industry. 

Herbert Ward Gowdy (1), a son of Franklin and Mary A. Millard, has 
received the nomination for representative for his district and before this book 
has been completed may have acquired the title of Honorable. He is a scientific 
farmer and fruit-grower and has recently registered subject to the next draft 
for overseas service in the World War. 



Joseph C, Gowdy (1), fifth son of Collins (1) and Betsey (Cook) Gowdy, 
born in Constantia, Oswego Co., N. Y., June 20, 1848; married in January, 
1869, Clara J. Phillips and settled in Minneapolis, Minn. He was a com- 
mercial traveller and many years in the insurance business. He died suddenly 
at his hotel in Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 29, 1901, and was buried in Minneapolis. 
He had five children, and two sons died in childhood. Augustus died at the 
age of about 40 years. The daughters were named Clara and Wina. 

Eruna Gowdy (1), a son of John (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, born, 
probably, in Sandisfield, Mass. 

Elibius Gowdy (1), a son of John (2) and Susanna (Ward) Gowdy, born in 
Sandisfield, Mass., was married and had no less than five children, as follows:

Eliphalet Ward Gowdy, son of Eruna Gowdy, who was a son of John 
Gowdy the Revolutionary soldier, was a resident of Batavia, N. Y. For some 
reasons unknown he changed his name to "Godey" and it so appears on his 
tombstone in Elmwood cemetery in Batavia, N. Y. He was born Dec. 21, 1819, 
and died Oct. 13, 1890. His wife, Fanny E. Godey, was born Oct. 18, 1822 
and died April 5, 1890. This family lived on a farm about three miles west of 
Batavia at a place called " Bushville". The following names of members of this 
family appear in the same cemetery: 

Marion E. Godey, born Sept. 1, 1844; died June 4, 1890. 
Maynard A. Godey, born in 1844, died in 1912. 
Harriet Stuffln Godey, died July 1, 1918, aged 74 years.

Jonathan Gowdy 1 , said to have been a son of John Gowdy 1 , was born 
about the year 1804 in Delaware. He married Susanna Davis who was born 
in 1806. He was a millwright by trade. He died in Baltimore, Md.,in April, 
1857. His wife died February 21, 1889, from being over-heated and exhaus- 
tion. There seems to have been some misunderstanding concerning his place 
of nativity and the family connections. There has been a tradition that he 
was a member of the New York branch of the Connecticut family, and Dr. 
AugustusS. Gowdy says he remembers having heard his father call him "Uncle 
Jonathan." He was a brother of Stephen Gowdy whose name and record will 
appear. The descendants of this man have manifested but little interest in 
the family history, and though often requested, have failed to supply the neces- 
sary information for a satisfactory account of the ancestors; consequently the 
following meagre record is all that is possible to present. Children's names 
follow. 

1. George Gibson Gowdy* (1), eldest son of Jonathan 1 (1) and Susanna (Davis)

Stephen Gowdy" is said to have been a son of John Gowdy and brother of 
Jonathan Gowdy whose family record has been given in the preceding pages. 
Tradition says this man was a member of the New York branch of the family 
in Connecticut. Dr. Augustus S. Gowdy of Henderson, Iowa, who is well- 
informed in the family history in New York, says he has heard his late father, 
Collins Gowdy, speak of Jonathan Gowdy and Stephen Gowdy as his uncles. 
This tradition is strengthened by the prevailing Christian names in the families 
and by local association. A Stephen Gowdey died in the city of Newburg, 
N. Y., in 1886 and left a widow, Sarah E. Gowdey and two children, Eugene K. 
Gowdey and Ada L. Gowdey ; and Sarah died in the same place in 1895, leaving 
two children. From the spelling of the surname I believe these were of another 
family; that of Sanford S. Gowdey. Several families descended from this 
Stephen Gowdy now reside in Baltimore, but though often applied to for 
particulars they have not replied to the letters forwarded and the following 
is all that can be submitted tothefamily-at-large. Children of Stephen Gowdy 
were named as follows: 

1. John Gowdy 1 (I), a son of Stephen 1 (1), lived and died a bachelor in 
Baltimore. 

2. Stephen Gowdy* (2), a son of Stephen 1 (1), was killed at Frankfort, Ky., 
in the civil war. He was not married. Buried in Baltimore, Md. 

3. George W. Gowdy* (1), a son of Stephen 1 (1), was married and resides in 
Baltimore, Md. He has one child only, Norris Gowdy, living in said city. 

4. Louis F. Gowdy* (1), a son of Stephen 1 (1), was married and lived in Balti- 
more. He had two children; Notley Gowdy, who lives in Baltimore, Md., and 
has five children; and Nona Gowdy, who has been twice married and lives 
in the West without issue. 

5. Mary Gowdy* (1), a daughter of Stephen 1 (1), lived and died single in 
Baltimore, Md. 

6. Annie Gowdy* (1), a daughter of Stephen 1 (1), lived a spinster till about 
40 years of age; then she was married to a Mr. Frederick. Both dead. 

7. Elizabeth Gowdy* (1), a daughter of Stephen' (1), was married to Mr. 
Ganther and still resides in Baltimore, Md, She has six children. 

8. Elraa Gowdy* (1), a daughter of Stephen 1 (1), is still living in Baltimore, 
Md., a single woman. 

9. William Gowdy* (1), a son of Stephen" (1), born in Wilmington, Del., 
Aug. 25, 1837 ; married in Marcus Hook, Penn., April 27, 1871, Emily Augusta 
Price, who was born May 25, 1848.

Amos Goudy 1 (1), supposed to have been the son of George Goudy of Marble- 
head, Mass., was born as early as 1705. He married first, in York, Mass., Feb. 
17, 1728, Miriam Card, daughter of Thomas and Mary (Winchester) Card, the 
ceremony being performed by the Rev. Isaac Lyman. She was born in York 
Sept. 14, 1706. By this union there were no children. The time of the death of 
this wife has not been found. Amos Goudy remained single for many years, but 
married second, Mercy Booker, daughter of John and Esther (Adams) Booker, 
who was born in York, Mass., Sept. 21, 1721, the ceremony being performed by 
the Rev. Samuel Moody. By this union there were six children whose names 
will appear hereafter. See forward to second generation. 

It will be seen that this Amos Goudy was one of the earliest-born of the New 
England emigrants bearing the name. There seems but little doubt of his being 
a descendant of the Marblehead branch of the Goudy family. He was a resident 
of York as early as the year 1722, and his name appears on the Muster Roll at 
that date as a sentinel in His Majesty's service during a term of thirty-six weeks. 
The name of Amos Goudy appears again on the Muster Roll of Capt. Jeremiah 
Moulton of York, from Jan. 28, 1725 to Nov. 21, 1725, he being then a member 
of the Train Band. The documents in the archives at the State House in Boston 
show that the Committee on the Rolls reported that the name of Amos Goudy 
was borne thereon illegally, contrary to a vote of the House, he being a resident 
of York County. But the military records confirm the tradition that Amos Goudy 
was a soldier in the French and Indian wars. 

On Sept. 6, 1727, Amos Goudy, "Fisherman", in company with Hugh Holman 
both of York, purchased of Joseph Bane and his wife Joanna Frethee, a tract of 
land consisting of thirty acres formerly owned by John Frethee, father of the said 
Joanna. As this land became the homestead of Amos Goudy and his first wife 
in what is now Maine it was of interest to learn something of its location and 
environments. These bounds were as follows: "South-westerly by York River; 
north-westerly by land of Joseph Sayward; south-easterly by land of Andrew 
Brown sold to Diamond Sargent whereon he now lives; north-westerly by the 
road, or way, that leads from the said Joseph Saywards upper dwelling house 
to York River; this third part to be taken on the South-east side of said lot, one 
third part of the breadth thereof through the whole as the same is staked off, to- 
gether with a small orchard thereon one half part to Amos Goudy and the 

other half part to Hugh Holman. However, soon after this transaction, Holman 
sold his half of the tract to Amos Goudy for fifty pounds, thus constituting his 
farm of thirty acres as will afterwards appear. This was not, however, all of 
the land owned by Amos Goudy in the town of York. The records show that 
those who had become permanent settlers there were granted "shares" from the 
Common Lands belonging to the precinct, and at sundry times the subject of 
this notice was awarded certain tracts as "Additions" to that previously possessed. 

Here, then, we find Amos Goudy settled on his farm bordering on the bank 
of York River. It will be seen that he pui chased this land, already made pro- 
ductive and bearing an orchard, about six years before his second marriage, and

during the intermediate period he was probably erecting his buildings and preparing 
for housekeeping. Here he installed his household plenishing, here his crane was 
hung and here his children were born. He was both farmer and fisherman. On 
the bank of the river there was a small wharf where he launched his boats and on 
the elevation overlooking the glimmering waters he established his fish-flakes 
where he cured his cod and pollock for winter use. 

The Court Records of York County, Maine, show that Amos Goudy exhibited 
in no uncertain measure the fighting qualities in defending his claims and rights 
by litigation so conspicuous in the whole Goudy race. There are recorded seven 
cases that were called in Court and the plaintiff, in every one of them, received 
a verdict. These actions were to recover for tresspass and debt. It appears that 
while Amos Goudy was living a single life and much away from his home on fish- 
ing voyages, some of his townsmen assumed the prerogative to encroach upon his 
domain and reap the benefits to be obtained from his farm. Returning from these 
excursions he discovered his loss and instituted legal proceedings to secure from 
the offending parties reimbursement. The first case in court was of date 1736 and 
against Aquilla Hains of York, and as neither plaintiff or the defendant appeared 
the action was dismissed. In April, 1749, Amos Goudy of York, "Coaster", 
sued Alexander Junkins of said town for debt, and although the defendant was 
"Solemnly called into Court" he did not appear and was defaulted. The record 
reads: "It is therefore considered by the Court that the said Amos Goudy shall 
recover against the said Alexander Junkins the sum of ten pounds Money Debt 
and Damage of the last Emission and the sum of four pounds three shillings for 
cost of suit". Execution issued Nov. 1, 1749. 

The next case was of April, 1753, when Amos Goudy, "Mariner", sued several 
residents of York for trespass; among them were three persons in the Bane family. 
This case was tried before a jury and a verdict was rendered the plaintiff for one 
hundred and thirteen pounds six shillings and eight pence damage, and seven pounds 
two shillings and one penny, for cost of suit. In another case tried before a jury 
in April 1758. Amos Goudy was awarded the sum of twenty-five pounds, ten 
shillings and three pence, besides three pounds, eleven shillings four pence as 
costs of Court. In another action the same year, Amos Goudy, "Mariner", 
recovered twenty-nine pounds eleven shillings money damage and one pound four- 
teen shillings eight pence cost of suit. Execution issued Sept. 12, 1758. The same 
year Amos Goudy, "Mariner", received judgment in his favor for the sum of 
eighteen pounds seven shillings sixpence lawful money damage and one pound 
fourteen shillings eight pence cost of court. The last time he appeared in court 
was not long before he removed to Harrington, Me. In April, 1760, he com- 
menced action against John Nelson of Portsmouth, but residing in Boston, for 
debt. This case went by default and Amos Goudy was awarded one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds eleven shillings sixpence, money debt with interest, and two 
pounds five shillings ten pence cost of court. 

Amos Goudy continued his residence in York until about 1760 when for reasons 
unknown he with several families from the same town removed to Harrington, 
now Bristol, Lincoln County, in Maine. Here he purchased land of Isaac Dupee 

NOTE — Amos Main owned land and a dwelling house adjoining 1 that of Amos Goudy in the town of 
York, Me., which he sold April 19, 1733. His wife was Elizabeth Main, It may be seen that the family 
of Main, sometime Mains, was settled in Marblehead, Mass., and that the wife of Philip Goudy there 
was Sarah Main, daughter of John and Sarah Main, born Jan. 26, 1746. I suppose the Main family 
removed to York and there may have been some kinship between Amos Goudy and this Amos Main 
living side by side on York river. 
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of Boston, being styled "of Damariscotta". This tract comprised eighty acres 
bordering on the Damariscotta River and opposite Pleasant Cove, the considera- 
tion being forty pounds. Upon this land he built a small log house into which he 
moved his family and household goods, the transportation being by fishing sloop 
around the coast and up the Damariscotta River. Here he also built a barn 
and kept a stock of cattle. Upon a small stream flowing into the river, Amos 
Goudy established a grist-mill which proved to be an important adjunct of the 
new settlement. Family tradition made this a sawmill, but the Inventory of his 
estate shows that it was a mill for the grinding of corn and grain. In this document 
there is no mention of a sawmill. The inhabitants of a new township could live 
in comparative comfort for a time without boarded houses, but must have their 
harvest of grain ground for bread immediately after settlement. 

This purchase was not all of the land Amos Goudy owned in the town of Har- 
rington. The settlement of his estate proves that he owned other territorial 
properties there "by possession". Nor had he sold all of his land in York at the 
time of his removal as will appear afterwards. The history of Bristol makes him 
one of the pioneers of the township and says he was quite extensively engaged in 
the fishing business around the coast. As he still retained some of his land in 
York, we may fancy him sailing around the shores to look after his interests there 
and greeting some of his old neighbors. 

Amos Goudy did not long survive his improvements around his new home at 
the "Eastward", for he was drowned in the millpond about the year 1764. The 
circumstances connected with this fatality are not definitely known, but tradition 
assumes that the accident occurred while building a gundalo, or large flatboat, 
below his mill. His widow, Mercy Goudy, was appointed Administratrix on his 
estate in 1765, and the Inventory taken that year shows that his real and personal 
property was valued at four hundred and twenty pounds, three shillings and four 
pence. In her statement connected with the inventory Mercy Goudy mentions 
the real estate of her late husband in the town of York; and the County records 
show that his homestead farm and lands granted by the town from the Common 
lands, were conveyed June 27, 1767, by Amos Goudey (son of the first Amos) and 
James Carlisle (son-in-law of the first Amos) to Edward Emerson, it being "The 
whole of the Real Estate of the late Amos Goudy, deceased, situated in York, 
viz: his Homestead where he formerly lived containing about thirty acres". It 
appears that he had sold the lands granted by the town about the time of his removal 
to the Eastward. The registry of deeds at Alfred shows that Amos Goudy con- 
veyed, Oct. 18, 1762, to Jonathan Say ward, two shares of Lot No. 2, in the Second 
Division of the "Common" land in York and two shares of the First Division of 
Lot No. 4, in the "Outer Common of York". 

While living in the town of York Amos Goudy was assessed under the old 
parish system for the support of the Orthodox church there and the records show 
that he paid into the parish fund from 1753 to 1759, annually, from five to eleven 
shillings. His removal to Harrington may have been caused by his dissatisfaction 
with the forms of worship in York. From several intimations it appears that the 
whole family to which he belonged were ardent Presbyterians and about the time 
of his migration to the Eastward many families of the Scotch-Irish, his country- 
men, settled in the same town and they voted to accept the Presbyterian faith 
and adopt the Presbyterian forms of worship. 

From the inventory of his estate, it would appear that Amos Goudy was con- 
sidered well-to-do for his times. He was the owner of extensive tracts of valuable 
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land and had a good stock of cattle, sheep and swine, along with suitable farming 
tools. He was also equipped with a variety of mechanic's implements, and what 
seems singular, with six guns. But it was something of a surprise to find his dwelling 
house valued at but one pound and four shillings while his barn was prized at 
thirteen pounds six shillings and nine pence; but this house was evidently 
built of logs and intended only for a temporary shelter for himself and family 
till a more commodious and pretentious residence could be erected. Indeed it 
may have been a speculative venture in Harrington. His holding of his homestead 
in York after his removal to the East may have been with the intention, or pos- 
sibility, of returning to that town. Alas! "The best laid schemes o' mice and men 
gang aft aglee". But perhaps he built better than he knew; for he left his children 
and posterity a valuable heritage of noble farms and adjunctive properties. 

Here in the beautiful valley of the Damariscotta, the pioneer of the Goudy 
family with enterprising spirit and undaunted courage began to hew down the 
forest and alternate his industry between the husbandry of the sea and shore; 
his ears saluted by the resounding echoes of the axe and the rattling of the row- 
locks. He was buried on his own land in the town of Bristol near the bank of the 
Damariscotta river and close by his home, but the inundation of the water threat- 
ened to disturb his place of rest and his remains were removed to higher ground 
near the crest of the hill now in the pasture of the James Carlisle farm owned 
by Frederick Thomson whose wife was a member of the Goudy family, and his 
requiem has been chanted by the passing waters for more than one hundred and 
fifty years. The extensive lands he had owned were inherited by his children and 
passed to his grandchildren from whom his descendants received them unimpaired 
and still find their homes on them. Stately and imposing modern residences have 
supplanted the old-fashioned houses, with beautifully laid out fields and gardens. 
The elevated table-lands overlooking the shining waters of the Damariscotta 
river upon which the Goudy family seats were erected, command a wide and pleas- 
ing prospect that stretches away almost as far as the range of vision and is diversified 
with charming specimens of landscape from the valley to the encircling horizon; 
and these broad and fertile farms constitute one of the most valuable and attractive 
sections of the town of Bristol to-day. A recent visitor to this locality has de- 
scribed what he saw in the following language: 

"Standing upon the summit of the hill where the old Carlisle house is seated 
and overlooking the broad undulating valley and the glimmering waters of the 
Damariscotta river and the Goudy millpond, the environing landscape and 
waterscape that reaches to the far-away horizon is most entrancing to the beholder. 
The extensive and fertile farms that overlay the hills were cleared from the original 
territory acquired by the ancestors of the family and have been made productive 
and attractive by his descendants with commendable pride and good taste. The 
scenery that opens to the view of the visitor cannot be excelled anywhere in the 
state. The almost interminable fields and pastures are bordered by old wide- 
spreading shade trees that seem to have been spared by the early residents from 
the "forest primeval", and in the ripening Autumn their brilliant foliage presents 
all of the tinctures and metals of herald armor. The interspersed variety of scenery 
so harmonious in its inter-relation forms a natural tapestry of patterns equal to 
the products of an oriental loom. Almost at the beholder's feet the broad expanse 
of the navigable river invites attention to its crescent, foliage-bordered bays and 
sheltering coves, and its projecting promontories; and around the shores, like a 
string of clustering pearls, a protecting barrier of stones that are daily washed 
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by the incoming tides, shine in the sunlight. Scattered along the tree-shaded 
highways tidy and cosy farm houses stand amid trim lawns and ornamental shrub- 
bery and flowers, while almost in the center of the nature-picture is located the site 
of the first grist mill built in the township, which was projected by the pioneer of 
the Goudy family. Descending the hill to the spot where the old mills were seated 
the rustic "Goudy Bridge" is seen. This old stone, arched bridge spans the stream 
upon which the mills were built, and just below it the observer can see the founda- 
tion stones where the wheels were placed. Here great bowlders and ledges exhibit 
iron stanchions standing in holes drilled for them that held the mill-timbers in 
place; and some of these old sills and bed-timbers have stood there to challenge 
the storms for more than a century and to-day are fissured and weather-worn 
by reason of age and exposure. Such memorials are silent reminders of the enter- 
prise and activity of the olden days when the township was new. Here, beneath 
the waters of the stream when the tides are out may be seen some of the bed-timbers 
and wheel-seats of the mills whose rumbling stones when grinding the yellow corn 
resounded through the surrounding forest and sent a thousand voices chattering 
over the hills. Parts of the mud-sills and some overbeams of the flumes remain 
and contain the great holes by which they were trenailed to their supports. Below 
the bridge there was excavated the site of the mill-brow when the sawmill was 
built for the landing of timber brought directly from the forest, while above the 
bridge lies the broad and sleepy millpond where the rafts of logs were herded till 
wanted. The old gristmill spanned the stream and was founded upon the natural 
ledge on one side and single stones on the other. The sills of the mill-slip over 
which the logs were drawn to the mil Idee k remain in their place evidently as sound 
as when laid down." 

By an indenture of 1788 found in the County records we learn that Aaron Blaney 
was in possession of the waterpower and gristmill at that time. Amos Goudy and 
John Goudy, sons of the original proprietor, had then but recently built a sawmill 
below the old gristmill and leased half of the power to drive the same. The consider- 
ation was that the Goudy s were to draw their share of the water through a flume 
or penstock, under the gristmill "where the east wheel is, near the little mill". 
They were to allow Blaney one quarter of the sawmill and one quarter of the logs 
sawed there; also one half of the slabs from these logs. The repairs and supplies 
for the sawmill, such as files and blacksmith's work, were to be furnished mutually 
according to the shares owned by each. 

The "Little Mill" mentioned in the indenture is supposed to have been the 
original gristmill built by the pioneer Amos Goudy. This primitive establish- 
ment was driven by the tides, both by the ebb and flow, and was equipped with 
two wheels. The flow of the tides rushing up the Damariscotta river acted upon 
an "undershot wheel" and drove the mill-stones; while the out-going tides 
flowing through a flume upon an "overshot wheel" turned the same machinery. 
Here the tides, says Samuel Clark, an old native of Bristol but now of Modesta, 
California, who is well posted in the history of the town and its old families, rises 
about nine and a half feet, thus constituting this a valuable waterpower. The 
privilege was later acquired by Alden Paul who owned and operated a sawmill 
and gristmill there for many years till about 1879. He also owned a field and several 
acres of pasture land adjoining that formerly belonging to the James Carlisle 
farm and on which the original Goudy house is said *o have stood. The old mills 
have all been removed since the property was acquired by an Ice Company and the 
shell of the sawmill now forms part of a stable a short distance from its original 
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seat. While the old buildings have been dismantled and the machinery was long 
ago silenced there are still many relics of the structures remaining to mark the spot 
and enhance the attractiveness of the locality which is resorted to by many curious 
visitors who have a taste for antiquity. 

After this disgression to consider the local scenery surrounding the old Goudy 
settlement, we must return to the more immediate family history. Much research 
amongst the town and county records for the purpose of discovering something 
more concerning the history of Mercy Goudy, the widow of Amos Goudy, has resulted 
in finding what has surprised some of her descendants. From these records it 
appears that she was twice married after the death of her first husband; first to 
Paul Tomlinson, secondly to John Catland. The following was found at the County 
House in Wiscasset: "Mercy Goudy of Bristol, widow of Amos Goudy late of 
Bristol, Mariner, and the heirs of his estate (whose names were subscribed to the 
document) for the consideration of $360 paid by James Carlisle, Fisherman, con- 
veyed a tract of land in said town, bounded as follows: Running East 275 rods 
to a pine, marked on four sides; thence North 22 degrees East 25 rods, 22 degrees 
East 25 rods to a beech, marked on four sides; thence West North-west to Damar- 
iscotta River and Southerly by the shore of said river to the first mentioned bounds. 
And I, the said Mercy Catland, as also subscribers, heirs to the estate of the said 
Amos Goudy deceased, for ourselves etc." This document was of date Nov. 
10, 1798. It was signed by Mercy Catland, Amos Goudy, John Goudy, Samuel 
Clark, Mary Clark, Joseph Carlisle, William Trask, Miriam Trask, Miriam Baker 
and Mary Gove. 

From other records we learn that Mercy Goudy, widow of Amos Goudy, for 
several years lived with the family of James Carlisle who had married her daughter 
and namesake, and the house in which they domiciled was styled that of Mercy 
Goudy. She had now formed a new alliance and sold her share of the estate 
to her son-in-law. Where she found a home after this sale is unknown, but she 
was interred in the old Harrington graveyard near the old church, and the inscrip- 
tion on her monument carries the name of " Mercy Goudy, widow of Amos Goudy". 

A local object on the old Goudy estate worthy of especial mention is an ancient 
and deformed oak evidently left as a landmark and point of the boundary, standing 
near the shore of the Goudy Millpond, upon the crest of which an enormous white- 
headed eagle has established his throne and maintained his dominion for many 
years; a solitary sentinel annually stationed here, where, for several hours of the day, 
he gazes at the sun and arranges his plumage. It is not known by those who reside 
in the neighborhood and are familiar with the appearance and habits of this majes- 
tic bird that he has ever had a mate; there was however an eagle's nest in the vicin- 
ity of his lofty seat. Whether this is the original eagle, or his descendant and 
representative heir and successor, none can tell. For many years this noble 
specimen of the species has returned every season and his form has been outlined 
against the horizon every day in the week, where he sits in regal robes and stately 
dignity upon his arboreal watch-tower, but when the intrusive spectator approaches 
too near he ceases the arrangement of his toilet, spreads his mighty pinions and 
soars away over the deep forest and disappears from view. The object of the 
annual visit of this eagle to this lonely spot and station none can tell. Dr. Jacob 
W. P. Goudy of Bristol who was born within sight of the habitat of this kingly 
bird and was familiar with his movements says he has often seen him swoop down 
upon the fish-hawk that had risen from his plunge in the Damariscotta river and 
rob him of his fare; then return to his seat and feast on his stolen banquet with 
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as much nonchalance and apparent pleasure as if he was dining on a fish of his 
own catching. Certainly the presence of this noble specimen of the king of birds 
is impressive and thought-inspiring, and he has become a permanent fixture in the 
neighborhood that attracts the attention of all who make an annual pilgrimage 
to the locality.

On Dec. 28, 1770, Amos Goudy sold land in Bristol, "it being formerly the possession 
of Mr. Amos Goudy of Bristol now deceased, the consideration being nine pounds 
four shillings", to Paul Twambly of Boothbay, Me. 

Land in Bristol sold Nov. 15, 1780; deed made Dec. 29, 1780; Recorded Sept. 26 
1781 ? conveyed by Amos and Sarah Goudy and Lemuel and Elizabeth Doe to one 
Patrick McGuyer, bounded as follows: Beginning at a stake standing in a spring at 
the head of a little Creek on the easterly side of Goudy's mill pond, thence running 
south sixty degs, east six poles to a small spruce tree marked four sides thence running 
north thirty-two degrees east thirteen poles to a stake marked four sides thence east 
south east one hundred thirteen to a spruce tree marked four sides thence running north 
north-east six poles, thence east south-east one hundred nineteen poles (to a tree) 
marked four sides, thence running northerly and westerly by an old brush or hedge 
fence marked trees to the brook leading into said Goudy's mill pond and so running 
down by said brook and the easterly shore of said mill pond to the first bounds men- 
tioned, containing about 100 acres more or less. 

I^and in Bristol sold by Amos Goudy and Sarah Goudy to John Foster 1782-4 bounded 
as follows: Bounded noith by the Barr of carrying place on Rutherfords Island, from 
thence to extend to the southward and taking in the whole width of the Island until 
it cometh to the said John Foster's line, and is bounded easterly on Pemaquid Bay 
and westerly on Christian Cove, containing about 60 acres more or less. 

Land in Biistol sold by Amos Goudy March 26, 1789, to Hugh Paul, bounded as 
follows: beginning at a wnitepine tree marked on four sides being the easterly corner 
bounds at Patrick MeGuyer's land, thence running north fifty-three degrees east to 
the road leading from Pemaquid Walpole, so-called, thence by said road northerly 
one hundred rods to a stake on the west side of said road, thence running sixty-five 
degrees west forty-one roas to the road leading from said Walpole road to my house 
and southerly by said road to the said McGuyer's north line, thence south-east by said 
line to the first bounds mentioned, containing about 40 acres, more or less.

CHILDREN OF AMOS AND MERCY BOOKER GOWDY. 

1. Miriam Goudy 2 (1), eldest daughter of Amos 1 (1) and Mercy (Booker) Goudy, 
was born in York, Mass., Aug. 12, 1741, and was named in honor of her father's 
first wife, Miriam Card, as an evidence of respectful remembrance of one who 
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was beloved. She was married in York by Rev. Isaac Lyman, Oct. 7, 1760, 
to Joseph Carlisle of an old respectable family from Scotland. From what 
has been discovered in the records of Lincoln county, Maine, it appears that the 
Carlisle family removed from York to the Eastward at the same time when the 
Goudy family settled there, and established a home in Boothbay known as " Carl- 
isle's Point", being on the bank of the Damariscotta River and not distant from 
the Goudy lands on the oposite shores. The historian of Boothbay has published 
the name "Josephus Carlisle", which was an error. He also assumed that this 
family came East from Kittery, but the name has not been found in the records 
of that old town. This family and that of Paul Twambly, relatives by marriage, 
were associated in Boothbay, and on July 20th, 1774, Joseph Carlisle paid the 
latter $20 for 50 acres of land in that town. Carlisle had procured of the agent 
of the Kennebec Proprietors a tract of land in what was known as "The Great 
Pond Settlement" styled "Lot Number 28" comprising 75 acres as designated 
on the plan of survey, and having paid Thomas Tindale, treasurer of the New 
Plymouth Colony, fifty-five dollars and interest, received a title to the same. 
This lot of land was subsequently known as "Carlisle's Point", as before mentioned, 
and became the permanent residence of the family of that name. On Dec. 25th, 
1780, Joseph Carlisle, "Gentleman", sold land in Boothbay to Benjamin McFarland 
for $1000. He made his will March 1, 1781, which was probated June 5, 1781, 
and in which he styled himself of "Great Pond Plantation". To Joseph Carlisle, 
his eldest son, he gave the whole of his homestead on the Damariscotta River 
so as to take in six acres and one half out of the whole tract, most convenient to 
the homestead, with all the buildings and appurtenances thereto belonging. In 
this testament he mentioned a son James Carlisle, a minor and unmarried, and 
daughters Abigail, Miriam, and Mary, all of whom were unmarried at that date. 
From this will it appears that Miriam Goudy, his first wife, had deceased and he 
had married a second wife named Elizabeth. Joseph Carlisle, Sr., died between 
March 1, 1781 and June 5, 1781. Children as follows: — 

i. Joseph Carlisle Jr., 8 eldest son of the preceding and his wife Miriam 
Goudy, born in York, Mass., in 1761, was married three times. His 
first wife to whom he was married Jan. 21, 1782, was Elizabeth Merry; 
she died, and on Sept. 8, 1788, he married Phebe Alley who died Nov. 
5, 1820. His third wife was Sarah Wyley who died Oct. 7, 1840. 
He died Oct. 15, 1843. His family consisted of nine children as follows:- 

(1) Joseph Carlisle 3d 4 , born Aug. 26, 1782; married Sarah 
Holmes and settled in Edgecomb, Me. 

(2) John Carlisle 4 , born April 25, 1789; married Susan Alley 
and settled in Dresden, Me. 

(3) Amos Carlisle 4 , born Jan. 2, 1791; married Anna Bryer. 

(4) Miriam Carlisle 4 , born Nov. 6, 1792; was married to Henry 
Reed. 

(5) William Carlisle 4 , born Nov. 6, 1797. 

(6) Martha Carlisle 4 , born May 17, 1801; died single in 1819. 

(7) Phebe Carlisle 4 , born Sept. 10, 1804; was married to Na- 
thaniel Dunton of Concord, N. H. 

(8) Elizabeth Carlisle 4 , born Dec. 26, 1808, was married to her 
cousin, Isaac Carlisle, son of James and Betty (Goudy) 
Carlisle of Bristol, Me., and lived on the hill where his father 
was a farmer, and overlooking the Goudy millpond, and now 
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owned by Fred Thompson whose wife was a daughter of Capt. 
James H. Goudy and born on the adjoining homestead. Her 
death record has not been found. Her daughter, Mary E. Car- 
lisle, died July 10, 1846, aged 11 years and 27 days. After the 
death of this first wife Isaac Carlisle married Abigail W. Black- 
ledge, and after his death, Nov. 19, 1857, aged 52 years, she was 
married as second wife to Gore Bugbee who was a cousin of 
Isaac Carlisle. She had one daughter by this second marriage, 
named Josie Bugbee, who became the wife of Sewall Hutchins 
of Bristol, Me. 
(9) Mary Carlisle 4 , born Aug. 26, 1810; was the wife of Gborgb 
Rowb of Boston and died Dec. 22, 1846. 
ii. Jambs Carlisle 9 , son of Joseph and Miriam (Goudy) Carlisle, born 
1771, was a minor in 1781 when his father made his will. He married 
Betty Goudy, daughter of Amos and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, and settled 
on a part of the original Goudy lands where Mr. Fred Thompson now 
lives, overlooking the old Goudy Mill site. He died July 21, 1836, 
aged 65 years, 6 months and 5 days. The records of Lincoln county 
show several land transactions in which this man was involved. On 
March 1, 1781, James Carlisle, "Fisherman", of Bristol, Me., for the sum 
of $250 paid him by his brother Joseph Carlisle of Boothbay, ' 'Yeoman", 
sold a tract of land on Carlisle's Point, so-called, consisting of 66 acres 
willed to him by his deceased father, Joseph Carlisle. On Nov. 22, 
1796, James Carlisle paid to Amos Goudy $250 for one half of the 
"Gristmill " known as Goudy's Mill, situated in Bristol on the eastern side 
of the Damariscotta river, and half of the appurtenances "as she now 
stands", with half of the privileges of the Mill stream. This conveyance 
was signed in the presence of Miriam Goudy and of Thomas Boyd. 
In 1798 he was living in the house of Mercy Goudy, the widow of Amos 
Goudy the pioneer, on the old farm. See sketch of his wife for names 
of children and other particulars, 
in. Miriam Carlisle 1 , daughter of Joseph and Miriam (Goudy) Carlisle, 

was married to Solomon Baker of Edgecomb, Me. 
rv. Sarah Carlisle 1 , daughter of Joseph and Miriam (Goudy) Carlisle, was 

married to William Trask of Edgecomb, Me. 
v. Eunice Carlisle 3 , daughter of Joseph and Miriam (Goudy) Carlisle, 
was married to Enoch Trask of Edgecomb, Me. 

2. Mercy Goudy* (1), second daughter of Amos 1 (1) and Mercy (Booker) Goudy, 
born in York, Mass., Feb. 20, 1743; was married in Pownellbo rough, in the district 
of Maine, March 23, 1765, to Paul Twambly, and settled in Harrington, now 
Bristol, in the same district, where they lived several years, but finally moved 
over the Damariscotta River to the town of Boothbay. On Jan. 5, 1776, Paul 
Twambly conveyed to John Borland, of Boothbay, a trract, situated on Pleasant 
Cove, and comprising 82 acres, for £200, and the deed was witnessed by Amos 
Goudy; it having been signed by Paul Twambly and "Marsey" Twambly. But 
previously, on July 26, 1774, Paul Twambly of Boothbay sold to Joseph Carlisle 
of said town 50 acres of land there for £20. Paul Twambly served during the war 
of the Revolution, being a private in the company of Capt. Henry Hunter in the 
regiment of Colonel Jones on an alarm in defence of a ship loading with masts 
at Sheepscott River; the roll was dated at Newcastle, Sept. 15, 1777. In 1773

he was voted £5 for " being at the Truble of collecting the whole of the town and 
county rates". The records of Boothbay show that Paul Twambly was elected 
one of the selectmen of that town March 22, 1768; and that he was Constable in 
1771. Tradition assumes that "Aunt Twambly" became demented when advanced 
in life and leaving her house wandered away and was lost in a swamp where she was 
found dead. Whether this pair had any children we know not. The records show 
that on Oct. 31, 1805, Betsey Twambly and Peleg Lincoln were manied in Bristol 
and it seems likely from the name "Betsey*', and the date, that she was a daughter 
of Paul and Mercy Twambly. On Aug. 6, 1808, a John Twambly and Eunice 
Jackson, were married in Bristol. This may have been a son. The correspondence 
of names makes a record in the retui ns of the First Census of interest in this connec- 
tion. There it is stated that Mercy Twambly was in Berwicktown in 1790 with 
seven children. She was evidently a widow. Was this Mercy Goudy who was 
the wife of Paul Twambly? 

3. Amos Goudy* (2), eldest son of Amos 1 (1) and Mercy (Booker) Goudy, born 
in York, Mass., Oct. 8, 1744; mairied March 23, 1766, Sarah Clark of Harring- 
ton, who was a sister of the father of John Clark who married Mary Goudy. He 
settled on his father's homestead and was a man of prominence in his town and the 
county of Lincoln. He was a soldier of the Revolution, serving as 2nd Lieutenant 
in the third company from Lincoln county and a regiment of the Massachusetts 
militia, his commission dated May 23, 1780. He was one of the Committee of 
Correspondence, Inspection and Safety, in 1776, 1779 and 1781. He was sheriff 
of Lincoln county, Me., in 1781 (probably before), and was the first one to execute 
the sentence of the law for capital punishment in that shire. The following was 
abstracted from the History of Bristol, Bremen and Pemaquid by John Johnson, 
LL.D.: "The sheriff of the county at this time whose duty it was to execute the 
sentence of death upon O'Neal was Amos Goudy Esq., who was born in Bristol, 
October, 1744, and died June 22, 1824. He was a man of much intelligence and 
firmness and according to tradition creditably performed the painful duty of 
conducting the first execution in Lincoln county. His wife was Sarah Clark, born 
in 1745 and died in 1834". This statement, like many others in the same work, 
has its errors. Amos Goudy was not born in Bristol, but in York. 

The name of this Amos Goudy appears often in the town and county records 
in connection with his official duties and the conveyance of real-estate. He sold 
to Paul Twambly of Boothbay, Me., Dec. 28, 1770, land in Bristol, "it being 
formerly the possession of the late Amos Goudy of Bristol, deceased", the consid- 
eration being nine pounds and four shillings. On Nov. 15, 1780, Amos Goudy 
and Sarah Goudy his wife, and Lemuel Doe and Elizabeth his wife, all of Bristol, 
conveyed to Patrick McGuyer, about 100 acres of land in Bristol, Me., near 
"Goudy 's Mill Pond". On April 21, 1785, Amos Goudy of Bristol, conveyed 
by Quitclaim deed "land in Bristol bordering on the mill stream". On March 
26, 1789, he conveyed 40 acres to Hugh Paul of that town. On Oct. 26, 1789. 
Amos Goudy sold to Marias Howe of Bristol, one half of the Mill privilege known 
as " Goudy's Mill " for $330. On May 14, 1793, he sold for £200 land in Newcastle 
and Edgecomb. There are other minor transactions in lands, but of no importance 
in this connection. 

The returns of the first United States Census, shows that in 1790 Amos Goudy 
was living in Waldoborough with his family, but how long they were resident in 
that town is not known. He was a large man of brawny, portly build and absolutely 
fearless. He was candid when under composure but a dangerous man to impose upon. 
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He was, however, mastered on one occasion. Some time during the war of 1812-14 
a band of "Tories" who hated him for his services in the Colonial army during the 
Revolution, went to his house and helped themselves freely to beef, potatoes and 
pork, found stored in his cellar for winter use; then compelled him to yoke his 
oxen and cart the stolen goods to Clark's Cove, where they loaded all on board 
a small vessel and sailed away down the Damariscotta river without payment 
or any expression of gratitude. 

At one time when New England rum was sold in almost every grocery store 
and nearly everybody drank intoxicating liquors, Amos Goudy imbibed too much 
of the "cup that cheers" and when riding home was thrown from his horse and 
suffered the fracture of his hip; an accident from which he never fully recovered 
and which rendered him a cripple the remainder of his life, necessitating the use 
of a cane. This lesson is said to have made him a total abstainer from ardent 
spirits ever afterwards. In his Bible he recorded some of his impressions and 
sufferings while confined to his house and left a warning to others to avoid such 
experience as he had passed through. 

This Amos Goudy erected a set of farm buildings farther back from the river 
than those built by his father, and upon a small elevation where the foundation 
was seen by descendants still living. This was probably the house that was burned 
down before the two houses now standing upon the hill were built. There is some 
obscurity as to where this old residence stood, but it was a wide, broad-gabled 
building with a large chimney in the centre. The date of the conflagration cannot 
now be ascertained, but the town records show that in 1796 this Amos Goudy 
owned a house valued at $4500 and two hundred acres of land valued at $1000. 
After the destruction of this house, and more than one hundred years ago, the 
two mansions now standing near together on the hill were built. He died in 
Bristol, Me., June 22, 1824, aged 79 years and 8 months. His wife, Mrs. Sarah 
Goudy, died in February, 1834, aged 89 years. They were buried in the old 
Harrington grave-yard and inscribed monuments stand at their graves. It was 
arranged when the estate was settled that the son Amos Goudy should pay the 
funeral expenses and purchase the gravestones for his father, while John Goudy, 
the other son, should bear the like expenses for the mother; and this agreement 
was strictly carried out. The family records of births and deaths are in the old 
Bible formerly owned by Sheriff Goudy and now in the possession of Burton E. 
Goudy who lives on the homestead in Bristol, Me. From this sacred volume the 
names and births of the children of this Amos Goudy were copied. There were 
ten children in this family, of whom with the 3d generation. Their names were 
Esther, Mercy, Sally, Nancy, Polly, Miriam, Betty, Amos, and John. 

4. John Goudy 2 (1), second son of Amos 1 (1) and Mercy (Booker) Goudy, born 
in York, Mass., Oct. 9, 1749, was baptised in York Feb. 8, 1749, and went to 
Harrington, now Bristol, Me., with his parents when a lad. His name appears 
on the town and county records with frequency concerning land transactions. 
He inherited a part of the parental estate when settled by the administration of 
his mother, but soon disposed of the same. On June 18, 1799, John Goudy of 
Bristol, in the county of Lincoln, conveyed fifty and one acres of land, consideration 
being $800, beginning at a stake on the Eastern side of the Damariscotta river 
at the head of Goudy's Mill Cove, so-called, being the South-west corner of James 
Carlisle's lot; thence East South-West of the Harrington Road; thence Southerly 
by said road 77 rods to Samuel Clark's line; thence West North-west 50 rods 
on said Clark's line; thence North by East to Goudy 's Mill Road, so-called; 
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thence by the shore of said river to the first mentioned bounds with all the buildings 
and privileges. This deed was witnessed by Paul Twambly and Thomas Boyd. 
On March 18, 1799, John Goudy sold to Samuel Clark for $200 f land in Bristol, 
bounded as follows: "Lying at the North-west corner of Samuel Clark's farm; 
thence running Northerly by an old fence 24 poles to the corner of said fence; thence 
West North-west 14 poles by said fence to another corner; and North by North- 
east on said fence 28 poles; thence West till it comes to the county road; thence 
on said road till it goes to Samuel Clark's line. 

This John Goudy was a soldier in the Continental army and was a member 
of the company of Capt. Thomas Bracket* in the 3d regiment Lincoln county militia. 
He was afterwards in the company of Captain Davis in the regiment commanded 
by Colonel Wigglesworth. The following was copied from the military records 
in the Archives in Boston State House: "John Goudy of Boothbay, Private in 
the company of Captain Woodbridge and the regiment of Col. Calvin Smith, 
late Wigglesworth, Continental army; part pay for services from April 5, 1777 to 
Dec. 31, 1779. He was also in the 4th regiment mustered by Colonel Sewall; 
return of the man in service Sept. 15, 1777; also in the same company and regiment, 
muster roll for May 1778, dated at Camp Valley Forge; also in the same company 
and regiment, muster roll for June 1778, dated at Camp Providence; also in com- 
pany commanded by Captain Christopher Woodbridge, Colonel Wigglesworth's 
regiment, muster roll for March and April, 1779. He had enlisted April 5, 1777, 
for three years, in the Continental army, and there are records of pay accounts 
from Jan. 1, 1780 to April 4, 1780. He was styled "Lieutenant" in one army 
record. 

This member of the Goudy family seems to have died when a young man un- 
married, but there has been found no tradition concerning him. He may have 
been one of those buried in one of the old graves still to be seen in the pasture 
near the barn of Frederick Thompson and on the old James Carlisle farm. If 
he survived after selling his lands and his army service he must have removed to 
other parts. No family bearing the Goudy name has been found in the state 
that could have been his descendants. 

5. Mary Goudy* (1), third daughter of Amos 1 (1) and Mercy (Booker) Goudy, 
born in York, Mass., Jan. 1, 1750 and baptized there Feb. 10, 1759; was married 
Nov. 10, 1770, to Samuel Clark. Here we have a difficult problem to solve, 
for there is record of the marriage of a Mary Goudy of the same age (?) to Joshua 
Stevens. There may have been an error by the clerk in making record. Samuel 
Clark and family lived on the same side of the Damariscotta river and land adjoin- 

The Clark Family. 

The Clarks from whom this family descended were from Rev. Matthew Clark who was a graduate 
of Aberdeen College, Scotland. He came to Londonderry, N. H., in 1725) and supplied the church there, 
following: Rev. James MacGregor, for four years till 1733. He was somewhat eccentric in his ideaa 
and manners. He died in Londonderry, Jan. 25, 1735, six years after coming to the town. He evi- 
dently had a family before his coming to the country, as numerous descendants lived in the town, 
while others removed into Maine, settling in Bristol, where their descendants still reside. 

George Clark, the first to settle in Bristol, owned land adjoining that of Amos Goudy the pioneer, 
bordering on the Damariscotta River, and below the latter lands. He had two sons, Samuel and John, 
and the old homestead was divided equally between them. Samuel paid his brother John $1,000 for 
his share. John Clark married Margaret McCobb of Boothbay, Me., and moved to Palermo, Me., where 
he raised a family and died. Samuel Clark, son of George, married Mary Goudy and remained on the 
homestead. They had issue as follows. 

His son, father of Samuel of Modesta, Cal., lived a mile south of the old home, where he built a 
large two-storied house and ell, now standing. The barn was burned by lightning several years ago. 

Clark's Cove derived its name from Elias Clark, who once owned the land surrounding it, except 
"Dyer*B Point" on the northwest Bide. 
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ing the Goudy family. The farm bordered on "Rock Landing" and "Carlisle's 
Cove". Here their children were born. Samuel Clark died Feb. 1 F 1815, aged 
74 years. Mary (Goudy) Clark died June 4, 1801, aged 50 years. They were 
buried in the Old Harrington Cemetery, near the old Harrington Meeting house, 
in Bristol. There were no less than seven children in this family, whose names 
will appear. 

6. Betty Goudy 2 (1), fourth and youngest daughter of Amos 1 (1) and Mercy 
(3ooker) Goudy, born in York, Mass., July 14, 1754; was married Nov. 10, 1773, 
to Daniel Palmer. This family settled in Thomaston, Me., and their farm 
was "West of the Meadows". Betty Goudy was but a child when her parents 
moved from York to Harrington. At the settlement of her father's estate the year 
after he was drowned in his millpond, she was placed legally under the care of her 
mother as her guardian, as the following will show: 

"To Mercy Goudy of Bristol, in the County of Lincoln, Widow, Greeting: 
Trusting in your care and fidelity I do by these presents, pursuant to the authority 
to me granted in and by an act of the General Assembly of the said Province, 
nominate and appoint you to be guardian to Betty Goudy, a minor under the age 
of fourteen years, Daughter of Amos Goudy late of Bristol, aforesaid, with full 
power and authority to ask, sue for, recover, receive and take into your custody 
all and singular such part and portion of estate as acciues to her in Right of her 
said Father, or which by any other way or means whatsoever doth of right apper- 
tain or belong to her and to manage, employ and improve the same for her best 
profit and advantage, to render a plain and true account of your guardianship 

upon oath when you shall be lawfully required, and pay and deliver such 

and so much of the said Estate as shall be remaining upon your account, the same 
being first examined by the Judge or Judges for the time-being of Probate & co. 
unto the said minor when she shall arrive at the full age, or otherwise as the said 
Judge or Judges by his or their decree or sentence pursuant to Law shall limit 
and appoint. In testimony whereof 1 hereunto set my hand and seal of the 
said Court of Probate. Dated at Pownalborough the eighteenth day of September, 
Anoque Domini 1765. Amos Cushing". Although persistent efforts were made 
to procure the particulars and times of the deaths of Daniel Palmer and his wife 
Betty Goudy, this could not be accomplished. Their children were named as fol- 
lows: — 

i. Daniel Palmer*, born in Bristol, Me., 1774, married Rebecca Black- 
ington Oct. 4, 1804. He removed to Thomaston, Me., where he ad- 
ministered on the estate of Betsey Palmer, widow; the heirs being John, 
Amos, Sally, Polly, and Miriam. He died Jan. 18, 1852, leaving issue. 

ii. Mercy Palmer', born in Bristol, Me., married John Ray. 

hi. John Palmer 3 , died unmarried in Thomaston, Me. 

iv. Mary Palmer 3 , was married to Crockett of Jackson, Me. 

v. Amos Palmer 3 , died unmarried in Thomaston, Me. 

vi. James Palmer 3 , died unmarried in Thomaston, Me. 

vii. Hannah Palmer 3 , was the wife of George White of Thomaston, Me. 
viii. Sarah Palmer 3 , was married to Abraham Bradford of Camden, Me. 

ix. Miriam Palmer 8 , was the wife of David Clough and had issue. 
x. Elizabeth Palmer 3 , died young. 

xi. Jane Palmer 3 , was married to Ebenezer Boynton of Camden.

OHILDBSH OF AMOS A2CD SARAS OLAJIK OOTJDY. 

1. Esther Goudy* (1), eldest daughter of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Dec. 14, 1765; was married to Thomas Hutchins May 28. 
1789, and settled on a faim in her native town. This homestead was situated on 
the main road leading from Damariscotta to South Btistol, known as the "River 
Road ", the old Hutchins house being a short distance north of the present modern 
residence of Mrs. Nancy Bryant and farther back from the highway. The site of 
this old-fashioned, low-posted, high-gabled building was indicated by a slight 
elevation, and traditions show where, on the back side, some of the old neighbors 
who were in feud with Thomas Hutchinson excavated in trying to undermine the 
house. The original barn was somewhat removed from the house and further 
back from the highway beside the road leading up the hill to the "Old Tilton Place" 
so-called; and some of the foundation stones and frame lemain to mark the spot. 
The family tradition says this Thomas Hutchins was killed by the Indians, but 
it was probably another Hutchins as history has recorded. Mr. Thomas Hutchins, 
grandson of the subject of this notice, thought the old folk were buried in the 
"Glidden Cemetery", about a mile above, but there were no indications of such 
graves there. He says they were not interred on the homestead faim. It is evi- 
dent that Esther (Goudy) Hutchins died about 1793 after the birth of her son 
Thomas, and her husband married a second wife by whom there were six children. 
The name of this woman has not been found. The old gentleman may have died 
with some of her people. The children of Thomas Hutchins and his two wives 
will follow. 

i. Esther Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., March 16, 1790, was said to 

have been married to William Page of Walpole. 
ii. Betsey Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Aug. 12, 1791, was said to 

have been the wife of Joseph Burke of Rockland, Me. 
in. Sally Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., March 19, 1792, was said to 

have been the wife of Boynton of Alna, Me. 

rv. Thomas Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., April 3, 1793, married Judith 

"Judea" (in the record) Covil. He died on the homestead farm May 

26, 1864, aged 81 years; his wife Judea died Oct. 12, 1848, aged 48 

years. These were buried in the "Glidden Cemetery" and chaste 

marble monuments mark their graves. Eleven childien. 
v. Nancy Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., May 8, 1800; was married 

Dec. 23, 1820, to Joseph Baker of Bristol, Me. 
vi. Baker Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Oct. 10, 1805. 
vii. Amos Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Aug. 12, 1806. 
viii. John Hutchins 4 , born in Bristol, Me., May 8, 1807, married and lived 

in Richmond, Me., where he had issue three sons and two daughters; 

the names of those known were William who married his cousin, Esther, 



NOTE. — The compiler interviewed Thomas Hutchins and his wife at their home in Bristol and there 
sought to learn the particulars concerning the whole family connection, but their memories were uncer- 
tain and the names of the husbands and wives here assigned may not be correct. This venerable couple 
are living on their farm not distant from where his grandparent*; settled and are comfortable — he is 
88 years of age. 

William Hutchins. brother of the above-mentioned, married Sarah E. Tilton of a neighboring family 
and died in Bristol, Me., Feb. 25, 1897, ajre.1

of Elihu Tilton, one of the neighbor's children. 
x. Rosalinda Hutchins 4 , born in Richmond, Me., April 1, 1809; was 
married to Marshall Spring in that town. She died June 29, 1899, 
aged 80 years, and was buried in the "Glidden Cemetery". 

2. Mercy Goudy* (2), second daughter of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., July 21, 1768; was married Aug. 28, 1790, to John Sproule 
and lived in her native town. She died Sept. 18, 1851, aged 83 years and 2 months. 
He died Nov. 8, 1844, aged 82 years and 6 months. They were buried in the Old 
Harrington Giaveyard, near their homestead, and the inscriptions were copied 
from the monuments at their graves by Mrs. Adelia M. Day (nee Goudy) in July, 
1916. These had issue nine children, named as follows: 

i. Miriam Sproule 4 , died June 10, 1849, aged 36 years, and was buried 
in the Old Harrington cemetery beside her parents. 

ii. Amos Sproule 4 , married Mercy Goudy and lived in Frankfort, Me. 

in. John Sproule 4 , married Nabby Thompson and lived in Montville, Me. 

iv. Thomas Sproule 4 , married Nancy Cares and lived in Appleton, Me.

vn. Mary Sproule 4 , was married to William Plummer of Bristol, Me. 

vin. Nancy Sproule 4 , was the wife of .Amos Goudy of Booth bay, Me. 

ix. Myra Sproule 4 , remained at home unmarried. 

3, Sally Goudy 3 (1), third daughter of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., March 25, 1770; was married in that town June 27, 1789, 
to John Bugbee and resided there until about the year 1800. On May 14, 1793, 
John Bugbee sold to Amos Goudy for £200 the farm where he then lived partly 
in Edgecomb and partly in Newcastle, the beginning of the boundary being a 
stake on the bank of the Damariscotta river and the North-east corner of the land 
of Thomas Ring, being 80 acres. After the births of six children in Bristol, Me., 
this family, along with their kindred the Sproules, removed to Windsor, Me., 
where they settled on a farm in the section of the town called "Windsor Neck." 
There were several children born after the settlement in the new location. The 
farm was adjacent to that of their son Gore Bugbee and that of John Sproule. 
He died Feb. 5, 1841, aged 71 years. His wife died Dec. 8, 1857, aged 87 years 
and 9 months. They were buried in a small ground near their home and monuments 
mark their graves. Several of their grandchildren were interred in the same lot. 
Children as follows: — 

i. Sally Bugbee 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Oct. 23, 1791; was married to 
Rufus Curtis in 1813 and had issue, Dr. Edwin F. Stetson, M.D., 
being a grandson. 

ii. Polly Bugbee 4 , born in Bristol, Me., March 31. 1793; was married 
in May, 1814, to John Chapman 3d, and had a numerous family, one 
of the grandchildren being the wife of Dr. Edwin F. Stetson, M.D., 
now of Damariscotta, Me. 

in. Betsey Bugbee 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Nov. 3, 1795; was married in 
Dec, 1816, to William Sproule, and had issue. 

iv. Susan Bugbee 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Dec. 21, 1796. 
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v. Nancy Bugbeb 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Feb. 10, 1799; was married 
April 2, 1826, to Francis S. Sproulb. 

vi. Hannah Bugbbb 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Nov. 20, 1800; was married 

May 18, 1820, to James Sproulb. 
vii. John Bugbbb 4 , born in Palermo, Me., Aug. 7, 1810; married Sarah 
Hatch Brown, Dec. 24, 1814, born in Palermo, Me., and settled in 
Bristol, Me., where the family lived about four years and where some 
of their children were born. Subsequently they moved to Palermo, 
Me., and settled on the homestead of Mrs. Bugbee's parents and there 
continued to reside nearly all of their remaining days. When, however, 
some of their children had gone to the West and had acquired compara- 
tive wealth, they removed to Indianapolis, Ind., in June, 1873, where 
Mr. Bugbce died Jan. 5. 1881, aged 73 years. Mrs. Bugbee survived till 
April 3, 1898, and died at the age of 83 years. They were buried in the 
"Crown Hill Cemetery", in Indianapolis, Ind. Their children's names 
were; — John B., Sarah H., Charles S., Louisa A., Joseph W., Susan C. K 
Frances E., Ira B., and Hattie E. The parents of Mis. Bugbee were 
John and Abigail (Hatch) Brown. 
viii. Abigail Bugbee 4 , born in Windsor, Me., Feb. 10, 1814; was married 
in that town Dec. 24, 1834, to Warren Turner, son of David and 
Lydia Turner, of Alna, Me., who was born in Palermo, Me., June 14, 
1812. Farmers. He died in Palermo, Me., Sept. 5, 1887. She died 
there May 14, 1897. There were three children of whom two are living. 

ix. Almira Bugbbb 4 , born in Windsor, Me., was married to James Rows 
and lived in Palermo, Me. 

x. Angelina Bugbee 4 , born in Windsor, Me., was married to Benjamin 
Tilt and lived in Brooklyn, N. Y. She is described as a beautiful 
woman, even in old age. 

xi. Gore Bugbee 4 , born in Windsor, Me., 1805; married 1st, Olive , 

by whom he had no less than seven children born in that town. Three 
of these were buried beside their mother who died July 1, 1857, aged 
50 years and 21 days. After the death of his wife he went to Bristol, 
Me., where he married for his second wife Abigail W. Carlisle, nee 
Blackledge, widow of Isaac Carlisle his cousin, and lived for some years 
on the old Carlisle farm where a daughter, Josie Bugbee, who was mar- 
ried to Sewall Hutchins, of Bristol, Me., was born. About the year 
1870, they sold the Carlisle farm and moved to Bristol Mills, where he 
died Feb. 8, 1876, aged 71 years. His wife died Oct. 24, 1897, aged 
78 years, and was buried by the side of her husband in the Old Harring- 
ton Cemetery. Children by his first wife: Elizabeth, Josephine, Ella, 
Evie, Angie, Emily, and Wesley. Several of these were buried in 
Windsor, Me., near their parents' old home. 

4, Nancy Goudy* (1), fourth daughter of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., March 25, 1772; was married May 29, 1792, to George 
Sproule of that town, by whom she had issue. She died May 24, 1813, in her 
42d year. He died Feb. 3, 1S20, aged 58 years. 

5. Polly Goudy 8 (1), fifth daughter of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., May 15, 1774; was married April 20, 1793, to John Perkins 
and is supposed to have resided in her native town where she died. Tradition 
relates that after the death of his wife, Mr. Perkins was accustomed to visit the 
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home of William Clark, his brother-in-law, and to express his sorrow by saying, 
"A lonesome bed with two pillows and but one head". A protracted search has 
failed to find any other particulars concerning this family. Relatives cannot 
tell where they died or where buried. If there were children their names are 
unknown. 

6. Miriam Goudy 1 (2), sixth daughter of Amos' (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., May 21, 1776; was married to Ephraim McMichael of that 
town, and settled on the East side of the River Road that leads from South Bristol 
to Damariscotta. He died March 16, 1845, aged 78 years. Miriam, his wife, died 
April 12, 1854, aged 77 years and eleven months. They were buried on a high 
elevation within a walled enclosure of the pasture of Daniel Curtis and the compiler 
copied the inscriptions on the marble monuments in October, 1916. The gateway 
of this small yard has been left open and the ingoing cattle have broken down several 
of the gravestones, while some of the bodies buried there have been exhumed and 
removed to other localities. This is indeed a lonely spot and the isolation of these 
leaning monuments caused a sad impression to possess the visitors on that autumn 
day when they crossed the pasture and climbed the steep ascent to find the place 
of burial. Having no children of their own, this couple adopted and brought up 
a girl named Jane Brewer who after an absence of years came back to Bristol 
where she died. 

7. Betty Goudy* (2), seventh daughter of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Harrington, Me., now Bristol, Feb. 27, 1778; was married to James Carlisle, 
the youngest son of Joseph and Miriam (Goudy) Carlisle of Boothbay, Me., and 
was living in the house of Mercy Goudy, her grandmother, on the old Goudy 
lands in 1798. Her husband died July 21, 1836, aged 65 years, 6 months and 5 
days and was buried in the Old Harrington Cemetery in Bristol. Me. She was 
living in 1820 and is believed to have married a second husband. She and her 
husband had acquired a large tract of land, being part of the original concession 
awarded to Amos Goudy 1st, and built a wide, low-posted, broad-gabled farmhouse 
on the very apex of the hill overlooking the Goudy Millpond and the Damaris- 
cotta river, cammanding a beautiful prospect composed of a variety of features 
of natural scenery. This estate was inherited by Isaac Carlisle, their son, and is 
now the home of Mrs. Fred Thompson, who was Ada- Dean Goudy, eldest daughter 
of Capt. James Harvey Goudy, born on the adjoining farm. It is here, in the 
pasture below the barn, that the thiee old graves may be seen where Amos Goudy 
1st and his son John were probably buried. No record of the death of this Betty 
Carlisle has been found. Her children were named as follows: 

I. Miriam Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Sept. 7, 1798; was married 
to Capt. Alfred Hutchins Nov. 1, 1825, and died Sept. 28, 1884, 
aged 86 years and 21 days. He died March 13, 1868, aged 68 years 
and 9 months. Miriam signed the deed given by her grandmother, then 
Mercy Catland, Nov. 10, 1798. 
ii. Susan Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., July 3, 1803; died July 8, 

1840, aged 37 years, 6 months, and 6 days, 
in. Isaac Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., April 16, 1805; married first 
his cousin, Elizabeth Carlisle, daughter of Joseph Cai lisle of Booth- 
bay, Me., and settled on the homestead of his father overlooking the 
old Goudy millpond and the Damariscotta river where Mrs. Fred 
Thompson now lesides. His first wife having died leaving one daughter 
he married, secondly, Abigail W. Blackledge by whom a daughter, 
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and she as Isaac Carlisle's widow, was married to Gore Bugbee, by whom 
one daughter, Josie Bugbee, who was the wife of Sewall Hutchins of 
Bristol, Me. Mrs. Abigail W. Bugbee, nee Carlisle, died Oct. 27, 1897, 
aged 78 years. Isaac Carlisle died in Bristol, Me., Nov. 18, 1857, aged 
52 years, and was buried in the Harrington cemetery in that town. The 
inscription on the gravestones of his first wife gives her name as "Eliza", 
but the Carlisle record makes her name "Elizabeth". 

rv. John Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Sept. 20, 1807; died April 9, 
1838, at the age of 30 years and 9 days, unmarried? He was a master 
mariner. 
v. Eliza Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Sept. 1, 1809; died April 21, 
1838, aged 26 years, 6 months and 2 days, unmarried. 

vi. Hiram Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Dec. 6, 1812. 
vii. Ephraim Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Feb. 20, 1815; married Feb. 

27, 1845, Eliza Ann Huston, 
viii. Mary-Jane Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Dec. 29, 1817; died July 
10, 1835, aged 18 years, 6 months and 12 days, unmarried. 

ix. Sarah- Ann Carlisle 4 , born in Bristol, Me., Aug. 22, 1820; was married 
to William Trask of Edgecomb, Me. 

8. Susan Goudy 8 (1), eighth daughter of Amos 1 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Aug. 8, 1781; died unmarried in said town June 26, 1796, 
aged 15 years. Was buried beside her parents in the Harrington Cemetery. 

9. Amos Goudy 8 (3), eldest son of Amos* (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy, born in 
Bristol, Me., Dec. 22, 1783; mairied in that town Feb. 14, 1808, Rebecca Church, 
and settled on a part of the Old Amos Goudy homestead where his grandpaients 
first established a home when they removed from York. After the burning of the 
old house the one now standing and owned by Burton E. Goudy on the hill and 
not distant from the Carlisle farm, was built. Here he lived the life of a farmer 
and was a man of correct habits, respected by his townsmen. His wife, born in 
Bristol, Me., Jan 12, 1783, died March 26, 1870, aged 82 years and 2 months. 
Mr. Goudy died March 1, 1844, aged 60 years. They were interred in the Harring- 
ton Cemetery, where their grave-monuments stand. In this family there were 
eight children of whom with the 4th generation. 

10. John Goudy 8 (2), second son of Amos 2 (2) and Sarah (Clark) Goudy. born 
in Bristol, Me., Dec. 10, 1785; married Dec. 30, 1810, by Rev. Belding, Elizabeth 
Fitch, born in that town Dec. 9, 1790, and died Jan. 26, 1882, aged 91 years, one 
month and 17 days. She was the daughter of Timothy Fitch. This John Goudy 
inherited part of the old original Goudy homestead and built the stately mansion 
now standing subsequently owned by Capt. James Harvey Goudy. This house 
was erected more than one hundred years ago. Mr. Goudy died there Nov. 28, I860, 
aged 78 years. They weie buried in the Old Harrington Yard, beside the vener- 
able church, and the inscriptions on their monuments weie copied in July, 1916, 
by Mrs. Adella M. Day, formerly Goudy. Theie were twelve children in this 
family. See the fourth generation for records.

CHILDREN OF AMOS AND REBECCA CHURCH GOWDT. 

1. Nancy Goudy 4 (2), eldest daughter ol" Amos 3 (3) and Rebecca (Church) 
Goudy, born in Bristol, Me., Nov. 23, 1808; was married to Capt. David Plum- 
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mer of Bristol. Me., and lived in that town for many years, but later moved to 
Damariscotta. For several years Capt. Plummer was engaged in the live stock 
trade, buying for the Brighton market. He afterwards purchased the Elm House 
in Damariscotta and went into the hotel business. In his declining years he had 
a meat market in Damariscotta village. These had seven children named Zenas, 
Everett. Albert, William, Ira, Leander and Bedfield. He died Dec. 11, 1879. 
His wife died June 9, 1896. (Married in 1830.) 

2. Jane Goudy 4 (1), second daughter of Amos 8 (3) and Rebecca (Church) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., May 26, 1811; was married Sept. 1, 1842, to Capt. Asa 
Turner Lane, who was born in Deer Isle, Me., June, 1816, son of John and Mary 
(Foster) Lane. He was for many years a master mariner but retired fi om the sea 
when advanced in life. He died in Damariscotta, Me., Oct. 2, 1889. His wife 
died there Sept. 24, 1891. They had issue one son, Joseph Cotter Lane, born 
Feb. 17, 1847, and now living at Tufts College Station, Somerville, Mass. 

3. Diana Goudy 4 (1), third daughter of Amos' (2) and Rebecca (Church) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., July 21, 1813; died June 23, 1844, unmarried. 

4. Albert Goudy 4 (1), son of Amos' (3) and Rebecca (Church) Goudy, born 
in Bristol, Me., Nov. 10, 1815; married Sarah Fuller and was a farmer and 
merchant in his native town. He was a man of quiet, moderate deportment; 
peaceable and honorable; a good citizen and neighbor. During his declining 
years, having no children, he was under care of Mr. Webster Kelsey, who inherited 
the farm and now resides thereon. Mr. Goudy died Feb. 29, 1909; his wife died 
Dec. 10, 1912. 

5. Harriet Goudy 4 (1), fourth daughter of Amos 1 (3) and Rebecca (Church) 
Goudy, born in Bristol, Me., Oct. 24, 1817; died Jan. 11, 1834, unmarried. 

6. Alden Goudy 4 (1), second son of Amos 8 (3) and Rebecca (Church) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., March 22, 1821; married in Woolwich, Me., Feb. 4, 1848, 
Augusta P. Soule, daughter of Daniel and Elizabeth Soule and descended from 
George Soule who came over in the Mayflower in 1620. Mr. Goudy acquired 
his education in the public schools and at Lincoln Academy in Newcastle, Me. 
In early life he was a teacher but subsequently entered into mercantile business 
and was for a number of years a dealer in dry goods in Boothbay, Me. Afterwards 
he became a commercial traveler for a Portland house; then he resided in Thomas- 
ton, Me., where he conducted a boot and shoe store and gentlemen's furnishing 
business for eleven years. Disposing of his business in Thomaston, he removed 
to Westbrook, Cumberland Co., Me., where he was engaged in the boot and shoe 
and gentlemen's furnishing trade to the close of his active life. From his early 
life he was an ardent Republican, and while living in Boothbay served as Selectman 
and as Representative to the Legislature. He was a strong temperance man and 
ready always to give a reason for his faith; sometimes enforcing his arguments 
wth an axe handle. While living in Damariscotta Mr. Goudy was engaged in 
navigation, and "Goudy's Wharf" was a well known locality in the town. He was 
a member of one of the first temperance organizations in the State of Maine, and 
was active in promoting the reform movement during his whole life. He was a 
man of discriminating mind and considerable executive ability and through excel- 
lent character and moral influence has left an imperishable influence for all that 
contributes to the welfare of humanity. He died April 4, 1897, aged 76 years. 
His wife died March 26, 1907. They were buried in Evergreen Cemetery, Port-

land, Me., and the lot lies on Central Ave. near the Whitney tomb. There were 
six children. See sixth generation. 

7. Edwin C. Goudy 4 (1), third son of Amos 8 (3) and Rebecca (Church) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., July 15, 1823; married Mary Frances Paul, daughter of 
Jacob W., and was a farmer in his native town. He was a man of unobtrusive, 
moderate habits; truthful and honest, and a good citizen who was held in respect 
by his fellow- townsmen. He died Jan. 18, 1894, aged 70 years and 6 months. His 
wife died Feb. 27, 1908, aged 78 years and 6 months. They were buried in the 
cemetery in Harrington section of Bristol, Me. There were nine children. See 
sixth generation for records. 

8. Almira Goudy 4 (1), fifth daughter of Amos 3 (3) and Rebecca (Church) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Oct. 4, 1825; was married in Damariscotta, Me., Jan. 1, 
1856, to Daniel Holbrook Northey, son of James R. and Sarah (Coombs) 
Northey, born in Whitefield, Me., Sept. 16, 1831, and died in Bath, Me., Dec. 
14, 1912. Mr. Northey was a carriage builder by occupation. His wife died in 
Damariscotta, Me., April 10, 1892, and they were buried in that town. Mrs. Northey 
was of medium height and of fair complexion. There were two children as follows: 

I. Nellie Jane Northey 6 , born in Damariscotta, Me., Dec. 19, 1858; 

died there March 18, 1911, unmarried. 
ii. Jennie Mira Northey 6 , born in Damariscotta, Me., Feb. 20, 1867; 

was married there Nov. 19, 1895, to Harrison E. Bowie. 

CHILDREN OF JOHN AND ELIZABETH FITCH OOXTDT. 

1. John Goudy 4 (4), eldest son of John 3 (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) Goudy, born 
in Bristol, Me., April 10, 1811, was a seaman and was drowned on the ocean when 
a young man. There was a record of intention of marriage between him and 
Catherine Miller, to whom he had been partial, Sept. 12, 1836, but alas! the in- 
scrutable mandates of Fate. 

2. Amos Goudy 4 (4), second son of John 3 (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) Goudy, born 
in Bristol, Me., Nov. 8, 1812; married April 13, 1836 (?), Catherine Miller, 
by whom he had a son called by way of distinction, "Little Amos". Mrs. Goudy 
died on March 9, 1838, and on March 21, 1839, he married Nancy Sproul, a 
relative, by whom he had issue five children. Mr. Goudy was a sea-faring man 
and dropped dead when standing on the deck of a vessel when sailing down the 
Damariscotta river, May 13, 1872. His second wife died Sept. 21, 1884. Children's 
names with the 6th generation. 

3. Maria Goudy 4 (1), eldest daughter of John 3 (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Oct. 11, 1814; died in childhood. 

4. CaptHarratt Goudy 4 (1), third son of John 3 (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Feb. 28, 1816; married July 23, 1846, Margaret McAllis- 
ter Goriiam, daughter of David and Mary Gorham of Damariscotta Mills, who 
was of an old and highly respectable New England family early settled in Barnstable 
County, Mass. This couple settled at Damariscotta Mills and there their five 
children were born. He was a seaman from his youth and in 1853 was in command 
of the first steamer, the "Secor", plying on the Damariscotta river between that 
waterway and Portland. He also frequently had command of vessels on their 
initial voyages and was considered to be an able navigator. After retiring from 
the sea, he removed to Everett, Mass., where he died suddenly sitting in his chair, 
June 4, 1887. His wife died in that town Nov. 2, 1900. They were attendants 
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of the Congregational church. For an account of their children (5) see 5 th 
generation. 

5. Capt. Timothy Fitch Goudy 4 (1), fourth son of John 1 (3) and Elizabeth 
(Fitch) Goudy, born in Bristol, Me., Dec. 10, 1818; married Mary Hatch Oct. 
15. 1839: she was born in Bristol, Me., in the year 1819 and died there Dec. 4, 
1857, aged 38 years. He married 2nd, Margaret Hanley, a woman of the 
Catholic faith, but had no issue by this union. Like several of his brothers he was 
a sailor from his youth and was promoted to the command of vessels sailing to 
foreign ports. He was engaged in the African trade for some years but retired 
early from the sea and settled down as a farmer in his native town. During the 
civil war he enlisted as a private soldier in the Second Battalion Mounted Artil- 
lery and was discharged for disability Jan. 30, 1863. He died in Bristol, Me., 
April 15, 1865, and was buried by the side of his first wife in the public cemetery 
at Bristol Mills where there are marble monuments standing, suitably inscribed 
to their memory. For record of their eleven children see 5th generation. 

6. Emeline Goudy 4 (1), second daughter of John* (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) 
Goudy, born in Bristol. Me., Dec. 11, 1821; was married Nov. 13, 1842, to John 
Sproul, who was lost at sea when 32 years of age. She was married 2nd to 
Daniel Grouse, by whom she had five children, viz: John, Charles, Mary, 
Cynthia, and Addie. The record of births and subsequent history of these children 
has not been found. By her first husband she had a daughter, Adaline Sproul, 
who died April 11, 1847; and Annie Sproul who was the wife of Ammi Hutchins 
of Kennebunkport, Me. 

7. Cynthia Goudy 4 (1), third daughter of John 8 (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Feb. 9, 1824, died in infancy. 

8. Capt. James Harvey Goudy 4 (1), fifth son of John' (3) and Elizabeth (Fitch) 
Goudy, born in Bristol, Me., Aug. 24, 1827 ; married Dec. 24. 1857, Sarah-Jane Ken- 
ney, a daughter of James and Sarah (Thompson) Kenney, bom in Machiasport, Me., 
Feb. 22, 1841. From early days he was fond of the seaman's life and began sailing 
on coasting vessels when sixteen years of age. He rose from station to station 
as he acquired efficiency in seamanship till he became master mariner and com- 
manded ships sailing from Boston and New York to the "Gold Coast" in Africa. 
During a part of this time he was acting as confidential agent for the firm of Brooks 
& Bartlett, of Boston, Mass. Capt. Goudy was sometimes absent from his home 
for a whole year, while attending to the loading and shipping of merchandise, 
the cargoes consisting largely of palm oil. His homecoming was sometimes on 
steamships by way of England and sometimes on one of his own ships. At one time 
during his term of navigation strong inducements were held out to him to engage 
in the slave trade, but he positively refused to accept the financial reward for such 
business transaction and thereby forfeited large sums of money for principle. When 
in the prime of life, unwilling longer to be absent from his family and home interests 
he retired from the sea, and having enlarged his farmsteading and put his house 
in thorough repair, he erected a large block at the road -corners near his home to 
be used as a store and hall for public entertainments. This hall and store were 
erected in 1876 where he established the first Post Office at West Bristol, Me., 
in 1877 and where he continued as postmaster until his death; then the office 
was removed down to the valley and the name changed to Walpole. The hall 
is now owned by the town of South Bristol and here the business meetings are 
held. Here he engaged in merchandising and carried such goods as were common 
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in a general store. This rural centre for the assembling of the townspeople became 
widely known as "Goudy Hall". This stately building has recently passed out 
of the family and will be used by the town of Bristol. Captain Goudy was an ardent 
Republican in politics and a Congregational ist in his church affiliation. He served 
at one time as Master of the local Grange. He was a man of progressive ideas 
and great energy; of settled conviction and uncompromising determination; 
but he was self-controlled and exceedingly kind and indulgent to his family, 
and his children delighted to do him honor. He had broad views of farming and 
applied the modern methods in all of his agricultural enterprises. Like all of the 
Goudy name he was fond of good horses and usually had his stalls filled with the 
best roadsters in the town. Captain Goudy was quite tall and stately of bearing; 
was of fair complexion and had blue eyes. He was widely known and highly 
esteemed by a numerous fraternity of warm friends. He died July 10, 1895. 
His widow died in Portland, Me., Feb. 27, 1910. Record of the six children 
with the fifth generation. 

9. Cynthia Goudy 4 (2), fourth daughter of John '(1) and Elizabeth (Fitch) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., Sept. 14, 1829; was married Nov. 25, 1852, to William 
M. Clark, born in Bristol, Me., Jan 7, 1825, being the son of Samuel and Sarah 
(Boyd) Clark and grandson of Samuel and Mary (Goudy) Clark, and settled 
on the "Ridge" bounded on the East by John's River and on the West by the 
Damariscotta River, and in a section of the town known as West Bristol. It 
has been said by their son, Samuel H. Clark, Esq., of Modesto, California, 
that no person was ever allowed to go hungry from their door. They were 
highly respected people of the old-fashioned school who made their home a place 
worthy of the name and trained their children in the ways of rectitude. Mr. 
Clark was not a communicant of any church; but his wife was a member of the 
Methodist society of Bristol, Me. He died in his native town Nov. 1, 1899, aged 
74 years. His widow died Feb. 23, 1901, aged 71 years. They were buried in 
the Harrington Cemetery. There were six children in this family, named as follows:

When nineteen years of age he came to Portland and was employed as account- 
ant for the wholesale house of Waldron & True, and from 1869 to 1881, was a con- 
fidential clerk for that firm. In 1881 he became a partner of W. C. Cobb in the gen- 
eral bakery business and subsequently added the manufacture of confectionery 
in which business they employed one hundred and fifty operatives. In 1886 
Edward W. Kent became a partner in this business which was thereafter carried 
on under the title of "Goudy and Kent". The business was incorporated in 
1893 and so continued till 1898 when it was sold to the National Biscuit Company. 
Lewis A. Goudy was later president of the Northern Telephone Company and the 
extension of the lines and efficiency of its service indicated the character of its 
management. He has since been associated with various enterprises calculated 
to promote the growth and business interests of the city of Portland and was for 
some time vice-president of the Board of Trade and a member of important Com- 
mittees and always interested in its welfare. He was the original inspirer of the 
State Board of Trade. When the project of building an electric railway between 
Portland and Lewiston was inaugurated it was Lewis A. Goudy who became its 
principal promoter and he worked with unabated zeal until he had the satisfaction 
of seeing it completed and its magnificent equipment in running order. He was 
for several years a member of the Portland city government and took an active 
part in securing the electric lighting system and the installation of the Automatic 
Secret Service System of Telephone which has since been adopted in other Maine 
cities. He was also largely instrumental in securing public ownership of the 
Portland water supply after one of the sharpest campaigns in the history of the city. 
He was president of the Northern Concrete Pavement and Construction Company; 
was overseer of the poor, and before the war with Spain was active in sending 
supplies to the suffering reconcentrados in Cuba. Mr. Goudy is a member of the 
Free and Accepted Masons, Ancient Landmark Lodge, Mount Vernon Royal 
Arch Chapter, Portland Council, Royal and Select Masters, and Portland Com- 
mander/, Knights Templar. He is also a member of the Beacon Lodge Order 
of Odd Fellows and affiliated member of Ivanhoe Lodge Knights of Pythias, 
and formerly member of the Portland Club. He is a life member of the Maine 
Charitable Mechanics Association. More recently Mr. Goudy has been conducting 
the sale of Automobiles and several other enterprises. 

Lewis A. Goudy has a rural home several miles from the city proper, known 
as "Mount Independence", containing about 300 acres, which is one of the most 
delightful locations in the country. Here when the strenuous activities of the day 
are over he retires for rest and recreation amid the charming scenes of Nature 
and the society of his family. 

Lewis A. Goudy is a man of exceptional executive ability. His courage and 
energy are unbounded. Whatever commends itself to his judgment and to which 
he gives his attention receives his uncompromising support and persistent attention 
till all obstacles are overcome and success has been achieved. Kind-hearted, 
benevolent, genial, receptive, conversational and public-spirited, he is always in 
evidence when any movement is on foot for the general welfare and the better- 
ment of his fellow -men.

Enoch Goudy went to sea when but a lad and was 
rapidly advanced through the established grades of seamanship to that of master 
mariner. After taking command of a ship built on the Damariscotta river he 
doubled Cape Horn. He subsequently engaged in the African trade, sailing 
to the Gold Coast, and acquired a fortune, a part of which he expended in the 
erection of the stately rural establishment on the old Paul farm where he resided, 
and a part of which he invested in bank stock in Boston. The mansion and con- 
necting buildings erected by Captain Goudy deserve more than a brief mention, 
being of unusual extent and beauty. Seated a short distance back from the high- 
way the stand is fronted by rows of thrifty maples that afford ample shade and 
almost hide the house from view. The exterior of the house and wings represents 
fine proportions and harmony of finish. The interior arrangements present to 
the visitor the best materials and the finest workmanship. Everything was planned 
for comfort and convenience. The best quality of black walnut and other rare 
and costly woods prevail throughout the house. Heavy panelled doors made 
from the richest grained specimens of black walnut and moulded with chestnut* 
open into spacious and high-vaulted rooms which were furnished with elegance

and good taste. There are shining floors inlaid with black walnut and rock maple, 
interspersed with Mosaic patterns. Substantial and ingenious elevators operated 
by wheels, constructed of black walnut and inlaid with whitewood trenails bring 
supplies form the basement rooms. Pantries and cupboards for culinary uses 
are provided with banks of compartments fronted with panelled drawers and doors, 
all made of choice woods by skilled workmen. Indeed all that considerate judg- 
ment, ample means and cultivated taste could suggest and procure are here in 
evidence. Capt. Enoch Goudy possessed in a marked degree the proverbial love 
for good horses so characteristic of the family, and the stalls of his well-arranged 
stable were ornamented with the best blooded specimens that money could buy. 
Capt. Goudy died here Nov. 1, 1909, aged 66 years. Mrs. Goudy is a lady of in- 
telligence and pleasant manners, and is now living here alone. There were no chil- 
dren born to this family. 

3. Mary Goudy 5 (4), eldest daughter of Timothy 4 (1) and Mary (Hatch) Goudy, 
born in Bristol, Me., June 2, 1843; died June 5, 1845..

1. Ada Dean Goudy* (1), eldest daughter of James 4 (1) and Sarah (Kenney) 
Goudy, born in Bristol, Me., Nov. 2, 1858; was married Nov. 25, 1886, to Fred 
A. Thompson, son of Aaron B. and Mary Ann Thompson of Machiasport, Me., 
born March 30, 1860. Mr. Thompson is a retired dry-goods salesman. They 
reside in South Bristol, Me., on the old James Carlisle farm. 

This home of the Thompsons has been possessed by the descendants of the orig- 
inal Amos Goudy for nearly one hundred and sixty years. The date of the erec- 
tion of the present house is not known but it was probably the one in which James 
Carlisle and his wife Betty Goudy lived. This residence, originally an old-fashioned 
farmhouse of the early New England type, is wide with low studding and broad 
gables; but its appearance has been considerably changed by modern repairs 
and improvements. The rooms are spacious and their arrangement remains 
about as formerly designed. As elsewhere intimated, the house is situated on 
the very apex of the hill and commands a wide and beautiful prospect embracing 
all of the original tract of land taken up by the pioneer ancestor. A short distance 
below the barn, in the Thompson pasture, are the three old graves where the bodies 
of the early members of the Goudy family were buried after their removal from the 
valley and riverbank below, and where they certainly have not been menaced by 
the rising tides and encroachment of the Damariscotta river since their elevation. 
These old graves were originally mounded and distinct, but they have been unpro- 
tected and downtrodden by the cattle until they would scarcely be discernible 
but for the flat stones placed at the heads and feet to hold, as in sockets, the unin- 
scribed markers that were erected there; and some of these had been pulled up 
and were found upon a nearby wall. It would be a commendable act if the 
descendants of Amos Goudy would have these ancestral graves protected by a 
good fence. 
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2. Sarah Bernice Goudy 6 (1), second daughter of James 4 (1) and Sarah (Kenney) 
Goudey, born in Bristol, Me., Dec. 24, 1861; was married Dec. 29, 1884, to Alvtn

to sea with her husband seven years following her marriage and saw much of the 
world during his foreign voyages.

5. Adella May Goudy 8 (1), fourth daughter of James 4 (1) and Sarah (Kenney) 
Goudy, born in Bristol, Me., Feb. 6, 1868; ,vas married Nov. 24, 1898, to Frank 
Bryant Day, son of David Edwin and Nancy (Carter) Day, born Oct. 27, 1874, who 
is a carpenter and builder by trade. They also have a fine farm on which they 
reside at Round Pond in Bristol, Me. Mr. Day is a member of the Bristol Masonic 
Lodge and of Friendship Lodge Knights of Pythias, Friendship, Me. Mrs. Day 
is a graduate of the Gorham (Maine) Normal School, 1896, where she fitted for teach- 
ing and devoted about eight years to her profession in the public schools of the

Their 
home, situated upon an elevated foundation at the street-side in the flourishing 
village, is well arranged and finished and is modern in all of its appointments. 
The plenishing represents good taste and invites the visitor to repose and comfort. 
Mrs. Smithwick is a lady of intelligence and refinement and is endowed with fluent 
and entertaining conversational powers. There is one daughter. 

i. Carolyn Frances Smithwick 4 , born in Damariscotta, Me., June 3, 
1898, and is now a student in Lincoln Academy, Newcastle, Me., from 
which she will be graduated in 1917.

The families of Goudy, Gowdy and Gawdey in Marblehead, Danvers and Lynn, 
Mass., and Dover, Newcastle, Isle of Shoals, Claremont, Wakefield, Ossipee and 
other towns in New Hampshire and eastern Maine were derived from the same 
ancestry. A careful and persistent search in the town and Probate records fails 
to procure satisfactory connections between the successive generations, however, 
and the compiler feels a sense of dissatisfaction as he sits down to arrange and 
classify the detached assembly of data in hand. Some of the families evidently 
did not keep any vital records, while others were lost in old shattered Bibles that 
disappeared long ago. The confusion concerning the early members of these 
families was caused by their frequent removal from place to place while following 
their fishing craft. The same persons were recorded as "of Newcastle", "of 
Gosport", "of the Isle of Shoals" and "of Dover". These families were seafaring 
men and in the public records were styled "Mariners", Coasters" and "Fisher- 
men". As has been said, facetiously, "These Goudyswere all born web-footed". 
Brought up on the seashore and enured to the buffeting of the waves they early 
learned to handle the small craft employed in the fishing business and became 
expert sailors, often rising to the command of vessels of considerable size in the 
merchant service and sailing to foreign ports, 

1. Philip Goudey. On April 24th, 1723, a Philip Goudey and wife Martha Goudey 
of Beverly, Mass., conveyed to John Marshall, "Weaver", consideration £30-10, 
three acres of marsh in Ipswich, Mass. On Dec. 6, 1773, Philip and Martha 
Goudey to Daniel Buckman of Beverly, "Weaver", consideration £105 in bills of 
credit a dwelling house in Beverly with six acres of land whereon said house now 
stands with several other small parcels of land. We have no means of knowing 
which Philip Goudey this was, but as the name was peculiar to the family at Marble- 
head it is plausible to assume that he was of that branch. 

On March 9, 1770, a Philip Goudey and Sarah Goudey his wife of Marblehead, 
" Fisherman", for £24 paid by Samuel Cocks, also " Fisherman", conveyed the fourth 
part of a dwelling house with land adjoining and under, formerly the property 
of Thomas Maine. This was evidently Philip Goudey, son of George and wife 
Elizabeth Morgan, for he married Feb. 6, 1766, Sarah Main, and they probably 
sold her share of her father's estate when making preparations for their removal 
to Yarmouth, Nova Scotia. 

2. George Goudey 1 (1), has been styled by the Lewis Publishing Company "The 
emigrant ancestor" of these families, but we have not learned what record authority 
supported the assumption. He was born as early as 1710. He married Eliza- 
beth Morgan, who was living at Marblehead, Mass., with children when the 
census of 1790 was taken. She died there May 7, 1796, aged 84 years. Her hus- 
band died before 1761. His estate was settled Dec. 30, 1763. He was styled 
"Mariner". His daughter, Hannah Palmer, was appointed Administratrix but 
refused to serve and a Committee composed of Nathan Bowen, Ebenezer Martin, 
and Joshua Prentis was appointed in her place. The inventory of his personal 
property shows the following items; —

Elizabeth Goudey purchased of Sarah Lewis of Marblehead, Mass., Aug. 13, 
1761, all of her right and title in a dwelling house and the land under and adjoining, 
near the Meeting House, it being the estate of her late father Peter Martin, Fisher- 
man, called "Father's Old House and Garden". This lot was described as adjoin- 
ing a "Burying Place" on one side. Elizabeth Goudey, widow, purchased of Joseph 
Holman of Marblehead, consideration £140, "Certain messuages" in that town 
comprising a dwelling house and the land adjoining and under, measuring on the 
front about 30 feet and in the rear 19 feet. The inventory of the estate of this 
Elizabeth Goudey was taken April 13, 1796; and daughter, Hannah Perry, was 
appointed administratrix. Amount $257.30. Mentions " Her late Mansion House" 
and Land under and adjoining thereto. Also one fourth of an undivided estate 
of her late father, Peter Martin, consisting of an Old House and Land. In the 
inventory was mentioned "13 small pictures" evidently the same as the "12 glass 
pictures" mentioned in the inventory of her husband; an item that might seem 
insignificant, but proves the relationship between the two persons. Returning 
to George Goudey there was a person bearing this name styled "of Marlborough" 
who served as a private in the company of Capt. Samuel Glover, and in the regiment 
of Colonel Williams, from May 18, 1758 to Sept. 19, 1758, in the expedition against 
Canada. This may have been George Goudey of Marblehead. His marriage to 
Elizabeth Morgan was on Jan. 15, 1735-6, at the age of 23 years. George and 
Elizabeth Goudey had issue of whom more hereafter.

On March 29, 1728, a Philip Goudey witnessed with his "Mark" in Kittery, 
Me., the transfer of a legacy of £100 from Fox well Curtis to his brother Joseph 
Curtis bestowed by Richard Cutt. 

Philip Goudey, son of George and Elizabeth (Morgan) Goudey, born in Marble- 
head, Mass., married Feb. 6, 1766, Sarah Main, daughter of John and Sarah Main, 
who was born or baptized in Marblehead Jan. 26, 1746, and had issue as follows: 

1. Philip Goudey, born in Marblehead Nov. 27, 1768. 

2. John Goudey, born in Marblehead, Sept. 23, 1770. 

3. Sarah Goudey, born in Marblehead, Jan. 20, 1773. 

James Goudey, son of George and Elizabeth (Morgan) Goudey, married May 
10, 1769, Elizabeth Potter, daughter of Joseph Potter of Marlboro, Mass., 
and afterwards of Annapolis Co., N. S., and had issue as follows: — 

1. Elizabeth Goudey, bapt. in Marblehead, Jan. 28, 1770. 

2. James Goudey, bapt. in Marblehead, Oct. 24, 1773. 

The records at Concord, N. H., show that Elizabeth Goudey, widow, of Ports- 
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mouth, sued Stilman Jordon and a writ of attachment issued with a bill "To my 
Servis as a house Keeper for you from the 15th Day of April to the 5th Day of 
November 1753 is Six months & 20 Days at £50 old Tenor a year as P. agreement". 
There was a writ dated Sept. 31, 1757 Plaintifs Bill of Costs and her bill against 
John Odiorne, Jr. of Newcastle, by Elizabeth Goudey (widow of Portsmouth) 
making charge for nursing his wife for 4 weeks at 50 — £10-0-0 in December 1796 
and for cash lent him £0-0-15. 

The latter bill is dated Apr. 29, 1757, £10-15-0. 

3. Amos Gowdy 1 (1). Here we have something of a mystery. Under date of 
April 1, 1680, in the " Antiquarian Papers of Ipswich", we have found the following: 
"Amos Gawdy ingaged under famyly gov. of Abr. Perkins. Abra: to looke after 
him". This is an isolated record among the names of the early settlers of Ipswich, 
but in the Probate Records of Essex county in the Court House at Salem were 
found the brief will and inventory of Mercy Morris, formerly the wife of Amos 
Gowdy. This will was made May 17, 1725. She gave her Soul unto God who gave 
it and her body to a decent burial according to the prudent discretion of her friends 
in hope of a Joyful Resurrection. She gave to one Hannah Farley her "Little 
Black Shawl" and to Marcy Purman "all my interest in her supposing her to be 
a free woman at ye age of twenty-one years". She bequeathed all the rest of her 
estate both Real and Personal to her loving sister Martha Emerson, who was 
appointed her sole executor. The inventory shows that she had "an Old House 
and about six acres of Upland " valued at £1 10. She had also a Marsh Lot of four 
acres valued at £18. The remaining inventory comprised the articles usually 
found in the households of humble people. She had three cows, a two-year-old, 
eight sheep and seven lambs and was evidently in comfortable circumstances. 

"Aug. 4, 1719. Thomas Treadwell Cordwainer, to Mercy Gawdy, Ipswich, 
Mass., did some years past convey by deed to Amos Gawdy of Ipswich, now dead, 
six acres of upland in Plumb Island, which (deed) being lost and not recorded 
for the just and legal confirmation of the premisses for in consideration of £35, 
which was by said Gawdy paid to me, I do hereaby fully, freely demise unto Mercy 
Gawdy widow of said Amos the upland on Plumb Island". 

Amos Gowdy from Ipswich, Mass., served in the company of Capt. Joseph 
Gardiner from Salem and after his death in battle, under Capt. William Hawthorne. 
This company consisted of 95 men. He enlisted on Feb. 29, 1675, when he drew 
bounty of £2-14-10, and on July 24, 1776, he drew £ 1-4-0 When the General 
Court granted seven townships of land to the soldiers who had served in King 
Philip's war, Lot 19 in Range B and Lot 3 in Range G were assigned to Amos 
Goudy or his heir; he having died before 1719 the lots were claimed by Stephen 
Emmerson, who was evidently the son of the sister of Mercy Goudy mentioned 
in her will of 1725. He was therefore engaged in the battle in the Great Swamp 
where the fort of the Narragansett Indians was situated, but probably survived 
for some years. He was dead in 1719 as proven by the records herewith appearing. 

This Amos Gawdy was probably an orphan boy under an appointed guardian 
till he attained his majority. He was married to a Mercy whose maiden name has 
not been ascertained. Whether he had died or they had separated we have no means 
of telling. She was styled "Formerly the wife of Amos Gawdy", but in no record 
found as his widow. She had married secondly, William Morris and in 1725 
was his widow. The date of his first appearance in the Ipswich records indicates 
that he was born sometime before 1680. Here certainly is a singular coincidence. 
There were either two Amos Goudys who married wives named Mercy or there 
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was one Amos Gawdy who married two wives named Mercy. Were these men 
identical? The dates of their births are not known, but they were contemporary 
with each other. An Amos Goudy appears in York, in the District of Maine, as 
early as 1722 as a soldier, but was not married to Mercy Baker till 1739, four- 
teen years after Mercy Morris had died. This Amos Goudy removed from York 
to Harrington, Maine, and became the head of a numerous family and posterity 
in Bristol and vicinity. We have not found any reason for believing that Amos 
Gowdy and wife Mercy of Ipswich had issue. Neither does it appear that she 
left children by William Morris. We must leave this man and wife in compara- 
tive obscurity while we present the meagre record as an interesting item of the 
family history for what it is worth. 

4. Thomas Goudey* (1), was an early inhabitant of Newcastle, the Isle of Shoals 
and of Dover, N. H. By his first wife, Sarah Goudey, he had no less than four 
children baptized at Rye and Hampton Falls, N. H., as follows: — 

i. Sarah Goudey*, bapt. in Rye, N. H., April 12, 1732. 

ii. Thomas Goudey*, bapt. in Hampton Falls, N. H., Aug. 10, 1735. 

in. John Goudey*, bapt. in Hampton Falls, N. H., Nov. 13, 1737. 

iv. Samuel Goudey*, bapt. in Hampton Falls, N. H., Nov. 29, 1741. 
Thomas Goudey joined the church at the Isle of Shoals (Gosport), N. H., in 
1744. Thomas Goudey, widower, married Dorothy Skinner. This was evidently 
the Thomas Goudey whose name appears in the Probate records of Rockingham 
Co., N. H., as early as Jan. 15, 1741, when he was styled "of Gosport, Fisherman", 
and was the defendant against William and Daniel Wentworth in a case of small 
debt. On Nov. 25, 1752, Thomas Goudey, "Fisherman", of Newcastle, with John 
Skinner, were defendants against Daniel Warner in a case of debt. On Dec. 
27, 1753, Thomas Goudey, "Fisherman", of Newcastle was defendant against 
Benjamin Coker of Gosport in case of debt. On Sept. 23, 1759, Thomas Goudey of 
Newcastle, "Fisherman", was defendant against Samuell Cutt, of Portsmouth, 
"Merchant", for debt. On April 23, 1760, Thomas Goudey of Newcastle, "Fisher- 
man", was the defendant against Alexander Huntress, of Portsmouth, " Vitualler", 
in case of debt. In the years 1764, 1765, 1766, Thomas Goudey of Newcastle, 
"Fisherman", was defendant in case of debt against William Frost of that town 
and made his mark for signature to documents. On March 12, 1766, this Thomas 
Goudey was sued for house-rent by William Frost from Dec. 30, 1763, to March 
10, 1766. This was probably the same Thomas Goudy who signed a petition 
relating to a bridge over the Cocheco River, being an inhabitant of Dover, N. H., 
Nov. 17, 1770, and again May 23, 1772, for the same purpose. He was a Corporal 
in the Company of Captain Waldron of Dover, N. H., during the Revolution, 
having enlisted July 3, 1775. He died at Dover, N. H., in June, 1802, aged 71 years.

CHILDREN OF THOMAS AND SARAH GOUDEY. 

5. Samuel Goudey 3 (1), son of Thomas 5 (1) and Sarah Goudey, baptized at Hamp- 
ton Falls, N. H., Nov. 29, 1741, was married to Abigail Jones at Newcastle, N. 
H., March 5, 1777. He was in the company of Capt. John Califf and the regiment 
of Col. Pierce Long for the Continental service stationed at Newcastle at the 
entrance of Piscataqua Harbor, one month and sixteen days. Advanced pay 
£2-0-0. Full wages £3-1-4. "Blanket money" 12 shillings. The statement is 
made: "He did not march to Saratoga. He served as a Home Guard". I have 
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found no record of children of this Samuel and Abigail Goudey. She united 
with the church at Gosport, N. H., April 28, 1745. He signed a petition to have 
the town of Rye, N. H., disconnected from Newcastle, March 15, 1784. 

6. William Goudey* (1), a resident of Great Island, or Newcastle, N. H., was in 
the same company, that of Capt. John Caleff, and in the regiment of Col. Pierce 
Long, with Samuel Goudey before mentioned, and was probably a younger brother. 
The statement is made in the Military Records of the State that " William did not 
march to Ticonderoga". After the close of the Revolution this William Goudey 
went to Moose Island, now Eastport, Me., where he was granted a tract of land 
bordering on the seashore of which record was found in the Archives at the State 
House in Boston. Connected with the verbal record was a " Plat 1 ' of the lot of land 
in a chart of Moose Island and a copy made. This was a long and narrow ter- 
ritorial possession extending far back from the shore, nearly cone-shaped and com- 
prised "Goudey's Point" on the coast where he erected his house and wharf and 
engaged extensively in the fishing craft. This land grant was described as follows: 

" Know all Men by these Presents, that we whose names are undersigned and 
seals affixed, appointed by the General Court of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts to make and execute conveyance agreeable to a resolve passed the nine- 
teenth of June eighteen hundred and one and by virtue of the powers vested in 
us by the same resolve and pursuant to a resolve of said Court passed the eighteenth 
of June, seventeen hundred and ninety-one, For and in consideration of Eight 
Dollars and ninety-seven cents to us in hand paid by William Goudey of the town 
of Eastport in the county of Washington and Commonwealth aforesaid, yeoman, 
the right whereof we do hereby acknowledge, and do in behalf of said Common- 
wealth sell, relinquish and quitclaim all the right, title and interest of said Com- 
monwealth in and unto a lot of land in the town of Eastport situate and lying on 
Moose Island (so-called) being numbered ten and containing one hundred acres 
conformable to a certificate returned to the agents aforesaid and will more fully 
appear on the Plan of said Island now lodged in the office of the aforesaid agents; 
provided the same does not interfere with any former grants or reservation made 
by the General Court. To have and to hold the same on conditions and saving 
the reservations aforesaid to him the said William Goudy his heirs and assigns for- 
ever. In testimony whereof we have hereunto set our hands and seals this 
fifteenth day of October eighteen hundred and four".

In the Census Returns of 1790 the name of this William Goudey appears as a 
resident of Eastport, Me., with two males in his family under sixteen years of age. 
Persistent inquiry has failed to trace his family. He evidently had children mar- 
ried and left descendants, but their history is unknown. 

The name of a William Gowdey appears on a Muster Roll of men enlisted for 
His Majesty's service for the total reduction of Canada, of date March 24, 1760, 
whose age was given as 24 years and his birthplace Ireland. At the time of his 
enlistment his residence was stated as Westfield, Mass. The Certificate on the 
reverse was " Hampshire ss. March 31, 1760", and signed by John Worthington 
Colonel and Commissary of Musters. This document stated that said Gowdey 
had received a bounty £10 and £6 Province note and that he had been duly 
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mustered and sworn. I do not assume this to have been the same as the resident 
of Newcastle, N. H. and Eastport, Me., but having no other of this name and 
contemporary dates associate them as above. The clerk of Westfield was communi- 
cated with, but found no such name in the records. 

7. Eleanor Goudey* (1), a daughter of Thomas Goudey, said to have been an 
emigrant from England, which I doubt, born in 1775, was married to Isaac Went- 
worth, a son of Evans and Dorothy Went worth, born Aug. 13, 1776, and died 
in Dover, N. M., July 23, 1827. She died Oct. 5, 1859. Children as follows: 
i. Lydia Wentworth, born Nov. 9, 1798. 
ii. Levi G. Wentworth, born Nov. 22, 1799; probably Levi Goudey 

Wentworth. 
hi. Tappan Wentworth, born Feb. 24, 1802; the distinguished lawyer 
and politician whose biography and portrait are in the Wentworth 
History, 
rv. Amos Wentworth, born Aug. 1805. 
v. Susan Wentworth, born March 1807. 
vi. Dorothy Wentworth, born Nov. 10, 1808. 
vn. Mary M. Wentworth, born Nov. 14, 1810.

1. George Goudey* (2), a son of George 2 (1) and Elizabeth (Morgan) Goudey, was 
married Dec. 25, 1759, to Hannah Hubbard, and had sons and daughters. On 
April 4, 1725 a warrant was issued to appraise the estate of George Goudey of New- 
castle, N. H., with John Odiorne's letter of administration, and the inventory 
represented real estate as consisting of "Seven acers of Rockey Pastuer Land" 
valued at "Seventeen Pounds ten Shillings". 

2. Sarah Goudey* (3), daughter of George* (1) and Elizabeth (Morgan) Goudey, 
was baptized in Newcastle, N. H., Oct. 17, 1762. 

3. Katherine Goudey 1 (1), probably daughter of the first George and Elizabeth 
(Morgan) Goudey, baptized at Newcastle, N. H., July 3, 1709. The records of 
York county, Me., show of date 1729-30 "Katherine Gowdy (of Newcastle) being 
bound over to this Court by Joseph Hammond Esq., one of His Majestie's Justices 
of the Peace for said County to answer for having a bastard child. She appearing 
and owned the fact and declared that one John Evans was the father of said child, 
but she knows not from whence he came nor where he has gone; it is therefore 
considered by ye Court that Said Katherine Gowdy receive fifteen stripes on her 
naked back at ye Post and pay cost one pound six shilling sixpence, or else to pay 
a fine to ye King of three pounds & fees as aforesaid, and stands committed till 
Sentence Performed". 

4. James Goudey 3 (2), son of one George 2 (1) and Elizabeth (Morgan) Goudey, 
was born as early as 1740-50. He was styled "of Portsmouth" Dec. 6, 1764, 
when he married Abigail Newhall of Lynn, and settled in Danvers, formerly 
a part of that town. She died and he married second, May 10, 1769, Elizabeth 
Potter. He was a soldier of the Revolution from Danvers, serving as private 
in the company of Capt. Jeremiah Page which marched in response to the Lexing- 
ton alarm, he being credited with two days service; again in the company of Capt. 
Putnam, Colonel Mansfield's regiment of eight months men with the army at the 
siege of Boston, he having been reported as having enlisted May 5, 1775. His name 
appears next in the Orderly Book of Col. Israel Hutchinson, he having been in 
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Captain Putnam's company and having been taken prisoner at Fort Washington 
Nov. 16, 1776. He next served in Captain Peabody's company, Colonel Ger- 
rish's regiment, from Oct. 14, 1779 to Nov. 22, 1779. He enlisted March 10, 
1781, to serve to the credit of the town of Charlton for the term of three years, 
he being then reported as 19 years of age at the time of enlistment. 

This James Goudey seems to have resided in Danvers near Lynn, but the record 
of his children's births has not been found. 

OEILDBSH OF JAXX8 AJfD ELIZABETH POTTER GOUDXT. 

1. Levi Goudey 9 (1), eldest son of James 1 (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, 
was born in Lynn (or vicinity), Mass., in 1771, married there Oct. 22, 1795, Hannah 
Mansfield. He was a master mariner and was styled " Captain" in the records. 
He died June 22, 1810, aged 39 years. His wife born in Lynn, Mass., March 

1, 1777, died there Aug. 31, 1810, aged 33 years. She was the daughter of Rufus 
and Lydia Mansfield. Oct. 16, 1810, Joseph Mansfield said, "I wish to take ad- 
ministration on the estate of Capt. Levi Gowdey late of Lynn, deceased, there 
being no person in the Commonwealth nearer of Kin than 1". This request was 
granted by Judge Hotten. The estate was long in Probate Court before the final 
settlement and the inventory was very extensive, comprising hundreds of articles. 
Benjamin Oliver was appointed guardian to the minor children and there was an 
account of indebtedness against them as follows: —

Levi O. Gowdey $102.06 

Thomas R. Gowdey $125.70 

Lydia O. Gowdey $305.20 

Olivia M. Gowdey $255.64 

The records show that he owned "About half of a dwelling house and barn 
and about one fourth of an acre of land under and adjoining, prized at $800. One 
half of a workshop prized at $40. The amount of the inventory was $403.42. 
Credits of estate after his death for house rent and notes amounted to $983.83". 
For record of children see forward to fourth generation. 

2. Otis Goudey 8 (2), evidently a son of James and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, 
was a resident of Wakefield, N. H., when the first United States Census was taken 
in 1790, and his name appears in the Returns as head of a family. Research in 
the early records shows that he married Hannah Wentworth, daughter of John 
and Hannah (Hodgdon) Wentworth, who was born Nov. 23, 1771 and baptized 
in 1773. He died in Wakefield, N. H., and his widow and her son named Wentworth 
Goudey, removed to some town in Waldo county, Me., where she was married a 
second time. There is a field in Wakefield, N. H., known as the "Goudey Field", 
and in that locality this family probably lived. It is understood that there are 
some old graves in the pasture near where the farm buildings stood, and some of 
this family may have been buried there. The old Goudey farm lies on the road 
to Sanbornville, N. H., and about one mile distant. This was formerly known 
as the"Witchtrot Road", but since the village was erected and became prosperous 
the name seems to have been discarded. The old Goudey house stood at the 
corner of the Sanbornville road and a drive-way that passed between the house 
and barn which was situated farther back from the highway. The farmhouse was 
a one-story building, low- posted and broad-gabled. It was dismantled long ago. 
The barn was standing until about forty years ago. The old Goudey well may 
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still be seen. Directly opposite the Goudey farm was the Brackett homestead. 
Wakefield Corners lies about one mile north of the Goudey place. Search in the 
records of several towns in Eastern Maine fails to find any information concerning 
the subsequent history of the mother and son. 

3. John Goudey' (2), reputed son of James 1 (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, 
was living in Wakefield, N. H., contemporary with Otis Goudey just mentioned, 
and is believed to have been his brother. A correspondence of names between the 
families indicates their kinship. This could not have been the John Goudey who 
was sometime of Lynn, Mass., for he survived that person several years. This 
John Goudey removed from Wakefield, N. H., to Ossipee, N. H. f where he was 
baptized by Elder John Buzzell in 1808, and was a member of the Freewill Baptist 
church in that town in 1826. When the first inventory was taken in Ossipee, 
he had a horse, two cows, four young cattle, three acres of mowing, ten acres of 
tillage and forty-six acres of wild land. His homestead was near Leighton's Corners 
where a well-known walnut tree has since been standing. He married Elizabeth 
Lbighton and had issue five children, as will presently appear. His wife was a 
daughter of Tobias Leigh ton and is mentioned in the settlement of his estate. 
There are two old slate slabs standing at their graves. See fourth generation. 

4. Betsey Goudey* (1), daughter of James 2 (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, 
was married Nov. 29, 1810, to Rufus Leathe (or Leison). 

5. Nathaniel Olney Goudey* (1), son of James* (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) 
Goudey, and Lydia Stocker had their intention of marriage recorded in Lynn and 
were married there Sept. 4, 1806. He died in Lynn, Mass., July 28, 1825. His 
wife died there Jan. 17, 1841, aged 55 years. Lydia Goudey took oath that she was 
the widow of Nathaniel Olney Goudey and that there were no children or heir 
of said deceased of lawful age to officiate as Administrator, Aug. 16, 1825. In the 
settlement of his estate there was awarded to Lydia Goudey, widow, the lower part 
of one half of the Dwelling House on Federal Street in Lynn with the westerly 
part of the cellar, measuring nine feet from the wall, with one half of the yard in 
front in common with the owner of part of the house, beginning at the centre of 
the front door measuring twenty-one feet to the street, thence by said street 36 
feet, thence to a post seven feet south of the corner of the house, the land back 
of the house beginning at the north-east corner thereof measuring on this land 
twenty-five feet, thence Easterly forty-eight feet, thence Northerly twenty feet 
on land of Betsey Sealand, thence Westerly fifty-one feet to the first described 
lands; with a shed thereon standing, with the privileges of the front door, the 
outer cellar door and to the well. This was on March 11, 1826. Nathaniel O. 
and Lydia Goudey had born in Lynn no less than five children. He was a seaman 
and cordwinder. See forward to fourth generation. 

6. Susanna Goudey 3 (1), daughter of James 2 (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, 
was married in Lynn, Mass., Oct. 7, 1813, to George Burrill. 

7. Polly Goudey 8 (1), daughter of James 2 (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, 
was born in Lynn or vicinity as early as 1776; was married July 7, 1798, to John 
Watts. 

8. John Goudey 1 (3), a son of James 2 (1) and Elizabeth (Potter) Goudey, was 
married in Lynn, Mass., Feb. 16, 1812, to Betsey Robinson, the intention having 
also been recorded there. He died in Lynn Jan. 30, 1822. His wife died there, 
or in Hoags, Conn., of old age Sept. 2, 1876, aged 86 years. She was born in Nova 
Scotia, B. N. A., and buried in Pine Grove Cemetery, Lynn, Mass. But little 
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has been learned concerning this John Goudey from the records more than the 
foregoing. His children born in Lynn were as follows: — 

i. Betsey H. Goudey 4 , born in Lynn, Mass., Oct. 31, 1815; was married 
June 16, 1833 to Andrew Steele and had issue born in Lynn as follows: 

(1) Caroline Steele 6 , born Dec. 6, 1846. 

(2) Catherine Steele 5 , born Aug. 19, 1849. 

ii. Lydia Robinson Goudey 4 , born in Lynn, Mass., Dec. 9, 1817; was 
married March 1, 1840, to James Hawkins in Lynn and had issue as 
follows: —

(2) James Hawkins 5 , born Nov. 28, 1849.

1. Samuel Merrett Goudey 4 (2), eldest son of Levi* (1) and Hannah (Mans- 
field) Goudey, born in Lynn, Mass., July 28, 1796; married Sarah Williams 
Gould, of Bolignee Green, Alabama, in 1850, but had no issue.

Jan. 11, 1840); married Anna Priscilla Keyes, daughter of Otis and Sarone 
(Small) Keyes, and learned to manufacture powder in the mills near Lowell, Mass. 
He subsequently settled in Warren, Me., where he had charge of the powder mills. 
When he was but 14 years of age he lost his father and was put to learn the business 
followed by him through life. In consequence of these circumstances during his 
boyhood and youth he was deprived of the advantages of acquiring an education 
and he was so ambitious to make up for this loss that he attended an evening 
school taught by Rev. Henry F. Snow, a Freewill Baptist Minister, in Wolfborough, 
N. H., where he proved an apt pupil and was soon master of the cardinal principles 
of a practical education. His wife was a lady of superior intelligence and culture 
and a teacher who was of great assistance to her husband in his business affairs. 
He died with pneumonia after a few days illness, March 7, 1882, aged 42 years. 
His wife survived about two years, dying April 5, 1884. They were buried in the 
public cemetery in Warren, Me., where monuments mark their graves. He owned 
some property in Ossipee, N. H., and his widow was appointed the legal guardian 
for the children. 

It may be of interest to know how the compiler discovered this branch of the old 
Marblehead family. While visiting Mrs. Annie-Belle McBride, ne'e Goudey, at her 
home in Portland, she mentioned the fact that her father, the late Harvey Goudey, 
while engaged in merchandising in Bristol, Me., sometimes went to Warren, Me., 
to purchase powder and became acquainted there with a John L. Goudey, the 
superintendent of the mills. The two men compared notes and came to the con- 
clusion that they were remotely related. This interview with Mrs. McBride 
inspired the research which resulted in the acquisition of the genealogy of this 
whole family-connection. By an extensive correspondence the surviving daughters 
of John Leighton Goudey were found, and during a visit to Lynn, Mass., for the 
purpose of searching the early records of the town, the Editor visited Mrs. Emma- 
Florence Brunneal, from whom much additional information was obtained. Chil- 
dren of John and Anna Goudey as follows: — 

i. Emma-Florence Goudey 7 , born in Warren, Me., Feb. 24, 1868; was 
married March 19, 1895, to Emelius Brunneal, son of Thomas and 
Armeria (Brinner) Brunneal, born in Vermont Aug. 12, 1862. She was 
educated in the common schools and under the instruction of her mother, 
and was herself a teacher about three years. This family reside in a 
cosy cottage upon the hillside and it is picturesque and beautifully 
surrounded by rural scenery. The family is connected with the Con- 
gregational church. When at the stair that leads to the entrance of 
the cottage the Editor of this work was waiting for the absent family 
to return, a pretty lassie came tripping along and announced that she 
was a daughter of Mrs. Brunneal; and when he had made his errand 
known she politely invited him within and there entertained him 
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graciously till the return of her mother; and she accompanied him 
down the flight of steps to the sidewalk when he came away. This 
lady-like attention by the daughter seemed so full of confidence and 
was so beautifully bestowed that he feels justified in leaving this record 
of the event.

5. Elizabeth Francis Goudey* (3), a daughter of Thomas' (6) and Sally (East- 
man) Goudey, born in Wakefield, N. H., was married to Samuel Rhines and 
died several years ago.

James Goudy 1 (1), evidently of the Newcastle family, was killed at Louisburg in 
1744. In the Provincial Papers of New Hampshire the following records were 
found: 

"Whereas Elizabeth Goudy, the widow of James Goudy, a volunteer killed in 
the Expedition against Louisburg, has represented to this House that her husband, 
James Goudy, was charged by Capt. Mason with two guns, one of which he returned 
to Capt. Mason and the other into the Province Store for the Expedition against 
Canada. Voted that there be paid out of the money in the Treasury for the use 
of the Expedition against Canada unto the said Elizabeth Goudy the sum of fifty 
shillings in full for said guns." 

Journal of the House Sept. 4, 1746. 

On Sept. 4, 1746, Capt. Jonathan Chesley from the House brought up a vote 
for an allowance of 50 shillings for the widow of James Goudy who was killed at 
the siege of Louisburg, which vote was concurred in by the Council and assented 
to by the Governor. 

Journal of the Assembly Sept. 4, 1746. 

On May 9, 1764. "The Account of Elizabeth Goudy for her son Hugh Goudy's 
Cloaths & Gun being lost at Crown Point in the year 1760, amounting to £83-10," 
Voted that she be allowed fifteen pounds New Tenor. 

Province Journal, May 9, 1764. 

This was evidently the same Elizabeth Goudy who appears in Court as com- 
plainant before mentioned, and was not the Elizabeth (Morgan) Goudy, widow 
of George Goudy mentioned in the settlement of her estate and the purchase of 
houses and land. 



Some of these were doubtless "f reeborn Roman Citizens" who became mem- 
bers of an American " Roman Legion " and possessed the Spartan courage and 
chivalry proverbial for the inhabitants of the "Imperial City." These natives 
of Rome, in Orange County, New York, may not have reached that town by the 
"Appian Way" or have rested in the shadow of the Colosseum, but they assumed 
the same honor, gave a good account of themselves while living and left an 
enviable record when they were transported to the realms of the immortal. 

There appears to exist a discrepancy of opinion among the descendants of 
the two branches of the family settled in Orange County, New York, respecting 
the degree of relationship between them; but, judging from the migrations and 
settlements of the many other early families of the name; their avoidance of 
isolation and their clannish temperament, it is believed that the local association 
of the two branches was not accidental. As intimated in another section of 
this work, the emigrant families bearing the name universally sat down in com- 
munities with those of the same blood and nationality, and it seems plausible 
to assume that these families were no exception to the rule. 

The varient spellings of the surnames as found in the public records and in 
common use among the families, though worthy of consideration, cannot be 
accepted as proof of distinctive connection, for in numerous instances that can 
be cited the same practice has been followed; some spelling their names Gowdy 
while others closely related have adopted the form of Goudy; both assumed 
to be the correct orthography. There seems to have been more consistency, 
however, among the Gowdey families settled in New Jersey and their descend- 
ants in the West, and all adhere to the name Gowdey. 

The local commingling of the families springing from the two branches whose 
ancestral names stand at the head of the pedigrees as herein set forth must have 
resulted in a mutual knowledge of the genealogical connections, and it is reason- 
able to assume that when meeting they often discussed the question for cement- 
ing the fraternal relations between them. For their personal records the reader 
is invited to examine the genealogical sections of this book. 

The pioneer ancestors of this branch of the Gowdey-Goudey family, like so 
many other early American settlers bearing the name, represented the sturdy 
Presbyterian stock who carried their "Articles of Faith" with them when they 
left the vales of Ayrshire in Scotland for their new home in the "Ards" on 
the Peninsular in the County of Down in Ireland; and the elements of moral 
and religious character conspicuous in unnumbered generations of their fore- 
fathers were cherished by them and transmitted as a priceless heritage to their 
posterity. These Gowdey families sat down in communities composed almost 
exclusively of their own countrymen and with them cordially assisted in the 
establishment of churches and schools that have been perpetuated and grown 
from small proportions to institutions of extensive benevolence and moral force 
in the State. 

Here in the American wilderness surrounded by savages these heroic pio- 
neers built their rude log-houses and from the forest hewed the frame for their 
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first meeting-house; here, on the Lord's Day, they assembled to hear the gospel 
from the Presbyterian ministers who had either led them or followed them 
from their native land. From these early inhabitants of this section of the 
State branches have been distributed through the West where many of them 
have been conspicuous in the various professions, political official positions and 
practical relations of life. The following records and information gathered 
from the public documents and in correspondence, and frequently wanting in 
harmony, will disclose all that is known concerning this widely scattered family. 
The first person known representing this family was a John Gowdey who 
with his wife Elizabeth Millan came over from the North of Ireland to Orange 
County, New York, in a vessel of the "Black Hall Line" and settled in Little 
Britain as farmers. This John Gowdey became a member of the Presbyterian 
church in that township in 1832. In the Presbyterian churchyard in Little 
Britain there are standing some old-fashioned slabs erected to the memory of 
this couple inscribed as follows: "John Gowdey died March 1, 1845, aged 
79 years." " Elizabeth Gowdey died Feb. 9, 1833, aged 62 years." " Natives 
of Ireland." The inscription makes the birth of John Gowdey in 1766 and that 
of his wife in 1767. See forward.

James Gowdey 1 (1), parents' names and residence unknown, was said 
to have been born in Kingston, Ulster County, New York; married 
Catherine (another says Nancy) Swart, or Schwartz, a daughter of Isaac 
Swartzand his wife Maria Carney, who was bornatSparkhill, Shawagunk, N.Y., 
Dec. 25, 1792. and died at Sparkhill, N. Y., March 31, 1848, aged 61 years.

Census was taken. He was a shoemaker by trade. They were buried on Holly 
Rood farm in Bellville, N. Y. This branch of the Gowdey family is believed 
to have been closely related to the other branch settled at Little Britain, Orange 
Co., N. Y., but the connection has not been proven.

He is assu med to have been identical with the John Gowdey mentioned by San- 
ford S. Gowdey, Esq., of Middleton, N. Y., as his relative living in the city of 
New York. See his note on preceding pages. He married Rachel Campbell 
of Scotch descent, who was born in Gloucester, Camden County, New Jersey, 
and died in New York City in 1810. He died in Baltimore, Md. Was he the 
father of Jonathan and Stephen Gowdey who were associated with Baltimore? 
Rachel (Gowdey) Underwood told her daughter, Jane Russell, that the ances- 
tors of brothers and sisters came from Scotland to Ireland at the time of the 
Charles Stuart rebellion and settled in the Townland of Atheney Cloy, county 
of Armagh; and that the families emigrating to America came over in a packet 
ship of the "Black Ball Line". The whole traditionary history is confusing 
and contradictory and without more reliable records it is impossible to bring 
harmony out of chaos.

Recent discoveries among the Archives and County offices of Pennsylvania 
are corroborative of the traditions prevailing in the western branches of the 
Gowdy and Goudy family concerning their origin. These documents disclose 
the fact that several members of the families in that province served as Rangers 
on the frontier and during the Revolution as well. Some of them served in 
the Navy and the names of the boats or vessels are in the Archives. During 
the Indian troubles some of the Goudy and Gowdy families were represented 
among the "Paxtang Rangers" called, sometimes, "The Paxtang Boys." The 
Registry of Deeds and of Wills and Administrations contain a record of the 
estates and land transactions of the Gowdy and Goudy families in what is now 
the State of Pennsylvania. However, any attempt to harmonize and connect 
these isolated records without more particulars is futile; but they show the 
existence of the several families there and a few have been well proven heads 
of the western branches, as tradition in those households indicated. 

It was assumed that all of the Goudy and Gowdy families had, long ago, 
become extinct in Pennsylvania, and the recent discovery of records pointing 
to the residence of several branches there of recent date was somewhat surpris- 
ing. And there may still be living within the state families of the name of 
whom nothing has been found in the public records. Pennsylvania is a large 
state and it would require a long and expensive search to find the places of 
residence of all the early families who settled within its boundary. The dis- 
covery of the families in Crawford County so recently was something unex- 
pected ; and through this knowledge the family ancestry in Cumberland County 
was traced. 

The fact of the settlement in the western states of so many families bearing 
the Gowdy and Goudy names alongside of each other in the same townships 
and communities, seem to indicate relationship and concert of action when 
removing and home-making in new localities. There must have been some 
intimacy of association and feasible means of communication between such 
families when living in the Mother-State, as their movements were well timed 
and understood. 

In closing this introductory note the Editor wishes to advise those persons 
to whom he has applied for information, whether bearing the Gowdy and Goudy 
names or related by intermarriage, and have declined to reply, to keep silent 
if they discover errors of statement or dates when they see the result that has 
been attained by others without their assistance. Such persons have had an 
opportunity to contribute their knowledge of the family history for this memo- 
rial and possibly to have enhanced its value, but have, through apathy or a 
determination not to afford any data for the work, withheld their influence 
and should forever avoid any criticism of the published materials. While many 
have cheerfully responded to the compiler's solicitations for assistance and have 
from their first knowledge of the undertaking manifested an unabated interest 
in its progress, others have positively declined to render any aid and have 
appropriated the postage enclosed for their replies to be used for their more 
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favored correspondents. This lack of interest in the history of a respectable 
family is no credit to such persons, but rather reflects upon their ignorance 
or inclination to remain silent.

The Registry of Deeds for York Couty, Pennsylvania, show that on Sept. 
16, 1780, John Goudy sold to Jacob Arndt a tract of land in Cumberland Town- 
ship, York County, containing 190 acres and 55 perches. His heirs mentioned 
in this conveyance were John Goudy, Jr., William Goudy and Anne Goudy. 
Also, on April 20, 1797, John Goudy sold to John Gross a tract of land in 
Franklin Township, York County, containing 171 acres and 144 perches. This 
was all that was found relating to the Goudy family. This was the same John 
Goudy frequently mentioned in the Pennsylvania Archives, as will appear 
when the references are consulted in this work. It seems quite evident that 
he was one of the John Goudys whose name stands at the head of the Wayne 
County, Ohio, families. * The selling out of his land might have been prepara- 
tory to his removal west. — EDITOR.

His 
name as Ensign frequently appears. 

Samuel Gowdy. In a list of Captains, Associated and Militia, Cumberland County, 

Perm., the name of Capt. Samuel Gowdy appears; He was in the 
"Walts Battalion " in July, 1776. In a list of ' ' Bateau Men " hired 
in the service of the Province of Pennsylvania, of date June 10, 
1757-8, Samuel Gowdy appears. In a Return made Sept. 28, 1792, 
of the Field and other commissioned officers of the Third Battalion 
Cumberland County Militia, it appears that Samuel Gowdy was in 
the service at that time. 



Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, was taken from Lancaster County, 
and the families of Gowdy settled in the latter section were found to be resident 
in the newer county. The Goudy families were settled in Lancaster County, 
but were afterwards assigned to Cumberland County. The Archives of the 
State containing the Gowdy record indicates that Cumberland County was 
their principal place of residence. The Registers of Wills and of Deeds in 
Cumberland County have been carefully examined and abstracts of all docu- 
ments found were taken therefrom. The appearance of duplicate names and 
at different dates results in some confusion and doubt respecting their individual 
identity. However, we shall make use of all pertinent information gathered 
and where any obscurity exists must leave the case for others to analyze and 
elucidate. 

Samuel Gowdy (1), evidently the son of another Samuel Gowdy, who must 
have been one of the original emigrants from the North of Ireland, made his 
will in Tyrone Township, Cumberland County, Pennsylvania (now in Perry 
County which was stricken from Cumberland County in 1820), dated the 22d 
of February. 1791. This was probated 24th of October, 1796, and recorded 
at Carlisle in Will Book "F", page 43. After making provision for the payment 
of his just debts and funeral expenses he bequeaths to his wife, Sarah Gowdy, 
the two rooms downstairs in his dwelling, one room on the second floor and 
liberty to use the kitchen, with a sufficiency of firewood cut and delivered to 
her and one-half of the household furniture, two cows kept for her, one-half 
of the garden, 2 bushels of potatoes carefully planted and raised, 1 bushel of 
flax seed sowed in good ground, 1 horse and saddle to use when she thinks 
proper, and 4 sheep to be kept for her. He further directs that as long as 
Elizabeth Baskins, widow, lives with his wife Sarah they shall receive 15 bushels 
of wheat, 10 bushels of corn, 200 pounds of pork, and 100 pounds of beef yearly; 
but if Elizabeth departs, or dies, then his wife, Sarah Gowdy, is to have 12 
bushels of wheat, 5 bushels of corn, 150 pounds of pork and 60 pounds of beef 
yearly. The said Elizabeth Baskins is to pay £5. yearly to his son, James 
Gowdy, out of (he Dowery to her from the estate of James Baskins, deceased.

Should she marry, she is to have her own household furniture 

and a saddle and £50. to be paid out of the real estate two years after his death. 

He bequeaths to his eldest son, James Gowdy, £5. to be paid him in one 

year; gives to Sarah Meharey, when she becomes 18 years of age, one cow. 

He gave his son Samuel Gowdy all his real and personal estate subject to 
the above bequests. He appointed his wife, his son Samuel, and Edward 
West executors.

Sarah Meharey must have been a " bound girl" living in the family of 
Samuel Gowdy. 



Samuel Gowdy 1 (1), of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, was probably 
an emigrant from the North of Ireland and of Scotch descent. He was of the 
same race and family as the other western branches. At the time of the first 
census taken in the United States this man was living with his family in Cum- 
berland County, Pennsylvania, and was accredited with two sons, one over 
sixteen years of age, the other under sixteen; hence we see that the eldest was 
born as early as 1774. His residence was given as in "Eastern portion of Cum- 
berland County". Among the old papers of Samuel Gowdy of Crawford 
County, Pa., there was found a receipt of date 1794, given by James Gowdy 
to this brother, showing that Samuel the father was deceased. In a letter 
among the same papers of date Nov. 17, 1803, this James Gowdy expresses 
a wish — " I would be glad to hear from my mother". Here is a hint, at least, 
that she had gone to live with her son Samuel after the death of her husband. 
This is all we can furnish concerning this member of the family. It is possible, 
even probable, that a thorough examination of the documents relating to 
Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, would reveal something more respecting 
this man. Like that of Moses the Lawgiver of Israel, the place of his burial 
is not known. See will of Samuel Gowdy of Cumberland County, Penn.

I. Samuel Gowdy' (2), a son of Samuel 1 (1) and Sarah Gowdy, born in Tyrone, 
County of Cumberland, Pennsylvania, but the dates seem contradictory. If 
he was a Paymaster for the army during the Revolution as represented by his 
descendants, he was born as early as 1755 and was not less than 90 years of 
age at his death. He served as paymaster in 1812-1814. There are among 
his papers documents that bear evidence that he held the commissions of 
"Captain", "Major" and "Colonel" later in life, and by this title he was 
locally known when he was advanced in years. It is said that his " Discharge" 
could not be found. Sometime during the latter part of the 18th century he 
moved to the north-western part of Pennsylvania, about sixteen miles west 
of Meadville, now the County Seat, in Crawford County, where he took up 
800 acres of land; this was afterwards near Conncautville, Pa. He was an 
Old Scotch Presbyterian and a worthy representative of the Covenanting 
stock from which he sprung; and could cordially adopt the sentiment of that 
sublime old hymn so often sung with power by his denomination: — 

" Faith of our Fathers, holy faith, 

We will be true to thee till death." 

On the lands which he located he cleared a large and productive farm and 
continued there till his death. He made his will April 4, 1845, and died before 
Sept. 23, 1848, when this document was presented for probate. He was living 
and added a codicil to his will June 12, 1848; these dates giving us a close 
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approximate to the time of his death. In this will he mentions his " Mansion 
House" in which he then lived. He provided that his widow should have a 
"Saddle horse, Saddle and Bridle; two cows, four sheep and the uncontrolled 
use of the Mansion House." She was also to have the household furniture, 
suitable clothing and a decent Christian burial. He also gave his sons and 
daughters lands for farms from the extensive territorial areas he possessed. 

It has been the family tradition that this Samuel Gowdy had a brother, 
James Gowdy, who settled in Ohio and became head of the numerous families 
of this name there. There was found among the papers of this Samuel a 
receipt from James Gowdy of Crawford County, Pennsylvania, to Samuel his 
brother in Crawford County, Pennsylvania, bearing date 1794 which shows 
that their father, Samuel Gowdy, Sr., was dead; and in an old letter written 
Nov. 17, 1803, James says, "I would be glad to hear from my mother." This 
last expression is a hint that she had gone to live with her son Samuel after 
her husband's death. 

There is another receipt from the Register General in Philadelphia of date 
Sept. 14, 1837, for the payment of £13-14-3 for 30 acres of land in Tyrone 
Township, Cumberland County, Pennsylvania. 

Samuel Gowdy married Elizabeth Gillieland of an ancient Scotch race 
by whom he had eight children, whose names will hereafter appear. These 
parents died on their homestead farm and were buried in a small churchyard 
not distant from the place of their abode. See forward. 

2. James Gowdy* (1), a son of Samuel Gowdy of Cumberland County, Penn- 
sylvania, is said to have settled in Ohio and to have been the progenitor of the 
numerous families about Xenia in that state. Old papers found among the 
effects of Samuel Gowdy prove that he had a brother James living in Cum- 
berland County, Pennsylvania, in 1794. In an old letter of date this James 
Gowdy says, "I would like to hear from my mother." This indicates that 
she was at that time living with her son, Samuel Gowdy, in Crawford County. 
We must leave this James Gowdy and his history for future investigation. See 
will of Samuel Gowdy in preceding pages.

1. Samuel Gowdy 3 (3), evidently the oldest son of Samuel 2 (2) and Elizabeth 
(Gillieland) Gowdy, died unmarried. 

2. James Gowdy 3 (2), second son of Samuel 2 (2) and Elizabeth (Gillieland) 
Gowdy, born in Crawford County, Pa., married Mary McClure of a Scotch- 
Irish family, and was given lands for his farm taken from the original tract his 
father located, and lived there till his death in 1845. There were not less than 
two sons whose records will appear hereafter. His widow was married to 
R. K. Dunn at Conneautville, Pa., where she and her husband died only a 
few years ago. She and her children were generously remembered in the will 
made by Samuel Gowdy and given 100 acres of land from the southwest section 
of the Beard Tract, so-called, to be equally divided between them. The mother 
was to have the sole use of this during the time she remained a widow for her 
support and the raising and educating of her children, her right to cease imme- 
diately in the event of a second marriage. This condition was cancelled by 
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a codicil, Aug. 21, 1848, and she, Mary Ann Gowdy, was to have and enjoy 
the piece of land during her natural lifetime clear of any claim, interest or right 
of any husband she might marry — on condition of the maintenance of her two 
sons by James Gowdy; and it is expressly understood that on failure to thus 
support the children this bequest was to be forfeited and they shall at once 
enter into possession of the land. See forward for children's names and records. 

2. John A. Gowdy* (1), third son of Samuel 1 (2) and Elizabeth (Gillieland) 
Gowdy, born in Crawford County, Pa., in 1820; married Eliza McKay of a 
Scotch family and settled on the homestead farm which was given him by his 
father's will in 1848, with the houses, cows, hogs, sheep and farming tools, 
on condition that he care for his mother. He was the father of five children 
whose names will appear hereafter. Mrs. Gowdy died about 1869 and in 1870 
he sold his farm and removed with his family to Springboro, Pa., where he 
remained until the sad accident recorded as follows: "Mr. Gowdy was em- 
ployed on the roof of the engine house of the mill in Springboro, Pa., when he 
slipped and fell to the ground, a distance of eight feet. He was apparently 
uninjured and returned to his work on the roof, but shortly before noon he 
fell off again, the shingles being very slippery from the whitewash put on to 
prevent the sparks from catching. This time he was unable to rise and was 
carried into the engine house by the workmen and there revived sufficiently 
to walk home, a few blocks, the use of a carriage being declined as unnecessary. 
He took his accustomed place at the table but could take no food. About 
midnight he began to raise blood, and as the hemorrhages continued surgical 
attention proved unavailing and he died in the morning. As there were no 
serious marks found on his body it was very evident that his death was the 
result of internal injuries." 

A singular coincidence is related in connection with this sad death, as his 
wife died on the same day of the same month five years before and was buried 
on the same day of the same month as her husband. Two years previously 
a daughter was buried on the same day of the same month as her parents. 

John Gowdy, born in the year 1820, died Sept. 5, 1874, aged 54 years. 
Eliza (McKay) Gowdy, wife of John A. Gowdy, born May 23, 1827, died Sept. 
5, 1869, aged 42 years, of consumption. Buried at Springboro, Pa. 

4. Eleanor Jane Gowdy 3 (1), a daughter of Samuel 2 (2) and Elizabeth (Gillie- 
land) Gowdy, born in Crawford County, Pa., was married to Wiliam Dbn- 
nison and moved to the State of Iowa many years ago. Their residence was 
at Ida Grove not distant from Sioux City, la., where she probably died; then 
the family removed to near Spokane, Washington, about the year 1881-2. 
She is mentioned as a legatee in her father's will in 1845, and a tract of land 
was assigned her equally with her sisters. Her children were, as far as is 
remembered, Augustus Dennison of Ephratah, Washington, who was known 
to own a ranch near that town; Scott Dennison, of Colfax, Washington, who 
was a ranchman near that town some years ago; Lewis Dennison and four 
daughters whose names are not given. Letters asking for particular infor- 
mation were addressed to the brothers in Washington, but no reply was 
received. 

5. Nancy Gowdy 3 (1), probably the oldest daughter of Samuel 2 (2) and Eliza- 
beth (Gillieland) Gowdy, born in Crawford Co., Pa., was never married and 
lived at home with her parents. She was provided for in her father's will in 
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1^45 and lived to a venerable age. She was buried by the side of her father 
and mother in the churchyard near their home. 

6. Mary Ann Gowdy 8 (1), third daughter of Samuel 1 (2) and Elizabeth (Gil- 
lieland) Gowdy, born in Crawford Co., Pa., was married to Henry D. Cook 
and lived at Conneautville, Pa. She was the mother of a large family and 
their names as remembered by relatives were Lester, Sanford, Wilford, Harry, 
Emily, Hattie and Anna. Letters were forwarded to Lester and Mrs. Emily 
Gaeger at Cleveland, Ohio, wife of Edward Gaegar, a multimillionaire, asking 
for family records, but she replied that she could give no information whatever 
concerning her father's family. Singularly ignorant about the domestic circle. 
Thus the Editor must leave, reluctantly, this family without the desirable 
information. 

7. Pataline Gowdy 3 (1), fourth daughter of Samuel 2 (2) and Elizabeth (Gil- 
lieland) Gowdy, born in Crawford Co., Pa., was married to Theodore M. 
Power and lived on a farm given her by her father from his original tract 
and there she lived and brought up her large family named: Samuel A., Nancy, 
Jennie, Dorah, and Mary. These grew to manhood and womanhood. Others 
died in childhood. Persistent requests failed to procure more information. 
She was remembered as a legatee in her father's will in 1845.

1. John McClure Gowdy 4 (2), son of James* (2) and Mary Ann (McClure) 
Gowdy, born four miles south of Conneautville, Summerhill Township, Craw- 
ford County, Pennsylvania, April 2, 1844; married Oct. 2, 1876, Florence 
J. Rushmore, daughter of William B. and Phileta Rushmore, of Conneaut- 
ville, Pa. He resided in the latter town till Oct. 1, 1881; in Los Angeles, 
California, four years; in Oakland, California, from 1888 to 1892, and in 
Cherry vale, Kansas, since. He has been Superintendent of building and con- 
struction. Church connections, Old School Presbyterian. No secret orders. 
Mr. Gowdy is now in poor health. There are no children in this family. 

2. James A. Gowdy* (3), a son of James 3 (2) and Mary Ann (McClure) Gowdy, 
born near Conneautville, Pa., and now resides near his place of birth. He was 
a legatee in the will of his grandfather in 1845. His children's names as far 
as known were George, Bessie, and Donald.

1. Pataline Elizabeth Gowdy 4 (2), a daughter of John A. 3 (1) and Eliza 
(McKay) Gowdy, born May 24, 1850, in Summerhill Township, Crawford Co., 
Pa., was married July 11, 1869, to Orrin R. Baldwin, and died at Sharps- 
ville, Mercer Co., Pa., Feb. 7, 1877, but was buried in the Spring cemetery 
at Spring Valley, Pa. She was the mother of two children whose names will 
presently appear. Orrin R. Baldwin is now a prominent citizen of Detroit, 
Mich. He has been engaged in the manufacture of lumber, but later of agri- 
cultural implements. He was for several years quite active in commercial 
affairs in Detroit. He was president of the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Exchange for two years; of the Detroit Chamber of Commerce two years and 
of the Masonic Temple Association six years. He is a member of the District 
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Commandry No 1. of Michigan, Consistory Scottish Rites 322; of the Ma- 
sonic Temple Nobles Mystic Shrine, etc. Children as follows: 

i. Charles H. Baldwin, born Feb. 8, 1872, at Springboro, Pa., and 

died at Detroit, Mich., Jan. 25, 1889. His remains were laid beside 

those of his mother in the Spring cemetery.

She was married Oct. 1, 
1881, to Isaiah Collins Montgomery, by whom she had one child. She 
died Aug. 21, 1883, and was buried at Canton, Kan. Isaiah C. Montgomery, 
born Oct. 23, 1854, at Conneautville, Pa., is now a resident of El Reno, Okla., 
where he is in the dry goods trade. Secret orders: Mason Blue Lodge, Knights 
Templar, Eastern Star, Order of High Priesthood, Odd Fellow, W. O. W., 
Woodman of the World. As a Mason he has filled all the chairs of the order; 
Master, High Priest, Eminent Commander, Worthy Patron, Council Com- 
mander. In religious faith he is a Methodist. He married secondly, June 9, 
1885, Kate Almira Smith, who was born Sept. 29, 1863, being the daughter 
of Frederick Gillet, born in Litchfield, Conn., Oct. 1, 1819, and Adaline Eudo- 
cia (Blackman), who was born at No. Pitcher, N. Y. Mr. Montgomery was 
the son of Robert Montgomery, born June 6, 1827, at Conneautville, Pa., 
and died there Oct. 7, 1895. He married Mary M. Collins, who was born 
July 1, 1831, at Espyville, Pa., and died Jan. 19, 1912, at Conneautville, Pa. 
All were Presbyterians of Covenanter stock. The daughter, 

i. Adah Belle Montgomery, was born July 7, 1882, in Canton, Kan. 
She was married Oct. 1, 1902, at El Reno, Kan., to Frank Edward 
Gillet and now resides in Nashville, Tenn., where he is a wholesale 
grain dealer. He is the son of Judge Frank Edward Gillet and Anna 
Foster of El Reno, Kansas. No issue. 

5. Samuel H. Gowdy 4 (3), only son of John A. 3 (2) and Eliza (McKay) Gowdy. 
born near Conneautville, Crawford Co., Pa., July 16, 1864; married first, 
April 5, 1887, Nina Pitzer, b. Winterault, Iowa, June 12, 1870; died in 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 24, 1899, daughter of William F. and Nancy Pitzer. He 
married second, March 31, 1908, in Rantoul, la., Belle Covalt, born June 
29, 1867. His first wife was buried in the Spring cemetery, Springboro, Pa. 
His second wife's father was Charles T. Covalt and her mother Anna M. 
Whitney. His residence is now in San Antonio, Texas. He was for twenty 
years connected with the American Harrow Company, at Detroit, Mich., as 
Team's Sales Manager, leaving them in the fall of 1903, and engaged in the 
automobile business known as the" Motor Sales Company;" this proved unsatis- 
factory and he closed out and went to Cherryvale, Kansas, where with W. W. 
Rushmore, he formed a co-partnership known as the Rushmore & Gowdy 
Engineering and Contract Works, for building sewers, brick pavements and 
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general concrete work, located at Kansas City, Mo. This business has been 
removed to San Antonio, Texas, where Samuel H. Gowdy now resides. He 
has caused to be placed in the Spring Cemetery upon the Gowdy lot a very 
large and imposing monument of Barre Granite on the side of which is chis- 
seled in large bold letters the name "GOWDY". From his first knowledge 
of this family memorial he has manifested a deep interest in its progress and 
contributed much of interest to its pages. He has in his possession the old 
documents once the property of his grandfather and these have thrown con- 
siderable light on the family history.

A SCOTCH-IRISH ANCESTRY. 





PREAMBLE. — By conjoining the fragments found in the early documents 
preserved in the state and county archives, supplemented by the traditions that 
have survived among the descendants of the emigrant ancestors who first came to 
the colonies of Delaware, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, the compiler of this work 
has composed what follows. There were several brothers and sisters — some say 
five, others seven — who, with a few neighbors allied by intermarriage, unable 
longer to endure the unrelented persecution and unbearable insults imposed upon 
them by the Catholic Irish around them, supplemented by the difficulty of obtain- 
ing an extension of their land-leases at reasonable rates, assembled at stated places 
in the district locally known as "The Ards," in the county of Down and province 
of Ulster, Ireland, and after due consideration decided to leave the homes and 
graves of their fathers and seek an asylum where they could enjoy civil and religious 
liberty and become owners of their own firesides. By some, the undertaking 
was viewed with serious misgivings. The dangers of the long voyage upon the 
ocean and the local conditions that would confront them in the New World were 
carefully weighed and balanced between the several families. The days and 
weeks following the decision to remove were full of excitement and commotion 
and there was much running to and fro. The men gathered at the road-corners 
to discuss their prospects in their broad Scotch-Irish dialect and women under 
shawls assembled about the hearth-stones to compare opinions and encourage 
each other. Their household goods and personal belongings were collected and 
prepared for transportation; then carried in carts to the ports from which they 
were to sail. When the day had arrived for leaving their old neighborhood they 
were accompanied to the landings by their kindred and friends and the scene as 
described by their descendants was pathetic and sad. Many of these devoted 
Presbyterians formed a circle and kneeling in humble prayer commended the de- 
parting emigrants to Divine protection; and when at last they were to embark 
the hands were clasped and amid the falling of tears the farewells were spoken. 

As anticipated, the voyages in the sailing vessels were long, stormy and attended 
with much suffering. They were more than three months on the ocean and were 
tossed about with hurricanes and overwhelming seas. There was great rejoicing 
when land was sighted and all were pleased to set their feet upon the shores even 
though there were dangers to face in the wilderness. These families disembarked 
at Newcastle, then in Pennsylvania, now in Delaware, and while the wives and 
daughters were left behind the men started out to find places for the founding 
of their homes on the skirts of the forests. As soon as their claims were staked 
out and some rude log-houses put up, these hardy sons of toil returned and guided 
their families to their future places of abode. 

All around them were wild beasts and savage Indians, but with a strong will 



NOTE. — These families of Gowdy and Gaudy were certainly descended from the Miller-Families 
so long resident in Ayrshire, Scotland, and those who removed to the American Colonies were probably 
two or three generations down the stream of posterity from the original pioneers who settled in the 
Plantation of Ulster. The soil of the old churchyards in Ulster is "seeded down" with the bones of 
the fathers and mothers of the American emigrants, but not many of them had any monuments to 
mark the places of their rest. — Editok. 
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and brawny arms the forests were hewed down and broad fields cleared. They 
were a people of industrious habits and frugality and readily adjusted themselves 
to their new conditions. Deprivations and hardships were anticipated and borne 
with patience and heroism. The men were walking upon their own soil and their 
wives and daughters performing their household duties around their own hearth- 
stones. Peace and tranquility prevailed in their homes and the worship of God 
was maintained. 

Pennsylvania became the centre in the Middle-State colonies for the settlement 
of the Presbyterians in the New World. Before 1720 these Scotch-Irish pioneers 
had extended their plantations as far as the mouth of the Susquehanna river and 
were of sufficient numbers to form three Congregations. Fom Pennsylvania a 
continuous stream of emigrants flowed South and West to establish new settle- 
ments. Churches were built and schools were opened. 

It appears that the pioneer settlers in Pennsylvania became permanent residents 
and spent their lives on the farms cleared by them; but their sons, born within 
the Colony, removed to the westward and formed new settlements. The following 
abstracted from the records shows in a vague way the number of families then 
living in the state. According to the 1790 Census Returns there were then six 
families living in Pennsylvania. 

James Gowdy living in Tyrone township and Fayette County, had one son. 
Robert Gowdy living in Dauphine County, had two sons and five daughters. 
William Gowdy Sr. living in Washington County, had no children assigned to him. 
William Gowdy Jr. had four sons and three daughters. Samuel Gowdy living 
in the Eastern part of Cumberland County, had two sons and three daughters. 
John Gowdy, born in 1742, had sons James born in 1777 and John born in 1789. 
Some of the families of the American-born had at that time removed to Kentucky 
and other Western settlements. These went to Pittsburg and sailed down the 
Ohio river to Fort Sterling and sat down about Lexington, Paris, and Mount 
Sterling, in Kentucky. 

The early families of Gowdy and Goudy that were settled in Pennsylvania 
were members of the Presbyterian Congregations that worshiped at the churches 
of Paxtang which were organized in 1729, and that of the Donegal congregation 
organized about the same time. Let us fancy the scene as these devout Scotch- 
Irish Presbyterians, coming through wooded paths and winding forest roads, 
forgathered in the old stone churches they had erected on the borders of the wilder- 
ness, on Sabbath morning. The men were dressed in the garb brought from their 
homes in Ireland. Their coats were surtouts with high collars, broad fronted; 
their waistcoats double-breasted and their necks swathed about with manifold 
black handkerchiefs. These yeomen had broad faces, square-cut chins and full 
upper lips. The women were clad in full-skirted dresses with long cloaks and 
shawls. All entered the lowly sanctuary with serious and demure demeanor as 
becometh those who are to hold communion with the Infinite. These families 
had been acquainted with the Scriptures from their youth and had learned to recite 
the Catechism at the firesides of their homes in Ireland. They were critical listeners 
to the long, doctrinal discourses preached by the Presbyterian ministers, and if 
a passage was quoted wrong they were sure to make note of the mistake and would 
tell it to their families when they reached home. The sermons were memorized 
and dissected with the analysis of the theological critic. These plain-looking 
pioneers were intelligent and discriminating and removed the bones from their 
fish before swallowing it.

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These families were not only descended from the Covenanters physically, but 
had inherited from them their religious faith as a precious legacy. They had 
heard and treasured the traditions concerning the sufferings of their ancestors for 
conscience* sake among the mountains and morasses of Scotland, and memory 
of these recitals and the visions of the scenes they involved fired their souls with 
zeal for the uncompromising perpetuation of the doctrines and forms of worship 
beloved of their sainted fathers. The congregations assembled within these 
colonial churches were typical of the Kirks where their fathers had worshiped in 
Ireland and were but segments from the mother church in their old homeland. 
They sang the Psalms composed by the Shepherd-King of Israel and reverentially 
humbled themselves at the hour of prayer. And these men could fight as well 
as pray. Among the quaint stories told about the rigid principles of these Scotch- 
Irish saints is the following: 

Sometime during a week-day two of them met in the field, one a minister on 
his glebe and the other a layman on his farm, and became engaged in sharp dispute 
in relation to the line-fence, and the controversy waxed warmer till their anger 
was hissing-hot. This was heard by some of the neighbors and when they saw 
the church member in his seat on the next Sabbath listening attentively to the 
sermon they were surprised. At the intermission one of the brethen approached 
the neighbor who had been so angry at the minister the previous day, expressed 
his amazement on seeing him at church and received the following characteristic 
reply: "Aye, I quarrelled wi' the minister yestreen 'tis true, but I wud hae ye 
onderstand I has nae quarrel wi' the gospel." 

The Scotch-Irish in Pennsylvania suffered much from the inhuman oppressions 
by the Indians and a company was formed from among the pioneers and commanded 
by their ministers known as the "Paxtang Boys," and "Paxtang Rangers," which 
took up arms in defence of the settlement. While treating the Quakers who had 
settled around them with kindness these Presbyterians seem to have become a 
conspicuous mark for the terrible atrocities practised by the savages; and when 
their patience and forbearance had become exhausted they retaliated with severe 
punishment upon their foes. For this reprisal the Scotch-Irish were censured by the 
Quakers and possibly the Indians were incited to their raids upon these Presby- 
terians by the " Broad-brims." These pioneer settlers from Ireland were a peace- 
loving and inoffensive people but they felt justified in defending their homes and 
families and with undaunted courage took their rifles to do this. It was with 
them a question of the survival of the fittest; the defence of their rights and the 
maintai nance of their footing upon the soil or their extinction and the reign of 
their enemies. We should have lived in their times and endured the sufferings 
they endured to be qualified to act as their judge or to sit as post-mortem jurors to 
pass sentence upon their conduct. 

In this Preamble we have asserted that many of the Gowdys and Goudys 
remained in Pennsylvania after their kindred had removed westward and formed 



NOTE.— THE OLD PAXTON CHURCH. This quaint old sanctuary was built of limestone whicb 
has stood the htornis of many decades. The grave stones near it are surrounded by a good stone wall 
and contain many monuments. The most ancient of these were cut from red slate, are much defaced, 
and their inscriptions nearly illegible and rudely chiseled. Some of the residents of this enclosure 
were killed by the Indians. On one stone it is recorded that the man to whose memory it was erected 
vettled in the Township in 1720. As he was bom in Ireland, this date fixes the year of the first com- 
ing of the Scotch-Irish to the Colony. This old church is near a tract of woodland lying behind and 
at the side* of it. and its front opens to a beautiful cultivated country below. The first minister was 
the Rev. .John F.Mer, horn in Ireland. Paxton wis the earliest form of the local name and now 
end) rates .several towns that uore detached from the original tract. 
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new settlements. The following names and dates were procured from the office 
of the Register of Probate in Washington County, Pennsylvania, and relate to some 
of the early American-born members of the families whose names appeared upon 
the Registry of Deeds and Tax-lists of the state. These names were found in the 
indices along with attending references to the volume and pages where more par- 
ticulars were evidently recorded. It is believed that there are other sources of 
information in the Counties where the families under notice settled, but to obtain 
this data would require personal investigation at a prohibitive cash expense which 
the present compiler was not warranted in supplying. This desirable documentary 
information might have been sufficient for making the full connections between 
the pioneers and their descendants who settled in Kentucky and Ohio; something 
the Editor very much desired.

Editor's Note — This section of the family history was transposed from an account 
written down by James Gowdy of Xenia, Ohio, when he was sixty-eight years of 
age, at the request of his family; but that document has been materially enlarged 
and enhanced in value by information acquired through correspondence with 
descendants now living. The traditions held by the venerable members of the 
Ohio families have become much modified by transmission during the passing 
decades and are inharmonious at the present time. The substance and dates of 
the published accounts relating to the early generations of the family are con- 
flicting and the compiler has encountered insuperable difficulties in his attempt 
to syncronize them. In some instances the Editor has deemed it necessary to 
preserve two versions of the traditionary and literary statements, both seeming 
to have been equally authentic, and leaves the reader to make his choice or accept 
both as correct. For reasons unknown the statement was written that James 
Gowdy, or John Gowdy his son, heads of the Xenia, Ohio, families was born 
in Connecticut, whereas it was a well-known fact that he was born in Delaware, 
where his emigrant ancestors first settled. Abundant documentary evidence 
exists to prove the origin of these western branches of the Gowdy and Goudy 
family. There is not a shadow of reason for believing that the eastern and 
western families were closely related save in the faraway foreign connection 
mentioned in the "Compendium of History" now appearing in this volume. 
1. James Gowdy 1 (1), parents' names unknown, arrived at Newcastle, Delaware, 
then in Pennsylvania, in the autumn of 1707 as an emigrant from the north of 
Ireland. In a letter dictated by Mrs. Ellen Bressler, a granddaughter of John 
Ryan, whose wife was Jane Gowdy, and a woman of remarkable memory, we have 
learned that families of Gowdy, Ryan, and Boyd, old neighbors and relatives, 
emigrated from the north of Ireland early in the eighteenth century and settled 
at Fishers Creek Valley, Dauphin County, Pennsylvania; that these families took 
up tracts of land there and cleared farms, but, later, on account of the Indian 
troubles, evacuated their clearings and did not return but settled in Chester County 
of that state. This James Gowdy married one of the Boyd daughters and had no- 
less than four children whose names have come down to us. The parents died in 
Pennsylvania and were buried in some of the old churchyards of the state.

CHIUJKEN OF JAMES AND «*HT BOYS GOWDY. 

1. Adam Gowdy ! (1), eldest son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Boyd) Gowdy, died in 
Pennsylvania, unmarried. Place of burial unknown. 

2. John Gowdy 3 (2), second son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Boyd) Gowdy, was born 
in Newcastle County, Delaware, Nov. 5, 1742, and is said to have moved to the 
State of Pennsylvania about the year 1760 along with others who were his kindred. 
John Gowdy located first at the north bend of the Ohio river about 1782, 
but owing to military troubles he was compelled lo remove to the military 
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station at the falls of the Ohio and thence to a settlement since known as Mount 
Sterling, Kentucky, where he lived till about 1809, when he and his family went 
to Greene County, Ohio, and settled on a farm which has since been the Gowdy 
homestead. He married Abigail Ryan, daughter of Michael Ryan from the 
north of Ireland, June 15, 1774, with whom he lived 42 years, and by whom 
he had issue eleven children, nearly all of whom lived to be married and raised 
families. There were two versions of the history of this family and the geneal- 
ogy and biography disagree. John Gowdy served during the war of 1812 and 
his name appears in the records of the officers. He was a private in the com- 
pany of Capt. James Murray and went into the army in November or December, 
1775. He was present at the battles of Trenton and Pruston. He was a 
private in the 4th battalion from Lancaster, Pennsylvania, commanded by Capt. 
James Burd, Nov. 13, 1776. In a return of Capt. Richard Manning of the 
4th battalion Lancaster troops, March 13, 1776, he was mentioned as a private 
soldier. During these terms of service he was accompanied by his brother, 
Robert Gowdy, and brother-in-law, John Ryan. He died Nov. 18, 1814. 
His widow, born Sept. 11, 1743, died at the home of her daughter, Mrs. Peter 
Jacoby, May 6, 1838, aged 84 years and 8 months lacking 5 days. John and 
Abigail Gowdy were devoted communicants of the Presbyterian church and 
lived consistent with their creed. Names of their children, Mary, James, 
Samuel, Robert, Martha, Jane, John, Alexander, Ryan, Abigail and Sarah. 
See forward to third generation for particulars. 

3. Robert Gowdy 2 (1), third son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Boyd) Gowdy, was born 
in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, as early as 1744 and removed with his brothers 
to Kentucky, and by examination of the records of Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, 
we find in the return of the company commanded by Capt. James Murray in the 
4th battalion that Robert Gowdy was present at the battles of Trenton and Pruston 
in November, 1775. In the return of the same Captain of the 1st class battalion, 
Lancaster County, troops, October 21, 1779 the name of Robert Gowdy appears. 
He was also a member of the battalion commanded by Col. Robert Elders under 
Capt. James Murray of Upper Paxton, April 12, 1781. His name appears as 
"Serjent Robert Gowdy" in the list of male residents in 1782. This man's 
marriage is unknown. If he had issue their names have not reached the compiler. 

4. Jane Gowdy 2 (1), daughter of James 1 (1) and Mary (Boyd) Gowdy, was said 
to have been born in Dauphin County, Pennsylvania, where so many of the Gowdys, 
Boyds, and Ryans settled, probably as early as 1746. She was married to John 
Ryan, son of Michael Ryan of Ireland, by Rev. John Elder the Presbyterian 
minister at Paxtang, Aug. 13, 1774. At the time of the evacuation of their lands 
during the Indian troubles, the mother of Jane Ryan was left behind at Fort Hunter 
in the Fisher Creek Valley, where she was taken care of by the soldiers stationed 
there, and while her husband was absent Jane Gowdy was born. She was eighteen 
years of age, when her father returned from his exile, and woman grown. John 
Ryan was a soldier in the war of 1776. In the return of Capt. James Murray, 
4th battalion, Lancaster County troops of Pennsylvania, commanded by Col. 
James Burd, Nov. 13, 1776, John Ryan was mentioned as ensign. In the return of 
the same captain of the 1st class battalion, Lancaster County troops, Oct. 21, 1779, 
John Ryan was Ensign. The name of Lieut. John Ryan appears in a list of males 
in Upper Paxton, April 12, 1781; and in a list of names of the male residents of 
Upper Paxtang District, between the ages of 18 and 53 taken in 1782, the name of 
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Lieut John Ryan appeared. He was 97 years of age at his death in 1836, but the 
age of his wife and their places of burial are not known. There were eight children 
in this family, several of whom were married and raised families, and their descend- 
ants are now numerous in Dauphin County, Pennsylvania. The names of these 
children were Michael, John, James, Sarah, Andrew, Mary and Samuel.

1. Mary Gowdy 1 (1), eldest daughter of John 2 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
was born in Dauphin County, Penn., April 13, 1775, and died in Greene County, 
Penn., June 9, 1812, unmarried. 

2. James Gowdy 8 (2), eldest son of John* (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, was 
born in Lancaster County, Penn., May 20, 1777; married Jan. 27, 1814, Joanna 
Townsley, daughter of Thomas and Sarah Townsley, with whom he lived till 
July 25, 1817, when she and her infant child both died; she was 28 years of age. 
He married second, Nov. 11, 1819, Miss Sarah Brown, daughter of John and 
Margaret Brown of Clark County, Ohio, but born in Northumberland County, 
Penn., with whom he lived rising nine years till the time of her death, March 6, 
1829, at the age of 40 years. She was the mother of six sons and one daughter.

NOTE. — As there were two intermarriages between the families of Gowdy and Ryan it seems proper 
to present some account of the Ryan family, they being half-Gowdy, as well as of the Gowdy children 
whose mother was Abigail Ryan. It was not the intention of the compiler to insert the names and 
records of grandchildren of collateral branches of the Gowdy famUies, but in this instance at the 
very fountain-head of the history of the numerous Pennsylvania branches, he wishes to state that there 
are many descendants of John Ryan and his wife, Jane Gowdy, still resident in various sections of that 
state, some of them educators and others in respectable positions in civil and mechanical life. Many 
of the names of the children and grandchildren are in the possession of the compiler. 

NOTE. — The old Gowdy homestead situated two miles from the center of Xenia, Ohio, was pur- 
chased more than a century ago, about 1809, and has remained in the family ever since. The farm 
consists of 118 acres which are nearly level. The old buildings were replaced some forty yean ago 
by new and improved structures, including the residence, barn, and outbuildings. The house is of 
brick with stone trimmintrs. two storied nnd contains ten rooms opening from a large hall. The 
largest rooms on the right and left of the hall are 15 by 16 feet and the hallway is 8 feet in width. 
There is a wing on the left side which makes provision for two rooms one above the other. The 
house contains no fireplace* but is heated from large grates. The barn is one of the largest and best 
in that section of the eoimtrv. nnd i.s ttti bv 42 feet, in length and breadth. It is a bank barn and 
the basement is used for a stable and the upper storv for storage. The homestead is situated on the 
upper Bellbrook turnpike and there is a fine view of the surrounding country from the door. The 
avenue leading to the house i.s bordered on cither side by large maple trees planted about forty years 
ago, and ten beautiful tret.-, in the yard affording an abundance of shade ; the oldest and largest is a 
sycamore almost n hundred years old. This homestead is now occupied by James Gowdy, great- 
grandson of the original owner, and was never more beautiful than now — the spring of 1918. 
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eleven years until her death July 24, 1843, and by whom there was no issue. 
James Gowdy died at his home in Xenia, Ohio, Dec. 24, 1853, aged 76 years, 
and was buried in the old Associate Reformed Graveyard, East Third Street. 
Mr. Gowdy was a merchant in partnership with his brother, Samuel Gowdy, in 
the fall of 1802 at Mt. Sterling, Montgomery County, Ky. Here the two brothers 
carried on their mercantile and cabinet business, having the post office in their 
store, for about three years. In the fall of 1805, James took part of the goods 
and moved to Xenia, Ohio. Samuel Gowdy closed the store in 1806 and carried 
the remainder of the stock to Xenia. They were the first merchants who made a 
permanent stand with store goods in that town. Here the brothers continued 
the business, gaining capital and purchasing real estate in the town and land in 
the country,' with mutual satisfaction, for five years until 1814, when they dissolved 
partnership by mutual consent, and they conducted separate stores for several years; 
then Samuel Gowdy sold his store and settled on a tract of woodland near the 
town. James Gowdy was engaged in the mercantile business forty-four years, during 
which he admitted several partners and, considering the losses incident to a trade in- 
volving credit, was measurably successful. During the long tenure of his merchan- 
dising he purchased several lots in Xenia, and his father's farm near the town. He 
erected some valuable buildings in the town and some cheaper ones which he rented. 
During the war of 1812 he was a soldier in the company of Capt. Daniel Reeder. 
He was treasurer of the Green County Bible Society for more than thirty years, 
giving to that institution untiring labor. He was for twenty-three years treasurer 
of the Greene County Colonization Society, for which he showed equal devotion. 
He had been a member of the Associate Reformed Church from its organization, 
and contributed of his means to the erection of three church buildings. In all 
the benevolent movements of the time he was a liberal contributor. For the up- 
building of his fellow-men and the spread of the gospel he could always be depended 
upon to give his cordial support. To use his own words when passing a review 
of his life, he said, " Goodness and mercy have followed me all the days of my life," 
and to set up my ' Ebenezer,' saying, ' hitherto the Lord hath helped me/ " For 
the names of children see forward to fourth generation. 

3. Samuel Gowdy 8 (1), second son of John 2 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
born in Lancaster County, Penn., Jan. 9, 1780; married Isabella Connely 
and had as many as twelve children of whom hereafter. He went to Mount 
Sterling in his young manhood and there engaged in the mercantile and cabinet 
business successfully with his brother, James Gowdy, having the management 
of the local post office in connection with their store. This was as early as 
1802. About 1806 he sold his store and carried his stock of goods to Xenia, 
Ohio, where he joined his brother who had preceded him about one year in 
trade. He was one of the first merchants in the State. These brothers con- 
tinued in business with fair success till 1814 when they dissolved partnership 
by mutual consent and Samuel settled on a tract of wild land from which he 
cleared a large and productive farm where he erected a commodious set of 
buildings and made his home the remainder of his life. The authentic record 
of this family was destroyed by a person who had no legal right to it; and who, 
also, gave away and otherwise disposed of many beautiful things such as brass 
candlesticks and rare articles of furniture. The old tall clock which Samuel 
carried from Mount Sterling, Ky., is still preserved among his descendants in 
Dayton, Ohio, along with several choice pieces of old-fashioned dishes. He 
died March 18, 1851. His wife, born March 18, 1786, died Sept. 9, 1842. 
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They were buried in the cemetery at Xenia, O., where old crumbling stones 
mark their graves. The children's names were as follows: John R. f Sarah W., 
Emily, Jane, Abigail, Martha, Samuel Jr., James, William, Frank H., Isabella 
and Malinda- Diana. Five of these died in infancy or in youth and of the others 
only two had issue. See forward to 4th generation for particulars. 

4. Col. Robert Gowdy' (2), third son of John 1 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
was born in Lancaster County, Penn., April 4, 1782; married Nancy McKay, 
fifth daughter of Alexander and Jane McKay, natives of Scotland, who had settled 
near Lexington, Kentucky. She was born Jan. 1, 1785, and married Aug. 26, 
1806. These came to Xenia, Ohio, and lived in a stone house on the corner of 
Detroit and Third Streets. Mr. Gowdy was a tanner and currier by occupation, 
and had a tanyard and currier's shop near his place of residence; the latter was 
a long, one-story, log building. This member of the Gowdy family served as captain 
and major in the war of 1812, and was afterwards commissioned Colonel of the 
State Militia. He died Dec. 16, 1831, aged 59 years. His wife died during the 
cholera epidemic Aug. 3, 1849. These had a family of twelve children, of whom 
hereafter. 

5. Martha Gowdy 9 (1), second daughter of John 3 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
was born in Lancaster County, Penn., Jan. 27, 1785; was married to John Jolly, 
and their only child was James Gowdy Jolly. She died in April, 1811. 

6. Jane Gowdy* (2), third daughter of John* (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
was born in Lancaster County, Pa., May 31, 1787; was married to Joseph 
Kyle, Farmer of Xenia, O., born in said town Jan. 25, 1787. He died there July 
16, 1849. Children as follows: —

7. Rev. John Gowdy 3 (2), fourth son of John 2 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
born in Kentucky, Aug. 3, 1789, and served in the war of 1812. He married 
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Nov. 6, 1828, Prudence Foglesong, daughter of George and Catherine 
(Snarely) Foglesong, of Lebanon, Ohio, and went immediately to Xenia where 
he was engaged in merchandising, and continued there till their first child was 
born; he then removed to the farm that had formerly been the homestead of 
his wife's father, situated on the east side of the (since constructed) Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and also east of Xenia, consisting of several hundred acres. 
A large brick house was on the farm surrounded by commensurate out- 
buildings. There was a large barn on the place that became locally historic 
before and after the civil war as a station of the "Underground Railroad" 
where slaves trying to escape from their masters in the South were hidden 
and fed by day and when night fell they were helped on their way to the next 
station on the road to liberty. Having been appointed the guardian of the 
youngest sister of his wife in her father's will, John Gowdy took this girl to his 
own home and she remained there till her marriage. Here the large family of 
children were brought up, reached maturity and the parents lived to see all 
but two of them married and settled in life. While Mr. Gowdy was both 
farmer and merchant he also was a local Methodist preacher and frequently 
"held forth" to the assembly of that people. He was a man of intelligence 
who with his faithful wife stood for justice toward humanity and in all the 
business relations of life. Being sincere Christians they lived up to their con- 
victions. Mr. Gowdy had dark hair and blue eyes and was rather below the 
medium in stature. His wife was not tall, had dark curling hair and very 
bright brown eyes. He died Aug. 4, 1866, and was buried in Woodland 
Cemetery, Xenia, Ohio. Their children were named as follows: George F., 
Catherine S., John R., James H., Charles, Sarah E., Margaret A., Albert and 
Thomas M. See forward to fourth generation for personal records. 

8. Alexander Gowdy* (1), sixth son of John 2 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
born in Lancaster County, Pa., April 2, 1792; married Eleanor Fitzgerald, 
a native of Kentucky and of Hibernian ancestry who was born in 1796 and died 
in Xenia, Ohio, in June, 1840, aged 44 years. He was a farmer and a Presbyte- 
rian in religious faith; a sturdy citizen of honesty and probity whose unblem- 
ished character was the foundation of the esteem in which he was held by his 
contemporaries in the community where he long resided. It has been assumed 
by some of the family connection that Alexander Gowdy married a second 
wife, but no record of such event has been found. He died on his farm in 
Xenia, Ohio, Aug. 14, 1872, aged 81 years, and was buried in Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery in that town beside Eleanor his wife. So far as the meagre records disclose 
and the lingering traditions of the descendants assume, he and his wife were 
the parents of eight children, four of whom survived to maturity; their names 

FOGLESONO. This is a Dutch surname and in the language of that people is translated into the 
English "birdsong." The Foglesong families settled in Maryland and Pennsylvania were from the 
Netherlands. The family from which Prudence Foglesong, wife of John Gowdy, was derived, was 
descended from George Foglesong who made his will in Warren County, Ohio, 29th June, 1831. By 
this document he bequeathed his property both personal and real to his five children, two sons and 
three daughters, and appointed his son-in-law, John Gowdy, as his executor and the Guardian of his 
unmarried daughter, Margaret Caroline Foglesong. His lands were in Warren County near Lebanon 
and in Green County near Xenia, Ohio. This family removed from Maryland to Ohio early in the 
pioneer settlement of the state. The wife of George Foglesong was Catherine Snarely, who is known 
to have two sisters. John Snarely Foglesong, son of George and Catherine, married, settled in 
Michigan and had children born to him. William George Foglesong, another son of George and 
Catherine, married, lived near Xenia, O., and his daughter, Sarah Foglesong, became the wife of 
William C. Robinson, by whom she had a son who was the author of the Green County History pub- 
lished in 1902. Prudence Foglesong was the wife of John Gowdy, the merchant-minister, who being 
her guardian took Margaret Catherine Foglesong into his own home and cared for her until her mar- 
riage to David Tiffany.

9. Ryan Gowdy 1 (1), sixth son of John* (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, was born 
in Lancaster County, Penn., Feb. 3, 1795. Another record has it, "born in Mercer 
County, Kentucky," same date. He came to Xenia, Ohio, in the year 1816, when, 
though but a lad of eleven years, he accepted a clerkship in the small store of his 
older brother, James Gowdy, where he continued until he reached his majority 
and went into business for himself. He is said to have made his mark in the im- 
provement of Xenia. In 1827 he built a large and substantial brick house on the 
south-west corner of Maine and Detroit Streets, known as "Nunnemaker Corner." 
His next move was to the north-west corner of Detroit and Market Streets where 
he opened a store and made improvements. He subsequently purchased a large 
brick house on Main Street, opposite the Court House. Here in partnership with 
his brother, Col. John Gowdy, he opened another store. Some years later he went 
to Missouri, but did not long remain. Returning to Xenia, he opened a grocery 
and provision store on the corner of Maine and Whitman Streets. In 1833 he was 
elected Commissioner of Greene County and on the 4th of July, 1836, he met with 
the Board for the last time. During this service a large and superior jail was 
built, and it was largely through his efforts that a large two-story brick market- 
house was erected on the public square. He was also in the years 1819 and 1820, 
Treasurer of Greene County. In 1848 he closed his business in Xenia and the 
following year went to California by the overland route, and thence to Oregon, 
but soon returned to San Francisco. He was not fortunate in the land of gold. 
Though he traveled hundreds of miles in California he found nothing better than 
his home-land had afforded him. Though a business man from training and ex- 
perience, teaching was his chosen vocation and he became a successful instructor 
and his professional services were always in demand. He had been teaching in 
Richland County about three years when he was incapacitated by his last illness 
which terminated fatally in five days. During his early years he was very fastidious 
about his clothing and dressed with elegance. He had some eccentricities, was 
versatile, of fluent conversation, of ready wit, possessed of originality, mirth-pro- 
voking humor and caustic sarcasm. He had the experience of quite extensive 
business transactions, political distinction, wide travel and the vicissitudes incident 
to a life of activity, and was well versed in the knowledge of human nature. Ryan 
Gowdy was twice married, his wives being sisters named Diana Morgan and 
Nancy Morgan. There were five children of whom we have some account. 
There is a plat of ground enclosed by a brick wall in the cemetery at Xenia, O., 
about four feet in height within which there are inscriptions as follows: Diana, 
wife of Ryan Gowdy, daughter of James and Elizabeth Morgan, born Nov. 11, 
1800; was married Oct. 3, 1822; died Oct. 10, 1827. This was his first wife. 

10. Abigail Gowdy' (1), fourth daughter of John 2 (1) and Abigail (Ryan) Gowdy, 
was born in Lancaster County, Penn., July 17, 1797 — one account says she was 
born in Mt. Sterling, Ky., July 17, 1797 — was married to Robert Stephenson at 
Xenia, Ohio, Dec. 24, 1818; he was born in Pennsylvania, 1792; died in Sidney, 
Ohio, in 1856. She died at the same place Feb. 12, 1879. Six children, Mary, 
Rachel, John G., Thomas, Abigail-Maria, and James. See forward. Abigail 
Ryan Stephenson, born in Sidney, Ohio, Nov. 23, 1828, was married to John- 
Alexander Shaw (who was born in Bourbon County, Kentucky, May 31,1829), 
Oct. 31, 1855, and had issue as follows: —

CHZLDRXH OF JAMX8 GOWDY AJTD WIVES. 

1. John Brown Gowdy 4 (4), eldest son of James 8 (2) and Sarah (Brown) Gowdy, 
was born in Xenia, Ohio, Sept. 2, 1820. He received a common school education 
in the place of his nativity, and was employed for some time as a clerk and sales- 
man in retail stores; but finding this too confining, to improve his health he tried 
farming, plough-making, and other active out-of-door work. In 1846 he com- 
menced the iron-foundry business in Xenia, O., in company with Samuel Barlow; 
he died after three years of partnership, and he conducted the business alone 
for about one year when he entered into partnership with his brother, Samuel 
Gowdy, and continued this manufacturing enterprise. He was not married. He 
served in the Union army during the civil war of 1861-1865, and died about ten 
years ago at Xenia, Ohio. 

2. James Ryan Gowdy 4 (4), second son of James 3 (2) and Sarah (Brown) Gowdy, 
was born in Xenia, O., May 1, 1822, and died Aug. 17, 1823, aged 15 months and 
17 days. 

3. Rev. George Washington Gowdy 4 (1), third son of James 3 (2) and Sarah 
(Brown) Gowdy, was born in Xenia, O., June 29, 1823. He procured a good common 
school education, took a course in language in his native town, and in 1836, entered 
Miami University at Oxford, where he passed the usual course of studies and 
received his diploma in 1841. In November 1842 he returned to Oxford to study 
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theology in the Seminary under the instruction of Dr. Joseph Claybaugh, and 
attended three sessions with advantage, but his delicate health interfered with 
his progress during the last year. He did not apply to the Presbytery for license 
to preach as was customary at the close of the third term at the Divinity Hall. 
However, on the 24th June, 1846, he was licensed to preach by the Springfield 
Presbytery of the Associate Reformed Church which met at Sidney, and imme- 
diately left to attend the Evangelical Convention to meet in London on the 19th 
August. After enjoying the convention he traveled in England, Ireland, and 
Scotland, and spent the winter of 1846-7 in the city of Edinburgh, at the Divinity 
Hall of the Free Church of Scotland, and was favored with hearing the lectures 
of Dr. Chalmers, Cunningham, and other distinguished scholars. He was in 
Edinburgh May 31, 1847, at the time of the sudden death of the lamented Dr. 
Chalmers and attended his funeral on the 4th of June that year. He had been 
invited to dine with the eminent divine before he should leave for America. For 
a few years Mr. Gowdy was associated with two others as editor of The Presby- 
terian Witness and also of a juvenile publication titled The Youth's Evangelist. 
George W. Gowdy married Ellen Graham, daughter of John and Sarah (Bonner) 
Graham, who was the daughter of David Bonner. Mrs. Gowdy's father was 
a minister of the Associate Reformed Church, afterwards the United Presbyterian 
Church. Ellen (Graham) Gowdy was born in Washington, Penn., Nov. 14, 1827. 
She was a most wonderful woman, bright, capable and beloved by every- 
body. She took her family to Monmouth, 111., to educate them in the college 
there. She afterwards removed to Santa Ana, Cal., taking her four children with 
her, where she died Jan. 25, 1917, aged 89 years, Mrs. Elizabeth, her daughter, 
says, " We feel we had for our mother one of God's most noble women and devoted 
followers". She was cared for during her last days most tenderly by her unmar- 
ried daughters. 

Writing of his father's personal appearance and character his son, Rev. James 
B. Gowdy of Santa Ana, Cal., says he was about 5 feet 7 inches tall, rather spare 
in build, quick in his movements, always busy. His hair was raven black and he 
always wore short whiskers. His eyes were dark brown. His forehead was broad 
which indicated intelligent interest in all departments of knowledge; also there 
was on his countenance a line of seriousness. He was so thoughtful of others that 
he had few enemies and may warm friends. His children's names will appear 
in the fourth generation. He died Sept. 21, 1867. 

4. Abigail Joanna Gowdy 4 (2), eldest daughter of James 8 (2) and Sarah (Brown) 
Gowdy, was born in Xenia, O., Oct. 1, 1824; was married on the evening of Nov. 
22, 1843, to the Rev. William G. Findley, son of Rev. Samuel Findley, of 
Guernsey County, Ohio. This clergyman was installed as pastor of a congre- 
gation of the Associate Reformed Church in Chillicothe, Ohio, in November, 
1843. These had children as follows: 

i. James Gowdy Findley, born Dec. 16, 1844; he died April 16, 1850. 
n. Sarah-Margaret Findley, born July 25, 1846; named for her grand- 
mothers. She died Aug. 7, 1852. 
in. Julia Findley. born Feb. 22, 1849.

5. Samuel Gowdy 4 (3), fourth son of James 3 (2) and Sarah (Brown) Gowdy, 
was born in Xenia, O., July 14, 1826. He obtained a fair common school education, 
declining a more extended one, spent several years attending a store in Jamestown, 
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and was in 1845 working in the store of his uncle, Ryan Gowdy. In September, 
1847, he opened a cutlery store in Xenia; also selling iron and stoves. He married 
Oct. 2, 1849, Martha Croombaugh. In the summer of 1850 he sold out his 
hardware store and went into partnership with his brother, John B. Gowdy, in 
the Iron Foundry. His wife died Oct. 15, 1852, aged 21 years, 4 months and 21 
days. He died from fever Jan. 21, 1853, aged 26 years, 6 months and 7 days. 
These had issue one child, Frances-Joanna Gowdy, born Aug. 17, 1850; died 
July 20, 1851, aged 11 months and 3 days. 

6. Philander Gowdy 4 (1), fifth son of James* (2) and Sarah (Brown) Gowdy, 
was a twin, born in Xenia, O., Feb. 4, 1829, and died June 10, 1829. His twin 
brother, not named, died next morning after birth, aged about nine hours.

— Mrs. Harriet (Bonner) Irwin, a granddaughter of Samuel and Isabella Gowdy (as above), 
now has the old tall clock carried by him when he moved from Mount Sterling, Ky., to Xenia, O., in 
1806. She has also 6ome copper-lustered pitchers and pieces of an Irish-lustered dinner set that 
belonged to the family and which was within her memory used every day on the table until it became 
too scanty for the family ; then it was banished to the kitchen for service there until the younger 
children grew up and rescued it. The few pieces of this dinner-set are now highly treasured. Mrs. 
Irwin did not learn of the prospective Family History till after much of the information and records 
had been in type; but has manfested a deep interest in the scheme and rendered all the assistance 
toward its success within her power.

I have 
written repeatedly for more particulars, but without reply. 
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James Goudy or Gowdy 1 , the recognized head of this family, was probably 
a son of Samuel Goudy who, at the enumeration of the United States Census 
in 1790 was a resident head of a family in the "Eastern portion of Cumberland 
County, Pennsylvania", with a wife and two sons named James and Samuel. 
One of these sons was more than sixteen years of age; the other under sixteen 
years. We know that Samuel Goudy Jr. removed to Crawford County, Penn- 
sylvania, and settled not distant from Meadville, now the county seat, and 
his posterity will be accounted for under the head of "The Goudys of Crawford 
County, Pennsylvania." In an old letter found among the papers of Samuel 
Goudy the younger, from his brother James Goudy, in Cumberland county, 
he expresses the wish to hear from his mother who was probably then making 
her home in Crawford county with her son Samuel Goudy, her husband having 
deceased. There is also a receipt bearing date 1797 in which Samuel Goudy Sr. 
was mentioned as dead. These abstracts from old documents associated with 
the family traditions held by both branches and the prevailing Christian names 
in the pedigrees, constitute our only evidence of the relationship that existed. 
The older members of the Crawford county family handed down the story that 
James Goudy went to Ohio and settled; while the descendants of the Dalton 
branch have told their children that James Goudy, the head of this branch, 
came from the state of Pennsylvania. He married Mary Cook before his 
removal west and settled in Wayne County, Ohio. He was an early pioneer. 
His death occurred in Dalton, O., about the year 1818; his wife died there 
March 30, 1810. He was a miller and built the first flouring mill on Sugar 
Creek, where he and his sons carried on the business for many years. There 
were eight children in this family; some of them were born in Pennsylvania.

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1 William Goudy 2 (1), a son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, was 
born in Pennsylvania in 1786. He may have built the original flour and corn 
mill on Sugar Creek in Wayne county, Ohio. This mill was erected of logs 
about 1823. It was in Section 13 in the Township, and was driven by water- 
power over an overshoot wheel from two streams and two dams. The estab- 
lishment was equipped with two run of "Burks" hewn from a local ledge, and 



NOTE — The will of Samuel Gowdy of Tyrone Township, Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, haa 
recently been found and in this document was discovered the name of his son. James Gowdy, which 
seems to have been identical with the James Goudy whose name stands at the head of this family. 
Moreover, the man in Cumberland County served in the Revolution and his name appears on the Bolls 
foimd in the Pennsylvania Archives. The James Goudy whose family settled in Dalton. Wayne. 
County. Ohio, in said to have been wounded in the armv of the Revolution. Ad din* to this evi- 
dence is the tradition held in the family of Samuel Goudy of Crawford County, Pennsylvania, that 
this man had a brother James who settled in Wavne County. Ohio. Another link in the chain of 
evidence is the fact that James Goudy of Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, was styled "Miller" 
in the Archives and we know that the Dalton, Ohio, family were also Millers. This may have been 
an echo from far-away Ayrshire. Scotland, where the Goudies were Millers for the Ion* period of four 
hundred years. 
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were about as hard as granite. These were three feet in diameter and 
eighteen inches in thickness. They are now built into the cellar wail of the 
residence of J. B. Douglass of Dal ton, 0., who prizes them highly as relics of 
pioneer days. The shafting and gears in this mill were of wood and formed 
a clumsy enginery for separating the flour from the grain into two grades. 
As late as 1865 the basement of the old log mill was still to be seen, but now 
only the two dams and the mill-race are visible. The old Goudy house is 
still standing and in a fairly good state of preservation; it is of hewed logs, of 
two stories, and about twenty by thirty feet square. This dwelling stands 
about fifty rods west of the mill. The orchard, in which only a few of the 
original trees are standing to mark the spot, and these bearing an early variety 
of natural fruit, is going to decay. The farm is rolling, slopes toward the 
east and consists of twenty-four acres. A pure spring of cool, clear water 
where the Goudy families filled their buckets, bubbles up between two lime- 
stone rocks only a short distance from the house. When the mill was built 
the country was covered with a dense forest and the Sugar Creek was a con- 
siderable stream, affording power for driving the wheels at good speed ; but by 
the clearing away of the growth the stream has gradually diminished and is now 
but an insignificant rill. When the Goudys owned and run the mill the 
pioneer farmers brought their grain by Indian trails from distant localities 
and the establishment was considered to be a valuable adjunct of the new 
settlement. William Goudy died April 21, 1837, at Mount Eaton, Wayne 
Co., O., but there is no marker to his memory in the cemetery in Dal ton 
where so many of this family rest. His wife was Sarah Bates, who died Dec. 
26, 1860, aged 70 years, and was buried in Dalton. He was succeeded by his 
sons, Isaac and Henry Goudy. The children in this family were named as 
follows: James, Isaac, Henry, George, Mary, Cynthia, Christina and Eliza J. 

2 James Goudy 2 (2), a son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, was born 
in Pennsylvania 1810 and was about seven or eight years of age when the 
family removed to Ohio. He was brought up on the homestead farm in Wayne 
county about five miles southwest from Dalton, early called "Dover". He 
married in 1831 Mary Wilford, born Jan. 6, 1809, by whom he had issue as 
will appear presently. He was of a fair complexion and about five feet ten 
inches in stature. He was an ardent Presbyterian in religious faith, represent- 
ing the Covenanter spirit of his forefathers, and attended divine services at 
the Presbyterian church at Dalton. His wife was the daughter of Joseph 
Wilford and was of German extraction. She died in the spring of 1865 and 
he married secondly Mary Hart, by whom he had three more children. 
James Goudy removed to Minnesota by rail and settled on prairie land, near 
what was named the town of Lenora. Shortly after he settled there he gave 
fifteen acres from his farm for the purpose of building a Methodist church and 
starting a town. He died February 13, 1877, at the age of 65 years. His occu- 
pation was that of farming and flour-milling. His children by both wives were 
named as follows: Joseph, Daniel, Henry, Sylvanus, Isaac, Robert, Samuel, 
Mary A., Thursa, Elmer S. and Mary B. 

3. Sylvanus Goudy 2 (1), a son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, prob- 
ably born in Pennsylvania, went with his parents to Ohio when a child. He 
married Eleanor McClelland, who was born Feb. 11, 1816 and died March 
12, 1905. He died Oct. 22, 1887, aged 66 years. No record of children. 
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4. John Goudy* (1) , a son of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, was evidently 
born in Pennsylvania and carried to Wayne County, Ohio, when a child. 
His wife was Christina Cook who, dying March 30, 1844, aged 44 years, 
he married secondly, Eliza Bailey who died in 1906, aged 90 years. He must 
have been one of the oldest children in his father's family. He was a farmer 
and a Presbyterian in religious faith. Attended upon the preaching of the 
gospel at the Dalton Presbyterian church. This family were buried in the 
Dal ton, Ohio, cemetery and inscribed monuments stand at their graves. The 
children in this family were: Joseph, Elisha, Silas W., John H. and Amanda G. 
The father died in 1885, aged 86 years. 

5. Lydia Goudy 1 (1), a daughter of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, 
was probably a native of Pennsylvania and went with her parents to Wayne 
county, Ohio, when a child. She was married to Amos Cary and is supposed 
to have had a family, but no record has been found. 

6. Mary Goudy 1 (1), a daughter of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, 
was born in Pennsylvania and went to Wayne county, Ohio, with her parents 
when a child. She was called, according to the fashion of the time, "Polly 
Gowdy." She was married to a man named McClelland, but her subse- 
quent history is unknown. 

7. Hannah Goudy 1 (1), a daughter of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, 
may have been carried when a child from Pennsylvania to Wayne County, 
Ohio, by her parents. She is remembered by her nephews as the wife of 
Abraham Brown. If she had issue their names have not reached the compiler. 

8. Rebecca Goudy 1 (1), a daughter of James 1 (1) and Mary (Cook) Goudy, 
was a native of Pennsylvania and was carried to Wayne County, Ohio, whither 
her parents had emigrated, when a child; there she grew up and was married 
to Robert Reed of Dalton, O. If she had children their names are unknown.

He is a member of the Methodist church and a Prohibitionist politically.

5. Mary Ann Goudy* (2), daughter of James 1 (2) and Mary (Wilford) Goudy, 
was born in Massillon, Stark County, Ohio, Nov. 13, 1840; was married to 
James C. Vought at Lenora, Minn., Jan. 25, 1861. She died at Frazee, Minn., 
Feb. 12, 1918. She united with the Methodist church when only 15 years of 
age and always lived up to her convictions of righteousness and striving all her 
life to influence her children and friends to embrace the same sure and abiding 
faith. So long as she could hold her Bible in her hands she loved to study and 
meditate upon its precious precepts which were the beacon lights to guide 
her to her home in the great beyond to which she has now gone. Her husband, 
James Vought, was born at West Point, N. Y., the son of Jacob Vought 
who was born at the same place and of Holland parentage, and her mother 
was Margaret Andrews, born in Ireland and brought to New York when a 
child. Jacob Vought and wife were farmers and moved to Lenora, Fillmore 
Co., Minn., in 1858. James Vought always followed the carpenter's trade, 
though after his marriage he moved to a homestead in Jackson Co., Minn., 
and farmed in a small way his 80 acres for several years. In this locality he 
continued from 1871 until April 29, 1910, when he died a few miles from the 
old farm at the home of his oldest son, Pascal Vought. He was not a member 
of any church but lived an honest and straightforward example and late in 
life made a public profession of his religious faith. He offered his services to 
the Government several times during the Rebellion, but was rejected by the 
surgeons when examined because of a heart trouble.

He graduated from the General Theological Seminary 
of New York in 1870. His first charge was at Horseheads, a small town 
near Elmira, N. Y. He had spent part of his boyhood in Minnesota, and 
returned to that state in 1873, where he remained thirty-five years. He re- 
moved to Pasadena because of poor health and on account of his physical in- 
firmities had been unable to take part in the lodge work, though he had been 
for forty-nine years a Mason and belonged to the Odd Fellows thirty-nine 
years. He had been chaplain in a Minnesota Masonic lodge for several years. 
While he had often assisted in the work of All Saints church at Pasadena he 
took no pastoral charge himself on account of ill health. He was of a kind 
and genial nature and made many warm friends.

He was a Christian in the fullest 
extent of the word, followed the golden rule and loved his neighbors. His life 
was full of good work, and his kindly greeting, his lovable nature made all 
respect him and the religion he professed. His memory will live long in the 
hearts of those who knew him here and in the far-off California. His dear 
wife and lovable daughter are assured that they have the sympathy of ail in 
their sad affliction and particularly of the one who has penciled these words, 
and also the one who presides over his domicile". His funeral was at All Saints 
Episcopal Church with Bishop John officiating. Issue two (2) children. 

7. Samuel B. Goudy 8 (2), sixth son of James 2 (2) and Mary (Wilford) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, June 27, 1845. He married Carrie 
Orton, but there were no children born to them. When a young man he 
learned the printer's trade in Chatfield, Minn., and La Crosse, Wis., and later 
published a newspaper called "The Lanesboro Clarion" at Lanesboro, Minn., 
for several years.

His residence was at Prairie- 
du-Chien, Wisconsin. He died at the home of his brother Sylvanus at Spring 
Valley, Minn., Jan. 31, 1913.

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the second wife, born Aug. 14, 1868, was married to an attorney named

much was said about her talent. She played in Sabbath schools when only 
eight years of age, and assisted her father in the public schools when she was 
sixteen. She has been a student in vocal music and pipe organ, and a teacher 
in piano for several years. She is now a teacher in Laselle Seminary, Auburn- 
dale, Mass.

1. Isaac Goudy* (1), eldest son of William 1 (1) and Sarah (Bates) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Sept. 16, 1825; married Nancy Harper 
(who was born Dec. 23, 1827), March 13, 1851. He died in his native town 
Feb. 23, 1888, aged 62 years. His wife died Oct. 23, 1904. Both were buried 
in the cemetery in Dalton, Ohio. He was a Presbyterian and his wife a Meth- 
odist in religious faith. He was a Democrat in politics. Medium in stature 
and build. His complexion was fair. Held the office of Esquire. He was a 
flour-miller and in company with his brother Henry owned and operated the 
old mill on Sugar Creek which was propelled by the water of that stream 
acting upon turbine wheels; later by one of the very first stationary engines 
built. In 1885 Isaac Goudy built a large flouring mill in Dalton village, three 
stories in height, with a capacity of 100 barrels a day. The grain that supplied 
this mill was principally raised in Wayne County, Ohio. This mill is now 
running day and night to supply flour for the United States Government to 
feed the armies and Allied nations. It is owned by William Pocock of Massil- 
lon, Ohio.

5. Cynthia Goudy 3 (1), eldest daughter of William 2 (2) and Sarah (Bates) 
Goudy, born in Dalton, Wayne Co., O., was not married. 

6. Mary Goudy 3 (2), second daughter of William 2 (2) and Sarah (Bates) 
Goudy, born Nov. 20, 1816. in Dalton, Wayne Co., O., was married Dec. 31, 
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1840, to Alexander H. Shanklin, a farmer, in the same township, where 
she died Nov. 5, 1884, aged 67 years, 11 months and 5 days. She was the 
mother of six sons and four daughters whose names appear below. 

"Alexander H. Shanklin was born July 16, 1813, of humble parentage, and 
at an early period of life was deprived of a home, his parents having died. 
He was thus thrown upon his own resources and his education was restricted 
to such common school studies as were afforded in pioneer days. For a short 
time he labored on the Ohio Canal at Massillon; then he was apprenticed to 
a blacksmith and after serving his term worked at his trade for a few years. 
He was married to Miss Mary Goudy, daughter of William Goudy, a very 
estimable lady, after which he continued to work in his 'Smiddy' about nine 
years and then moved to a farm of 160 acres owned by John Goudy, a brother 
of his wife. After farming successfully for several years he bought a farm of 
60 acres from Isaac and Henry Goudy and now known as 'The old Shanklin 
Homestead,' in Pleasant Valley, where he remained until the death of father 
and mother. He was a man of strictly moral habits, honest in all his dealings 
with his fellow-men, modest and unassuming in all the relations of life. Al- 
ways bearing the burdens of life cheerfully and without a murmur of complaint 
he was a faithful and consistent member of the Presbyterian church at Dalton, 
Ohio. For many years and up to the time of his death held the office of Elder. 
Having lived many years of a useful life he died May 12, 1883, aged 69 years, 
10 months and 4 days. In this humble rural home the almost ceaseless cradle- 
rock and the mother's lullaby were heard for many years as she lulled her 
'full quiver' of children to repose. Peace prevailed and Plenty smiled upon 
the constantly increasing household. These children went forth into the 
great world to meet its forces with the benediction of a Christian parentage 
and fortified to resist the temptations of life by the precious memories of the 
wise precepts laid down for the government of their conduct. The imperish- 
able influence emanating from that fireside has been manifested down to the 
third and fourth generations of the descendants of this humble father and 
mother. May it never grow less." 

When Alexander H. Shanklin purchased his sixty-acre farm the house 
was of very primitive construction, being built of round logs and without any 
weather-boarding. In this rude cabin they made a home for five years; then 
by strict economy they cancelled their indebtedness and erected a five-room 
house and a good bank-barn; and after the deaths of this husband and wife 
the homestead was sold and the proceeds divided among the children. This 
sacred spot in the memory of the children is owned by one of the grandsons, 
Henry A. Douglass, with an acreage added that makes the farm of 104 acres 
and one of the finest producing estates in the Sugar Creek Valley. The 
buildings are now of modern style, the house having ten rooms and the large 
bank-barn is forty by eighty feet with silo and all necessary out-buildings.

William Gowdy 1 (1), probably a native of Pennsylvania (see Records of the 
Pennsylvania Archives), early removed to Kentucky with his family but sub- 
sequently removed to Clark County, Ohio, and settled a few miles from Spring- 
field where he spent the remainder of his days as a farmer. This statement 
indicates that there might have been a close connection between this family 
and the other Kentucky branches whose genealogy will be found in this work. 
William Gowdy married Isabella Fleming, a descendant of an ancient Scotch 
family of good repute and much honored in the old country. His children, 
several of them, removed to Monmouth, Illinois, and other western states and 
have become very numerous. The dates of the deaths of these parents have 
not been found; but it has been stated that there is an old Bible somewhere 
among the descendants containing a full record of the names, births, marriages 
and deaths in the family; this sacred book has recently been discovered and 
the following has been disclosed.

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parents took possession of the old house near Springfield, Clark County, Ohio* 
His parents lived with him and died under his care. This was a valley farm 
situated near the Little Miami River. The original house was of logs but after- 
wards weatherboarded. It contained a "room," bedroom, kitchen and a shed 
used for cooking in the summer. There was a porch on one side of the house. 
The supply of water was found in a fine large spring some distance from the 
house from which pipes were later laid to a fountain within doors. There was 
also a "Millhouse" where a cistern contained rain water. This family repre- 
sented the Reformed Presbyterian faith bearing the old Scotch Covenanting 
stamp. They attended the "Masseys Creek Church" about nine miles from 
home. There was a school near the farm. This place was sold by Thomas 
B. Gowdy about 1858 at which time he removed to near Monmouth, Warren 
County, Illinois, and there he resided for many years. To be near his two sons, 
Joseph K. and Alexander K., he sold out in 1884 and removed to Pawnee City, 
Nebraska. Mr. Gowdy was a man of spare build about five feet ten inches in 
height, with fair complexion, blue eyes and light hair.

1. Thomas Clay Gowdy 1 was the first of this branch of the family of whom we 
have found any account. The family tradition says he was left an orphan and 
was "bound out" and brought up in the "Dunkard Association" — wherever 
that was. His birth is said to have been in Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, and in 
March, 1815. He married Margaret Williamson, who was born in New 
Richmond, Ohio, and he died in Cincinnati, Ohio, Nov. 10, 1898. She died 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, March 6, 1878. He went to New Richmond when a young 
man and was a merchant there for several years. He was also a Methodist 
preacher. His guardian while in the "Dunkard Association" was William 
Harris, of Philadelphia, Pa. The Editor of this work is inclined to believe 
this family sprang from a Thomas Gowdy of Sugar Creek, Ohio, who, with 
his brothers John and Robert went to Indiana, and of the same family as the 
late Hon. John K. Gowdy. His son says Thomas Gowdy was a peculiar and 
very reserved man and he never heard him mention his parents by name. The 
family tradition gives to this branch a Scotch or Scotch-Irish origin. Children 
of Thomas and Margaret Gowdy as follows. See second generation. 

2. Edward Gowdy (1), a brother of Thomas (1), has lived at Hanging Rock 
in Ohio, and was married and supposed to have had a family; but has not been 
heard from by his nephew, Horace Gowdy, of Columbus, Ohio, for twenty years.

1. Jane Dobbin Gowdy 1 (1), eldest daughter of Thomas 1 (1) and Margaret 
(Williamson) Gowdy, born in New Richmond, Ohio, was married to William 
James Shannon, son of Enoch Shannon, a native of New Jersey, and his wife 
Elizabeth (Fee) Shannon, who was born in Indiana and resided at New Rich- 
mond, Ohio. Mr. Shannon has long been a steamboat engineer running on 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, now retired. He was seventy-eight years 
of age July 12, 1918. His wife died Feb. 23, 1906. She was a member of the 
M. E. Church of New Richomond, Ohio. One child, Florence N. Shannon.

He is not 
sure about his birth-place and believes it was Cincinnati, O. He was brought 
up in the family of the Williamsons, his mother's folk, and had no opportunity 
of learning about the family history. He was a soldier during the civil war and 
his army record follows: First enlistment in Company C, 12th Ohio Vol. 
Infantry, at New Richmond, Ohio, as private April 23, 1861. Honorably 
discharged at New Richmond, O., July 23, 1861, by the expiration of his term 
of service. Re-enlisted for three years at Cincinnati, O., Oct. 3, 1861, in the 
5th regiment, Ohio Cavalry. Was promoted to sergeant, first lieutenant and 
adjutant of this regiment in 1863. Was promoted to captain and assigned 
to Company C, 5th regiment Ohio Cavalry. Honorably discharged at Sisters- 
Ferry, Georgia, Jan. 31, 1865. During his long term of service he was in many 
battles, fought in many states. He was with Sherman and Kilpatrick in the 
41 March to the Sea." After the war he sold hardware for two years in Decatur, 
Illinois. Entered the insurance business at St. Louis, Mo., in 1867. Rose 
from agent to manager and special representative and travelled through the 
South and West for ten years. Now retired and living at 117 Virginia Ave., 
Peoria, Illinois, at the Soldiers' Home. He was pensioned under Act of May 
11, 1812. Member of G. A. R. Inspection Commander of Post 393, Depart- 
ment of Illinois. Has resided in the state over fifty years. No children. 

3. Harriet W. Gowdy* (1), second daughter of Thomas 1 (1) and Margaret

and a World Series star in 1914, and it has been assumed that no 
man ever did so well as he. Many abstracts from the press 
might be quoted here, but we must content ourselves with a brief 
and concise statement. He was a "Rube" when he started, but by 
watching the methods of Manager McGraw closely, as well as those 
of other leaders under whom he served, he mastered the catching 
art. Gowdy does not care for money. He never kept his name in 
print by yelling for a huge salary. If he had thought a good deal 
of the financial side of the sport he had a chance when the Federal 
League was going to secure $33,000 in cash for signing him up with 
President Gil more, but he preferred to remain loyal to organized 
baseball. He first came into the big league as a member of the 
Giants. He was first seen by McGraw as a member of the Dallas, 
Texas, League team, and as he led the league in batting in 1910 
the New York club signed him up for the following season. He was 
a first baseman in the Lone Star State. McGraw groomed Gowdy 
as an understudy to Merkle, but he failed to live up to his reputation 
as a champion batsman and before the season of 1911 ended McGraw 
sent him to Boston. He did not do anything with the Hub club 
that season, but Johnny Kling, who was then manager, decided to 
try him as catcher. In 1912, when George S tailings took up the 
reins in Boston, he decided that " Hank, " as he has since been called, 
needed further seasoning and sent him to Buffalo, where he led the 
league in batting. He was then recalled to Boston. When he left 
Boston he led the league's catchers in the matter of preventing 
steals, as only 28 of the 69 attempts to steal on him were successful. 

Harry Gowdy enlisted and is now (1918) in the army in France. 
He was the first baseball man to enlist. He entered the army as 
a private, but had been promoted to the rank of junior color sergeant 
before leaving these shores, and judging from the bravery he dis- 
played in his first engagement with the Teutons it would not surprise 
anyone to hear he had been made Second Lieutenant. During the 
parade of the Rainbow Division in September of 1917, "Hank" 
was singled out by Secretary of War Baker and complimented for 
his soldierly appearance. In reply Gowdy said, "I hope that I get 
a chance to nail the Kaiser trying to steal." He is now in the thick 
of the fight in No Man's Land and proving a bigger hero than he 
ever did on the baseball field. In a press statement we read this 
prophecy: "If Kaiser Wilhelm ever comes within throwing distance 
of Hank Gowdy, it will be good-night, Bill." 

Harry Gowdy remains unmarried. See his portrait in this work.

Want of full family records relating to the earlier generations renders it 
impossible for the Compiler to arrange the history of the Gowdy-Goudy fam- 
ilies settled on Sugar Creek with that assurance that is so desirable to every 
conscientious historian and genealogist. Sugar Creek is a township in Tusca- 
rawas County, Ohio, and about seven miles from Xenia, Ohio, where another 
branch of the family sat down. This is now the county seat. The stream 
known as Sugar Creek was once a considerable water power and was of sufficient 
volume to drive several mills; but since the lands along its borders were 
denuded of the forests it has gradually diminished in size and is now only a small 
rill. To this locality came families of Gowdy — sometimes "Goudy" — from 
Pennsylvania at an early day in the history of the state and hewed out large 
and productive farms upon which they erected their homes; and some of them 
exhibited considerable enterprise and business acumen by building small mills 
where the grain and corn of the pioneers was reduced to flour and meal; and 
the remains of these early establishments are still in existence. The township 
in which these Gowdy families first settled was called Dover, but has since 
been changed to Dalton. For two generations these families dwelt in peace 
and prosperity about the settlement and multiplied and replenished the earth 
thereabouts; but the resistless lure of the West caused them to " pull up stakes" 
and migrate to virgin territory in "regions beyond", where their posterity still 
live and cultivate the soil. 

John Gowdy 1 (1) was closely related to the other families of the Gowdy- 
Goudy names early settled in the State of Ohio. He was born as early as 1730 
and was reputed to have been a native of Pennsylvania from whence he 
removed with his kindred first to Kentucky and thence, like some of them, 
changed his abode to Ohio and sat down on Sugar Creek. He is believed 
to have been a first cousin to the John Gowdy, son of James Gowdy, who re- 
moved from Pennsylvania to Kentucky and afterwards to Ohio and was an- 
cestor of the numerous families settled about Xenia in that state. It has been 
written of this head of the Sugar Creek branch of the family, " Not far from the 
grave of George Watt, Sr., is the grave of John Gowdy, and alongside of him 
his good wife Ann Gowdy." The date of his removal from Pennsylvania is 
not known, but he was there in 1803 as his name with that of his son Andrew 
appear on the first census enumeration taken of the township, that year. 
He died Nov. 15, 1807, aged 77 years. He was a rigid Presbyterian in religious 
faith and a generous supporter of the church of his choice. His family were 
instructed in line with the precepts of Holy Writ and encouraged to attend 
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<Stc0nir (&tmmitan.

5. Thomas Gowdy* (1), fifth son of John 1 (1) and Ann Gowdy, removed 

into Franklin County, Indiana. Was this the Thomas Gowdy whose place of 
nativity was said to have been Dalton, Ohio, and whose name heads another 
branch of the family recorded in another section of this memorial? See his- 
tory of this branch.

HGN. JOHN K. GOWDY. 
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3. Hon. John K. Gowdy 4 (3), a son of Adam 1 (1) and Nancy (Oliver) Gowdy, 
born in Arlington, Rush County, Ind., Aug. 23, 1843; married in January, 
1867, Eva E. Gordon, and in August of that year settled on a farm. Sep- 
tember 1, 1862, he enlisted in Company "L" 5th Indiana Cavalry, serving 
with this regiment in the pursuit and capture of John Morgan, and in Kentucky 
during the spring of 1863; with General Burnside in East Tennessee during 
the fall and winter of 1863 and 1864; with Sherman in Georgia Campaign after 
the evacuation of Atlanta, and with General Thomas at Nashville, Tennessee. 
With his company he was mustered out of service at Pulaski, Tenn., Oct. 5, 
1865. 

He was elected sheriff for Rush County in 1870 and removed to Rushville 
to assume the duties of the office. In 1872 he was re-elected sheriff. After 
serving four years in this office he returned to his farm, where he lived until 
1878, and that year he returned to the county seat, where he has since resided. 
In 1879 Mr. Gowdy was elected Chairman of the Rush County Republican 
Committee and served the party in that capacity for ten years. As chairman 
and the manager of local campaigns he displayed such signal executive 
ability and such tact for organization that he became a potent factor in state 
politics. 

In 1882 he was nominated by the Republicans of Rush County, by acclama- 
tion, for Auditor, to which office he was elected. In 1886 he was again nomi- 
nated and again elected to a second term in the same office. In the fall of 
1890, when Attorney General L. T. Michner resigned the chairmanship of the 
Indiana Republican State Committee, Mr. Gowdy was elected as his successor. 
In 1892, when the State Committee was reorganized, he was elected chairman. 
He at once entered upon a personal canvass of the State in the interests of the 
organization. His ability as an organizer was demonstrated in the State cam- 
paign of 1892, when, although the Republican party met with overwhelming 
defeat in other states usually counted in the Republican column, the Demo- 
cratic majority in Indiana was only normal, being but little over 7,000. 

In 1894 Mr. Gowdy was again elected Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, and the success of the party in the state election of that year added 
to the reputation he had gained as an astute politician and organizer of fine 
ability. In 1896 when the State Committee was again reorganized, Mr. Gowdy 
was, for the third time, chosen chairman after a spirited contest. It was in 
the McKinley campaign that the executive ability and rare judgment of Mr. 
Gowdy was displayed. The party was confronted with a new and dangerous 
issue and disturbed by internal dissension, but by fairness, firmness, great 
tact and shrewd manipulation, the party, under his leadership, achieved one 
of the greatest victories of its entire history in the state. 

As a reward for party services and in recognition of his business and exec- 
utive ability, President McKinley appointed John K. Gowdy Consul-General 
of the United States at Paris, France, where he won for himself the honor 
and distinction of being one of the most efficient and popular officials who has 
ever represented the United States Government at the French capital. He 
resigned as Consul-General at Paris, France, on Feb. 18, 1905, to take effect 
Oct. 1, 1905. With his wife and daughter he arrived at home in Rushville, 
Ind., Oct. 21st, 1905. Several thousand people met them at the station and 
gave them a hearty welcome. The family are now living in the home he vacated 
when leaving for Paris April 20, 1897, where in peace and plenty they are 
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passing the evening of their days. He had said, "I want to grow old 
gracefully and cherish the memories of a busy life." He died in 1918.

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"A NOTABLE ILLINOIS FAMILY.' 
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(By ENSLEY MOORE. ESQ.) 

A lady passed away recently (comparatively), in Indianapolis, who was the 
last of her generation in a family notable in the history of Illinois; a family which, 
of those hard and narrow days of pioneering and in latter days of broader things, 
did a large, and good part mostly, in the development of the state. It is the Gowdy 
family to which reference is made. 

Robert Gowdy 2 (1), son of Thomas 1 (1), was probably born in the neighborhood 
of Armaugh in the county of Tyrone, Ireland, Nov. 2, 1785, and made his first 
known appearance in this country in Washington Co., Penn. There, it has been 
assumed, he met Miss Jane Ansley, as that was her home, a lady of Scotch 
ancestry, and a woman of great strength and independence of character. She 
was born July 14, 1790, and was married to Mr. Gowdy about 1812. Mr. Gowdy 
early took up the "art preservative of arts," and probably every member of his 
family, except his wife, served time at the case, or with the press, and some were 
experts at typesetting. As it was they wrote their names in print at least upon 
the history of Indiana and Illinois, for the family were in Indianapolis at an early 
date, and Mr. Gowdy at one time had a pasture where the Union Railway Station 
now stands. Some of the family were born in Indiana, but the family removed 
from Indianapolis to Vandalia, Illinois, in June, 1822, and after a short residence 
there and doing some printing, they went to Jacksonville, in 1833, lured by the 
opportunities afforded by Illinois College, the first college established in the then 
new state. The Jacksonville Female Academy, the first high grade school in the 
state for girls, was a matter for hope and later on of help to the young ladies in the 
Gowdy family who became students there. 

Robert Gowdy Sr., was a man far above the average in mental ability and force 
of character in certain lines and his wife was a woman of indomitable purpose 
and high virtue. Mr. Gowdy probably brought his printing outfit into Illinois; 
at any rate he was publishing "The News" in Jacksonville, in 1834. It was at 
this time that Stephen A. Douglas came up from Winchester to Jacksonville on 
a visit and met the Gowdys. Douglas was then about twenty years of age and 
weighed about one hundred and twenty pounds; he was always very low of stature. 
However, Mr. Gowdy recognized the coming man, and urged him on in the way 
of ambition, putting the books and papers of the printing office at his disposal and 
encouraging their use when needed. Douglas soon entered upon his career by 
making a great "Jackson speech" in Jacksonville, after which he was borne around 
the court house yard on the shoulders of enthusiastic admirers and supporters, 
and made the recipient of the title "The Little Giant," a name which clung to him 
thereafter. The Gowdys were his friends and partisans throughout the remainder 



NOTE. — The Editor of this work, forming the opinion from his research, among the Provincial and 
Colonial documents of Pennsylvania and New Jersey, has no doubt concerning the orgin of this branch 
of the family; they were from the same stock as the other families and descended from the same 
ancestors who settled early in the Colony and of pure Scotch-Irish extraction. If the passenger lists 
of the period were extant it is believed that all of the obscurity enshrouding the families settled in 
Dauphin and Lancaster counties, among whom were the Gowdys, would be dispelled and a connected 
genealogical history made possible ; and there may still be documents buried amongst the rubbish in 
the county offices that would throw light upon the subject. 
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of his life, and probably there were none who so much assisted him in his early 
political struggles for place and name. 

Among other work done by the Gowdy family, was the publication of 4< Peck's 
Gazateer of Illinois," a little volume of four hundred pages, bearing the imprint 
"Robert Gowdy, 1834". This was probably the first book, other than law and 
legislative reports, printed and bound in Illinois. The "boards'* were procured 
in Cincinnati, then the "Queen City of the West". The Gowdys also printed the 
program for Illinois College, and, in 1835, their name was on the first Commence- 
ment program issued in the state, that of the class of 1835 at Illinois College. Mr. 
Gowdy began also in Jacksonville, the publication of the Almanac bearing his name, 
which became a repository of political and other facts highly valued by the " Na- 
tives" for many years. This family removed to Springfield, 111., about 1845, 
where Robert Gowdy died in that year. There were nine children in this family, 
all of whom were destined to become noted in their respective homes and walks in 
life. Mrs. Gowdy, the widow, remained in Springfield a few years and then went 
to the home of her daughter, Mrs. Eliza Gamble, in Le Claire, Iowa, at which 
place she remained till her death in 1865.

CHZLDRKN OF ROBKBT ACT) JAMB IHIUT OOWDT. 

1. Thomas Ensley Gowdy* (1), eldest son of Robert 2 (1) and Jane (Ensley) 
Gowdy, was born in Washington county, Penn., Nov. 13, 1812. He transposed 
his name after growing up, and was generally known as Ensley T. Gowdy. He was 
in many respects the pioneer of the family, for he preceded the other members to 
Jacksonville. There he was united in marriage July 1, 1840, with Miss Catherine 
McMackin, a very bright and attractive lady, whose Irish father had the wit of 
his race in full measure, and whose mother belonged to a prominent Delaware- 
Pennsylvania family. Ensley T. Gowdy was engaged in various kinds of business 
besides printing. In private life he was secretary to Gov. Joseph Duncan, of 
Illinois, and was a man of prominence and high character. Mrs. Gowdy died in 
June, 1847, and Mr. Gowdy followed her in February, 1848; thus two lives were cut 
short in the midst of promise and usefulness. These were the parents of four 
children, only one of whom survived them. See forward. 

2. Calvin Gowdy* (1), second son of Robert* (1) and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy, 
was born in Youngstown, Ohio, June 2, 1814. The family removed to Indianap- 
olis in 1826, where Calvin began to learn the printer's trade. At that time there 
was but one church in that city, that of the Presbyterian denomination, and Calvin 
became a member of the Sabbath School under the pastorate of Rev. George 
Bush; there he became proficient in learning verses from his Bible, taking this 
sacred book with him while employed about manual labor when driving a team 
of oxen hauling brick and sand. This youthful vocation shows how the sturdy 
man was made. Football and other athletic exercises were not needed then for 
the development of physical and manly powers. Calvin Gowdy was employed 
as a printer at Vandalia, 111., and among other work put the first annual message 
of Governor Reynolds into type. After going to Jacksonville he earned his live- 
lihood by setting type and attended Illinois College, from which he graduated 
in 1839. Among his associates in college were "War Governor" Richard Yates 
and Rev. R. W. Patterson, D.D., pioneer pastor in Chicago and father of the late 
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editor of the "Chicago Tribune". During his college course Calvin Gowdy assisted 
in printing a book entitled "Wakefield's History of the Blackhawk War" — another 
early example of printing in the West. He also taught school, studying and reciting 
in college at the same time. In the year 1837, in connection with his brother 
(presumably Ensley T. Gowdy), Calvin Gowdy published the "Common School 
Advocate," it being the first publication devoted exclusively to the cause of 
education in the "Great Far West". On Nov. 8, 1838, he was one of a small 
number that rode in the first car and before the first " Iron Horse" was set in motion 
in the state. There were then but eight miles of finished roadway over which 
the trial trip was made, from Meredosia, Morgan county, eastward, the beginning 
of the great Wabash system. Calvin Gowdy studied medicine and was graduated 
from the St. Louis Medical College in the spring of 1844. In May of the same year 
he located at Taylorville, Christian county, his future home. Deer, bears and 
wolves then abounded in that region and the doctor on one occasion, narrowly 
escaped with his life from a pack of wolves that chased him to a human habitation. 
He was a popular man, and his next run was for the office of Probate Judge, to which 
he was elected in 1847, for the term of four years. On May 10, 1848, Dr. Gowdy 
was married to Miss Martha Mahood, of Cadiz, Ohio, and they were the parents 
of four daughters and two sons of whom hereafter. Mrs. Gowdy was a beautiful 
woman, and was living in Toledo, Ohio, in 1907, in the home of her daughter. 
In 1848 Dr. Gowdy was professor of chemistry in Rock Island Medical College, 
which position he resigned at the end of the year. 

Having been successful in his professional life, Dr. Gowdy, to meet the pressing 
needs of the community, erected, in 1850, the first steam sawmill, to which he added 
a run of burr-stones to grind corn. This enterprise proved to be a public benefit. 
In 1856 Calvin Gowdy was elected by a large majority to the Legislature, where 
he took an active part in all measures for the advancement of education. He was 
also very efficient in promoting the interests of the agricultural societies. In 
referring to the Normal School in Illinois, the "Chicago Times" of July 1, 1860, 
said: "The bill creating this institution met with vigorous opposition in the House 
of Representatives in 1857, but by the energetic aid of such men as Dr. Calvin 
Gowdy of Christian county, whose efforts in this case should endear him to 
every lover of education, the bill passed by a majority of one. Calvin Gowdy 
also projected and introduced the bill incorporating the Springfield & Pana Rail- 
road. In January, 1861, Dr. Gowdy was appointed by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Senate, a member of the State Board of Education, a position he retained 
till his death. This Gowdy family were all Democrats until 1861, when Calvin 
became a "War Democrat," and later a Republican. X)n Sept. 6, 1863, he was 
appointed Provost Marshal of Christian county, a position he declined to accept. 
He filled many minor offices within the gift of his fellow-citizens, and at the time 
of his death he was the oldest man in Taylorville. He assisted in the organization 
of the first Sabbath School in the county, and was a prime mover in public enter- 
prises in which he believed and in the benevolent interests of the time. He was 
for forty-three years a member of the Presbyterian Church, and was a Commis- 
sioner of the General Assembly in 1876. Dr. Gowdy was also a member of the 
Masonic Fraternity, his brethen thereof officiating at his funeral March 8, 1877. 
His death was deeply lamented throughout the central part of the state where 
he was so well known and highly esteemed. The services at his burial were attended 
by a large concourse of people; all the business houses in Taylorville being closed 
on that occasion. See forward. 
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3. Robert Gowdy* (2), third son of Robert 1 (1) and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy, was 
born Feb. 5, 1816, in Pennsylvania, and was probably the "darling" of the family, 
as he was a youth of exceedingly bright mind and personally attractive. Long 
years after his early death, Dr. Newton Bateman, then Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, said of him : " Robert had that rare insight into the subtleties of things 
which, for a better name, we call Genius!" And so he was esteemed by his family 
and friends. His birth occurred in Pennsylvania, but he was taken by his parents 
to Indianapolis in 1826. Here, it may be said, were spent those " halcyon hours" 
casual to boyhood years; hours, the events of which usually stamp their impress 
on memory's tablet.

were with him in his heart." 

There perhaps were awakened the aspirations of a poetic spirit which led him 
to write in verse, and to be thought of as one of the gifted souls. Soon after he 
came to Illinois he made a public profession of religion, and united with the Pres- 
byterian church in Vandalia. In the year following his removal to Jacksonville 
he studied in Illinois College, from which he graduated in 1839, in the same class 
with his brother Calvin. Shortly after this he returned to Indianapolis, where 
he remained nearly two years studying his chosen profession, that of medicine. 
In June, 1841, he returned to Illinois, and in August following he located at St. 
Marys, in Hancock county, where he entered upon a successful practice, but one 
of short duration. He died of congestive fever at that place, Feb. 3, 1842, and his 
remains now rest in the St. Marys cemetery, situated in a beautiful grove adjacent 
to the village. 

Greece, the land of learning, was the subject uppermost in the minds of students, 
especially those who were poetically inclined, and, in 1839, Robert Gowdy wrote 
a poem on that felicitous subject, the opening lines of which ran: — 

"Fair land of polished art and poet's song, 
The sacred home of precious Freedom long, 
And long the abode of sage philosophy; 
Bright spot amid the gloom of years gone by, 
Whose wreck is sinking in Oblivion's Sea, 
My truant thoughts all else forsake but thee. 
My fancy wanders where blind Homer sung, 
And strays thy fallen fanes and col'mns among." 

A little book of half-serious attempts at poetry was printed by Dr. Calvin 
Gowdy prefaced by a sketch of Robert's short life, and this thin remembrance 
of 1842, and of a bright and gifted soul, lies before the writer of this sketch. The 
smile of Heaven was upon the face of Dr. Robert Gowdy as he died, and, 

"After life's fitful fever, 
He sleeps well." 

4. Maria Gowdy 8 (1), eldest daughter of Robert 2 (1) and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy, 
was born Dec. 10, 1817, probably in Pennsylvania, and survived longer than any 
one of the family. She was married in Jacksonville, 111., Sept. 3, 1838, to Mr. 
George W. Chapman, by whom she had five children. One of these, Mrs. Ellen 
Granger who was married in Cincinnati, was a school teacher, and became the 
County Superintendent of Schools in the state of Washington. Mrs. Chapman 
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died in Indianapolis, where she had lived for several years, June 15, 1905, and was 
buried in Oak Ridge Cemetery, Springfield, 111. She was well educated and possessed 
a cultivated and polished mind. She was also a good writer. She had enjoyed 
unusual physical health through her eighty-six years, and had remarkable pos- 
session of her faculties for the last years of her life. She had a vivid imagination, 
and was very vivacious, especially as she grew older. 

5. Eliza Gowdy* (1 ) , second daughter of Robert* (1 ) and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy , was 
born in Pennsylvania, June 2, 1819, and became a woman of decided force of 
character; was widely informed and of high mentality. She was married in Spring- 
field, 111., July 20, 1848, to Dr. Jambs Gamble, of Le Gaire, Iowa. He was a 
native of Londonderry, Ireland, and after coming to the United States, lived in 
Delaware, Pittsburg, Pa., Warsaw, 111., New Orleans, St. Louis, and finally settled 
in Le Claire in 1847, thus being a pioneer of that state which at the time was only 
one year old. After his marriage to Miss Gowdy their home was for many years 
a social centre. Dr. Gamble was a member of the American Medical Association, 
and of the medical association of the state of Iowa, of which latter he was president 
in 1870. He held local offices for years, was identified with educational matters 
and was mayor of Le Claire. He was vice-president of the Savings Bank, and 
otherwise prominent. In 1862 he was assistant Surgeon of the third regiment 
Iowa Volunteers. In religious matters he was a Baptist, and, when the local church 
was broken up he became a Presbyterian, in which denomination he became a ruling 
Elder. At his funeral in 1903, after a life of eighty-two years, there were present 
hundreds of the old friends of the decedent and the cortege that escorted the 
remains to their last resting place was one of the largest seen in years. The city 
officials attended the services in a body. Dr. and Mrs. Gamble had no children 
of their own, but their home was the shelter of several children of their relatives. 
Mrs. Gamble was an expert housekeeper, a good writer, and at her death, Oct. 6, 
1895, the local papers remarked of her: "Mrs. Gamble has been an active and 
influential member of the Baptist church for more than fifty years, and took a deep 
interest in all efforts to advance the cause of education and Christianity and was 
greatly admired by all who had the pleasure of her acquaintance during her long 
residence in Le Claire." 

6. Jane Gowdy* (1), the youngest daughter of Robert 1 (1) and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy, 
was born in Pennsylvania, Feb. 2, 1822; and was accounted the brightest of the 
girls by her acquaintances. She, as did her sisters, took early to writing, which 
art, it must be remembered, was considered a rare accomplishment in those days, 
owing to the general lack of education, and owing, especially, to the defective 
education of females. Miss Gowdy was married in Springfield, 111., March 4, 1845, 
to Dr. E. T. Chapman, of Taylorville, which town was her home for years. They 
were the leading citizens in the community in which they resided. This result was 
brought about by the brightness and intelligence of Mrs. Chapman, and her interest 
in public affairs, and by the popularity of Dr. Chapman and his professional success. 
He died about the year 1865, and, some years later, Mrs. Chapman moved with 
her family to Topeka, Kansas, thus proving true to the pioneer tendency of the 
race she represented. She died there Dec. 6, 1892. 

7. William Charles Gowdy* (1), the fourth son of Robert 2 (1) and Jane (Ensley) 
Gowdy, was born May 15, 1824, in Indiana, but for some reason he used to say he 
was born near Cincinnati, which was also true. His advent was in an era when so 
many great men saw the light first, and he was destined to become, or make of 
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himself the most prominent and distinguished member of his family. There was 
much in common, in the early days, of various struggles of such men as Douglas, 
Lincoln and Grant, with poverty and other adverse circumstances, and William 
Gowdy belonged to that class of men. The three just mentioned had greater 
obstacles to overcome than he when their work was done, but he possessed the same 
industrious, indomitable quality exhibited by them, and he came to know and to 
be intimately associated with the first two, and to be personally acquainted, prob- 
ably, with General Grant. At the unveiling of the equestrian statue of the great 
military leader, in Lincoln Park, Mr. Gowdy was president of the Park Board, 
and made a speech in the presence of many thousand spectators and hearers, 
accepting the work of art. He went to Illinois in 1833, and was always thereafter 
a citizen of the state. In early life he became an expert type-setter, and also 
taught school. He was always a pronounced Democrat politically, but one 
night, while engaged in teaching in Illinois, he was sleeping at the house of a well- 
known Abolitionist, when a pro-slavery mob attacked the place, and some one 
was shot right through the window and over the bed where he reposed. 

Following the thirst for learning characterestic of his family, William C. Gowdy 
attended Illinois College and was graduated in the class of 1845. This class had 
eleven members, all of whom, with possibly a single exception, became prominent 
or distinguished. Of the latter, was Hon. Barbour Lewis, afterwards a member 
of Congress from Memphis, Tenn., a federal judge of Utah, and a state judge in 
Washington. Another member of this class of special prominence and business 
success was Mr. £. W. Blatchford, a leading manufacturer of Chicago, who was, 
so far as known, in 1908, the only survivor. After his graduation, Mr. Gowdy 
studied law with Hon. Stephen T. Logan, of Springfield, 111., one of the greatest 
lawyers in the state. Mr. Gowdy was admitted to the bar in 1847, and located 
at Lewiston, Fulton county, 111., in 1848; there he became acquainted with Miss 
Helen A. Judd, a native of New York State. This gentleman and lady were 
married in Canton, 111., in 1849, and became identified with the Presbyterian church 
of Lewiston and active workers in the Sabbath School of that organization, to which 
they both belonged. In 1852 Mr. Gowdy was elected State Attorney of the district, 
which then included Rock Island and other counties. In 1856 he was elected 
state senator, and he was in the upper branch of the Legislature, in 1857, when his 
brother, Calvin Gowdy, was in the lower house. William C. Gowdy's success as 
a lawyer, up to this time, had been good, but he heard the city calling him, and in 
1859 he left Lewiston and went to Chicago, where he continued to reside the 
remainder of his life. 

While in Chicago, Mr. Gowdy became one of the foremost lawyers of the land 
in private practice, and in the last years of his life he was general counsel for the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway, a distinguished and lucrative position. He 
was always an intensely busy man, and never wasted words. This led Frank B. 
Wilkie of the "Chicago Times" to characterize him as a "locomotive engine of 
reticence;" yet, when he had time, he was an interesting talker and highly enjoyed 
such relaxation. He certainly had a keen sense of humor. Writing some years 
ago of a member of the western bar, a very eminent American jurist expressed 
the opinion that if one familiar with the profession, and competent to the task, 
was called upon to single out from the many shining examples of legal greatness 
in this country the ideal lawyer, he could do no better than to point to William C. 
Gowdy of Chicago. 

More than forty years of professional life brought Mr. Gowdy so prominently 
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before the public that it is only necessary to say of him, so far as his standing at 
the bar is concerned, that he ranked among the pre-eminently great lawyers of the 
country. In 1855 he argued his first case before the Supreme Court of Illinois. 
One hundred and thirty volumes of these reports have since been issued, and in 
every one of them cases have been reported which were argued by Mr. Gowdy, 
many of them involving questions of land-law, commercial law, and constitutional 
law, of the greatest importance. In the higher courts of other western states, as 
in the Supreme Court of the United States, he has been always a conspicuous 
figure, his arguments in cases involving commercial law attracting especial 
attention, and carrying with them great weight. Many noted cases might be 
mentioned that were in the National Supreme Court, did space permit, for Mr. 
Gowdy had a remarkably distinguished record before that tribunal. "No argu- 
ment is necessary to establish the fact that he was one of the great leaders of the 
western bar, neither would panegyric which might be written of him in this con- 
nection add to the lustre of his renown," was published in the Magazine of Western 
History, some time before his death. 

Mr. Gowdy accumulated a very handsome fortune, lived elegantly, and never 
forgot during the years of his success those who had been his friends in the days 
of his struggles for place and fame. He was a candidate for the United States 
Senate in 1862, and received a good vote, but was defeated by William A. Richard- 
son. Later in life he was a member of the National Democratic Committee, and 
a trusted adviser of Grover Cleveland. In church matters and benevolences Mr. 
Gowdy was prominent, and was a trustee or director of the McCormic Theolog- 
ical Seminary for years before his death. His home was brightened by two chil- 
dren, and it was visited by many of the most distinguished people of the land, 
to whom he extended his warm-hearted hospitality. Few men have been more 
generous, and this helpfulness was not merely to the members of his own family, 
but he had pensioners for years. He delighted in the society of little children and 
was greatly pleased when they were visitors in his home. 

His interest in politics never had the effect of decreasing his professional work 
or caused him to slight his professional duties. From the time he took hold of his 
first case down to the close of his professional career, his rule was to examine 
thoroughly into the details of every issue in which he had been retained, and to 
scrutinize it in all its bearings. 

Many instances illustrative of his methods of work in this respect might be 
given, and one of his greatest professional successes was achieved by this charac- 
teristic. 

But a machine worked to its limit must break down sooner or later, and on the 
29th April, 1893, as Mr. Gowdy sat at his desk in the Northwestern office, talking 
with General MacArthur, his work was finished, and he "fell asleep." And then 
the pages of the metropolitan papers teemed with notices and stories of the quiet 
man who had gone out from among men. 

8. George Bush Gowdy* (1), fifth son of Robert 1 (1) and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy, was 
born in Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 7, 1828, and came to Illinois with his parents in 
1832. He attended Illinois College in the years 1844-5 and 1846-7, being then 
resident in Springfield, 111., where he was employed as a printer. He left this 
city in May, 1849, being one of the "Argonauts" of '49, going to Oregon City, 
Oregon, in September of that year. There he became the publisher of the "Spec- 
tator," a weekly newspaper. He soon went to Lafayette, Oregon, and while 
there held the office of circuit auditor and sheriff. In the summer of 1854 Mr. 
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Gowdy married Miss Elizabeth Morgan, a very attractive young lady of 
Lafayette. In April, 1855, he moved to Olympia, Washington, where he was unan- 
imously elected public printer by the Legislature. He then conducted the " Pioneer 
and Democrat, " weekly newspaper, and did the territorial printing. He died in 
Olympia, Sept. 29, 1857. Mr. Gowdy was a man of great industry, and attained 
much personal popularity. He was one of the early pioneers of the Pacific coast, 
as his parents and grandparents had been of the east, and assisted in giving it a 
start in the course which has since developed that region. He had issue one child, 
i. Lizzie Jane Gowdy, born in Olympia, Washington, April 11, 1856; 
was married in Chicago, 111., Sept. 4, 1883, to Lewis Slocum, son 
of John and Eunice (Ferguson) Slocum, who was born at Long 
Branch, N. J., and had issue as follows:

9. James IL Gowdy* (1), the youngest son of Robert* (l)and Jane (Ensley) Gowdy 
was born in Indiana Jan. 23, 1831, and was brought to Illinois in 1832. In this state 
he lived in Vandalia, Jacksonville, and Springfield. In the last named place, 
with the family habit, he was a printer, being employed, among other work, on the 
"State Register." He followed his brother George Gowdy, to Oregon, in 1852, 
stopping first at Astoria. During the Indian wars of that section in 1852-7, Mr. 
Gowdy and his brother, then Capt. George Gowdy, were in the military service 
of the Government, and James H. was afterwards in charge of several Indian 
Reservations and tribes of Indians. In 1865, he returned to the states and made 
his home thereafter at Le Claire, Iowa. In 1875, he visited Springfield, 111., and 
the "Register" said of him: "He is an old gold miner, an Indian fighter, and has 
had some hair-breadth escapes. He was acquainted with Lincoln and Sheridan, 
General Crook and many of the great men of the past. He is now 64 years of age 
and wears his golden badge of honor." 

At one time during his work among the Indians he met a young officer of the 
regular army who was riding right into the midst of the hostile savages. Mr. 
Gowdy warned him of his danger and persuaded the youthful son of Mars to take 
a safe route. Years afterwards he figured it out that the man's life he had probably 
saved was that of Gen. Philip H. Sheridan, who, years afterwards, made a more 
famous ride at Winchester, Virginia. James H. Gowdy was very popular among 
his associates on the Pacific coast. He died at Le Claire, la., Dec. 8, 1902. 



Such is the story of an American family whose history began in Ireland and 
ended on the Pacific slope in the United States, and it is to be questioned if many 
have done as much as pioneers and upbuilders of our land. Certainly but few 
could be pointed out who had accomplished as much by their own, unaided efforts. 

(The foregoing was copied — some changes made to adapt the matter to the 
present day — from pages 315 to 323 in the "Transactions of the Illinois Historical 
Society" for 1907. 
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Descendants of these families hold the tradition of a Scotch-Irish ancestry, 
and although an early settlement among the pioneer families of Pennsylvania 
has not been proclaimed, it seems safe to assume that this numerous branch 
of the Gowdy stock was derived from the same geographical source as were 
the other Southern and Western families. The editor of this work believes 
Robert Gowdy and John C. Gowdy whose names will reappear in the genea- 
logical section below were closely related to the families in Kentucky, South 
Carolina and Ohio, and we know these were from New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
Some of the dates supplied by the families in Enfield, 111., were evidently prob- 
lematical and approximate and hence not quite reliable; but they were the 
best that could be had and must suffice. 

1. Robert Gowdy 1 , parents' names not known, was assumed to have been of 
the old stock in New Jersey and Pennsylvania and descended from a Scotch- 
Irish ancestry. He was born in North Carolina, Sept. 14, 1772, but had moved 
with his parents to Tennessee when but a lad. He remembered having heard 
the rattle of musketry at Guilford Court House in the battle there during the 
war of the Revolution. The family were living in Sumner County, Tenn., 
in the year 1800. ' He had married Mary Anderson of an old Scotch-Irish 
family in 1797 and soon removed to near Enfield, White County, Illinois, 
where he settled as a farmer and where he died in 1857. The family were 
strongly tinctured with the Presbyterian faith and possessed of the stubbornness 
characteristic of all who bear the honored name. 

2. John Gowdy 1 , parents' names unknown, was a brother of Robert as above 
and tradition says he was born in North Carolina in 1775 and went with his 
father's family to Tennessee when a young man. He removed to White 
County, Illinois, about the same time as did Robert his brother and settled near 
the present town of Enfield. There remains some uncertainty concerning the 
name of his wife. One member of the family has said her name was Polly 
Anderson, but as the name of Robert Gowdy's wife was Mary Anderson 
(which is the same as Polly) this assumption must be discarded. His settle- 
ment in Illinois was in 1814. He was a farmer. No account of his death. 
There was a numerous family of children whose names will appear farther on. 

3. Sarah Gowdy 1 , a sister of Robert Gowdy and John C. Gowdy, was born 
somewhere in North Carolina and went to Tennessee with her parents when 
but a child. She was married to a Mr. Anderson, presumably of the same 
family as the wives of her brothers, who soon died, leaving her a widow with 
three children. She then moved to Hamilton County, Illinois, near Enfield, 
and died at the home of Pliny Gowdy about 1845, leaving her eldest son, 
Henry P. Anderson, who married Mary Roberts and died near Enfield in 1849 
with nine children, four of whom are still living. Her second son, Arian T. 
Anderson, married Jane Miller and died about 1875, leaving two daughters, 
one of whom is still living in Hamilton Co., 111. Lucinda Anderson died about 
the year 1870. 
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4. Elizabeth Gowdy 1 , a sister of the preceding, was born in North Carolina 
and carried to Sumner County, Tennessee, when a child. She was married 
to John McLinn whose son, James McLinn, married a daughter of Rev. David 
McLinn and settled in Exenia, Illinois, about 1855; died about 1870.

His father was a Presbyterian and, 
strange to say, his mother an Irish woman and probably a Catholic in religious 
faith. He was born, probably in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, in the year 
1790 and died in Hiatt County, Kentucky, aged 88 years. His father must 
have died when the son was quite small, as his widow was married second, to 
one William Edmunds of Virginia, when the lad was but two years of age; and 
he was reared near Culpepper Court House. While still in youth he came to* 
Kentucky where he married Miss Nancy Burnet and engaged in mercantile 
business. Another authority says he was a cabinet-maker by trade. If this 
last assumption is correct it contains a suggestion that he was connected closely 
with the families in Xenia, Ohio, as some of these while living in Kentucky 
were employed at the cabinet-maker's craft. The name Samuel was common 
in the Pennsylvania families, especially in those branches so early settled in 
the counties of Cumberland and Crawford. His widowed mother, after her 
marriage to William Edmunds, was the mother of three children, Benjamin, 
James and William; and descendants of these sons are still living and are 
persons of intelligence and prominence.

Mrs. Collins is still a very prominent and 
influential woman in the State and constantly employed in some useful service 
for the cause of righteousness and humanity.

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searching the house from cellar to chamber they found in the pocket of the 
waistcoat of John Goudy $40 and in a flour-barrel $120 belonging to Hannah 
Goudy, a daughter of the proprietor; the whole amount being $210. It was 
claimed that nearly all of the money of the farmer was secreted between the 
logs of the wall back of a pin that had been driven on which to hang the clothing. 
After much watching and difficulty the gang was broken up and driven from the 
community. Henry Switzer was arrested and convicted, but managed to 
escape and fled to California. 

Some of the farmers were supplied with excellent water from natural springs, 
while others were furnished from shoal wells excavated within the swales only 
a few feet below the surface. The farms were laid out on the main road to 
Linn Grove and the distance to Mount Vernon varied from two to four miles. 
The farm of Thomas Goudy, however, was on another thoroughfare known as 
the " Military Road " and was more distant from the town. After their farms 
had been cleared and made productive larger and better houses were built with 
frames and weather-boarding, and that of John Goudy was of one story; but 
the barns, as one of the family has said, ''were not worth mentioning." 

John Goudy was a man of influence in the community and a good citizen. 
He served on the first Grand Jury in Linn County, Iowa. The times of the 
deaths and places of burial of John Goudy and Sarah (Shane) Goudy have 
not been ascertained, but they lived to advanced life and were doubtless laid 
down in the Mount Vernon or Linn Grove cemeteries. They had been devoted 
members of the Presbyterian church and were among the first to encourage 
the local organization and to assist in building the meeting-house at Linn 
Grove. The old graveyard where John Goudy and wife were buried has 
recently been visited and the inscription upon his broken monument copied. 
This reads thus: "John Goudy died June 5, 184- (the other figure chipped off) 
at the age of 66 years." This would make his birth either in 1770 or 1780. 
As the old family Bible does not contain a record of his birth or death, this 
question must be left as indefinite. The children of John and Sarah Goudy 
were named as follows: — William, Elizabeth, James, Thomas, Samuel, Sarah, 
Mary, Rebecca, Susanna and Hannah.

He settled on a section of the land taken up by his father about three 
miles from the present town of Mount Vernon, Iowa, where he cleared and made 
productive a large farm. After a residence of several years in a log cabin he 
built a two-storied framed house and suitable outbuildings, near the main 
road and in the same neighborhood with his father and brothers. He was a 
loyal supporter of the Presbyterian church and assisted in the building of the 
Linn Grove meeting-house. He died Feb. 6, 1881, aged 80 years, and was 
buried in the Linn Grove cemetery. The time of the death of his wife has 
not been found. Their children were named as follows: John C, William H., 
and Sarah. See forward to 4th generation for particulars. 
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2. Elizabeth Goudy* (1), eldest daughter of John 1 (1) and Sarah (Shane) 
Goudy, born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Oct. 20, 1802; was married to 
William Johnston in her native state and was the mother of several children 
whose names will appear later. She removed to Linn County along with her 
parents and brothers in 1838, and with her husband and family settled on a 
farm at Linn Grove near the present town of Mount Vernon, Iowa, where she 
died April 25, 1846, aged 45 years. She was of Presbyterian faith and a woman 
of the most exemplary character. 

3. James Goudy* (1), second son of John 2 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Oct. 17, 1804, was killed by lightning at 
the time his father's house was struck by a bolt when he was about 12 years 
of age. 

4. Thomas Goudy* (1), third son of John 2 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, born 
in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Oct. 20, 1805; married first, Mary McWil- 
liams, sister of the wife of his brother Samuel, by whom he had six children 
whose names will appear hereafter. His second wife was Mrs. Caroline 
Holcomb Kemp, by whom there was one daughter whose name does not appear, 
supposed to still be living somewhere in the West. Thomas Goudy emigrated 
with the others, his kindred, to Linn County, Iowa, in 1838 and settled on the 
line of the " Military Road " so-called, a considerable distance from his brothers 
and about five miles from Mount Vernon, though this town was then not in 
existence. His first habitation was constructed of rude logs and limited in 
capacity, but was comfortable for his family during the pioneer days. He sub- 
sequently built a commodious framed house about five miles from that of his 
brother Samuel. Before leaving his native state of Ohio he had been an officer 
in the Militia and was a man of considerable influence in the new settlement. 
He was a staunch Presbyterian in religious faith and held the esteem of his 
contemporaries for his sterling honesty and truthfulness. He died and was 
buried by the side of his wife in the Mt. Vernon Cemetery. Children named as 
follows: By first wife, John, Cyrus, William, Eliza J., Sarah, and Margaret, 
of whom more with fourth generation. 

5. Samuel Goudy' (2), fourth son of John 2 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, born 
in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, June 3, 1808; married Elizabeth McWil- 
liams, sister of Mary Mc Williams, wife of Thomas Goudy, born in Westmore- 
land County, Pennsylvania, but whose parents moved to Iowa. Mr. Goudy 
moved from his early home in Ohio to Linn County, Iowa, in 1838 and settled 
on land in the Linn Grove section among his kindred. Like the others he built a 
log house and continued to live in this primitive home till conditions made it 
possible to erect a more pretentious residence which was of two stories and of 
brick. Samuel Goudy spent his life as a farmer. He was a Presbyterian in 
his religious faith and supported the church at Linn Grove for many years. 
There was a natural spring of pure water on his farm, and this fountain 
abundantly supplied the family. He died at Linn Grove, Iowa, April 2, 
1874, aged 65 years. His wife died there May 11, 1887, aged 81 years. 
They were buried in the Mount Vernon cemetery. Children named as follows: 
James, Josiah, John F., Catherine, George W., Samantha, Elizabeth J. and 
Eva. For particulars, see forward to fourth generation. 

6. Sarah Goudy 1 (1), second daughter of John 2 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Oct. 7, 1813; was married there to a 
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M r. Coe and did not remove to the West with the other members of the family ; 
hence a full record and history of her family has not been obtained. If she 
left children their names have not been found. 

7. Mary Goudy* (1), third daughter of John 1 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Oct. 7, 1813; was married to Thomas 
McElhenney, by whom she had two sons and a daughter. This family 
emigrated with the others in 1838 and settled near Mount Vernon, Iowa, as 
farmers. She died Nov. 28, 1840, and was buried in Linn Grove cemetery 
where her grave was marked by an inscribed monument. Her children were 
named: Robert, Hamilton, and Sarah. See sketch under Catherine Goudy, 
daughter of Samuel Goudy. 

8. Rebecca Goudy 1 (1), fourth daughter of John 2 (1) and Sarah (Shane) 
Goudy, born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, Sept. 5, 1815. 

9. Susanna Goudy 1 (1), fifth daughter of John 1 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, June 16, 1819. She died March 31, 1841. 

10. Hannah Goudy 1 (1), sixth daughter of John 1 (1) and Sarah (Shane) Goudy, 
born in Dalton, Wayne County, Ohio, April 5, 1825 (another record says she 
was born April 25, 1825). She was married in 1847 to her cousin, John Shane, 
who was born in Jefferson County, Ohio, on his father's farm in May, 1823, 
this ceremony being performed at Marion, Linn County, Iowa.

There are two villages in Yorkshire, England, named South-Cave and 
North-Cave : about two miles apart. North-Cave is a near hamlet with a 
population of about eight hundred persons. The church there is a vicarage 
dedicated to All Saints. There were families named Gawdy and Gawdie living 
at North-Cave as early as 1564 as proven by the appearance there of a William 
Gawdy as plaintiff concerning a messuage of land in North-Cave and Over- 
thorp. Moreover, there were wills of which the abstracts following were taken 
in which the Gawdy name appears. This family record was discovered too 
late in the investigation of the history of the English branches and its origin 
has not been satisfactorily established. From the spelling of the surname the 
Editor is inclined to believe that the Gawdys of North-Cave represent an early 
generation of the baronial family so long settled in Norfolk through a son 
whose descendants were not accounted for in the general pedigree — possibly 
a " natural son ", who was turned adrift in the world to " paddle his own canoe " 
and care for himself. Search among the records and documents of York- 
shire would doubtless determine the connection and the discovery of much 
interesting history relating to this family.

He held the college 
record for the broad jump and the freshman for the high and low hurdles. 
During his eight years at Exeter and Swarthmore he won every race in which 
he was entered up until he got fourth place in the high hurdles at the 1916 
intercollegiates at which Murray of California broke the world's record. He 
was a member of the Kwink Honorary Society and the Phi Sigma Kappa 
Fraternity.

Christian faith, a tireless perseverance and a wonderfully self-sacrificing char- 
acter. She possesses an unbounded, unshaken, tender faith and love in her 
children and lives in Chicago with her second daughter, Etoile B. Simons. 

In personal appearance she was much like her father, Collins Gowdy, with 
sparkling black eyes" and dark, curling hair, but while he, like so many of the 
Gowdy family, was six feet tall, she has always been a tiny, graceful woman 
of petite form and now, at 80 years of age, is still slight, quick of movement, 
and as active as many women twenty years younger.

Mr. Gowdy is said to have possessed a remarkable mind. He was a great 
Shakespearian scholar and fond of the choicest literature of every kind. In 
many respects he was fifty years in advance of his time and many ideas that 
were original with him have since his death been adopted by the ablest scholar! 
in the land. 

He was a born aristocrat in all of his instincts and feelings and was justly 
proud of his ancestry. He was not intolerant of humble birth but had no 
patience with persons of low tendencies and common tastes. He admired 
people of brains and noble ambition and achievement who were not afraid to 
" hitch their wagon to a star." His motto was "Aim High" and seek to reach 
the best ideals. While a man of independent and exacting inclinations he was 
compassionate and generous toward those deserving assistance and sympathy. 
His business requirements made it necessary for him to travel extensively and 
he was much from home; and he died among strangers in Terre Haute, Ind., 
Oct 2, 1902, but he was buried in Minneapolis, Minn.

Augustus Harrison Gowdy 7 , born at Waukegan, Ills., July 13, 1871. He 
was married and had a daughter Vivian born in Minneapolis in 1895, whose 
place of residence is now unknown. He was a successful advertising spedalift 
He died at Cleveland, O., March 7, 1913. 

Clara Bessie Gowdy 7 , eldest daughter, born in Titusville, Pa., Dec. 2, 1872; 
was married in Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 28, 1888 to Walter Warren Gregg 
who was born in Searsboro, la., May 14, 1870. He was the son of William 
Wood and Elizabeth Ann (Cook) Gregg. Present residence, Muncie, Ind., 
where, before the European War he was engaged in the publishing business. 
Mrs. Gregg is a well-known song writer and vocalist whose fame has been 
established by the rare spirit of patriotism she has exhibited and the work she 
has done for the soldiers in the state. Inspired by the noble response of the 
young men at their country's call she composed two songs that have been 
popular among the volunteers wherever they were introduced. These were 
entitled, "Good Bye, My Soldier Boy" and "Every Mother's Son." 

From the time war was declared with Germany till the armistice was signed, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gregg left all other pursuits and devoted themselves entirely 
to the cause of their country. He constructed a capacious car equipped with 
a pianola and with this went campaigning through the state for the cause d 
Liberty; being endorsed by many men in military and civil life. He gave 
patriotic addresses and sang songs for the soldiers while selling Liberty Bonds. 
The money realized from the sale of the songs written by Mrs. Gregg (the sol- 
diers selling them) was given to the soldiers. The profits on the songs sold in 
six months and turned over to the boys in uniform amounted to $3,215. For 
this service this family has received the cordial thanks of the heads of several 
organizations, and the encomiums of the press throughout the West where they 
have traveled has been liberal in expressions of appreciation of their noble 
work; and they have endeared themselves to thousands who gave their best 
for their country. 

Before the World War Walter Warren Gregg was the president and manager 
of the Gregg Publishing Company, but is now the secretary of the Gregg Oil 
and Gas Company which has extensive holdings in Indiana and Oklahoma.

Nelson E. Gowdy (1) married, first, Mary Ann Peck who died in the 
autumn of 1861; then he removed to Willing, N. Y., where he married, second, 
Mariah £. Leach. He then moved across the line and settled on a farm he 
had purchased in Pennsylvania. Returning to Wellsville, N. Y., he sat down 
there; but he retired from his farm in 1886 and built a house on the ''Four 
Corners" of what was his father's farm, the land on which his father commenced 
his domestic life in Allegheny Co., N. Y., when Nelson was but nine years of 
age. There he continued his residence until a short time before his death. 
Nelson £. Gowdy was a man of public spirit, generous to a fault, a fluent 
speaker and always ready to sacrifice his own interests for the good of others. 
He was 90 years of age March 5, 1913. His photograph, reproduced in this 
book, was taken July 25, 1913. There was but a short interval of a few weeks 
between his death and that of his wife. By his first wife he had six children, 
Lester, Maria, Llewellyn, Emma, Charles and Willard. He had by his second 
wife four children, Eva, Etta, Melvin and Cora. Letters of inquiry have been 
forwarded to all of the surviving children, but only one, Willard S. Gowdy, 
has replied; hence the record is incomplete. 

i. Mariah Gowdy was married to Dwight Plimpton, who died young, 
leaving four children. 

n. Emma Gowdy was married to Timothy Howes, who died leaving a 
son, and the widow was married to a Mr. Thorp by whom she had 
a son, Edgar A. Thorp. She resides in Denon, Ind. 

in. Llewellyn Gowdy was married to Ada , by whom a son 

and a daughter. He is now living in Texas. 

iv. Charles Gowdy was married (wife's name unknown) and had two 
daughters, Florence and Hazel. His first wife died and he married 
again. When last heard from he was living in Bellingham, Wash. 

v. Willard S. Gowdy was born March 10, 1861, at Woodhull, Steuben 
Co., N. Y. He married Clara L. Fenton of Stanerds, N. Y., Dec. 
7, 1887, and settled in the Proctor District of Wellsville, N. Y. 
From that town he removed to Pennsylvania and carried on a farm; 
thence removed to Portland, Ore. Being dissatisfied with the coun- 
try he turned his face eastward and finally established himself at 
Wright, Minn., where he has since made his home. His wife died 
June 14, 1919, by gradually sinking down without any apparent 
suffering. He says: "O how I miss her!" In writing of himself 
and wife he states: "We were not the poorest people in the world; 
have had all the necessary things of life and a little to spare." He 
has donated his father's portrait and those of himself and wife for 
this book. No children. 

vi. Eva Gowdy was married to Norman Francisco by whom she had 
seven children: Charles, William, Wallace, Edward, Sherman. 
Herbert, and Edith. Mrs. Francisco is now on a farm with the 
care of three motherless grandsons. 
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vii. Etta Gowdy was married to Elmer Soicbr by whom she had six 
children, Elmer, Florence, Mildred, Wayne, Emerson and Sheridan. 
This family resides in Olean, N. Y. 

viii. Melvin Gowdy married Carrie and lives in Elmira, N. Y. 

There were two sons, Ivan and George, 
ix. Cora Gowdy was married to Asa Bentley who, dying, she became 
the wife of Oscar Button. Five children, William, Clifford, Flor- 
ence and two others whose names do not appear. Residence, Wells- 
ville, N. Y. 

Ward Elipbalet Gowdy married and had twin sons, Maynard and Marion. 
He had also an adopted daughter named Hattie who became the wife of May- 
nard but had no issue; but they adopted a boy and a girl. When last heard 
from the widow was living in Batavia, N. Y. Marion Gowdy married and he 
and his wife died leaving a son, Ward Gowdy, who was living in Buffalo, N. Y. 
It will be observed by tracing the line down through the five generations that 
this name WARD was perpetuated from the marriage of the Revolutionary 
soldier, John Gowdy, to Susanna Ward; hence, it would seem that she was no 
ordinary woman and that she cast a halo over her descendants.
